WY prccsrex — Because no one in the 


New England Repertory Theater’s 
playhouse sits more than 30 feet from the 
stage, it was a quintessential moment of 
participatory drama, a highlight for all 
those who go to Hamlet specifically to 
stab the person in the next seat or who 
love to walk out of an Ibsen drama feeling 
both claustrophobic and Norwegian. 

Mark Diekmann, a New England Rep 
actor, was playing Teach in a 
performance of David Mamet's American 
Buffalo. The role calls for Teach to lose 
control at one point and do some minor 
trashing of the junk shop in which the 
play is set. 

Diekmann played his part well. During 
his rampage, a chair landed in the lap of a 
woman sitting in the front row. A toaster 
cleared everything and bounced up the 


aisle. For the rest of the play, the audience 
was on edge, ready to scatter. 

“Our audiences are rowdier than 
most,” says Jon Knowles, who has been 
the Rep’s artistic director for its entire 
six-year history. ‘‘Our house is so 
intimate that they can see and feel 
everything that’s going on. Macbeth’s 
chain went flying out like a boomerang 
one night. We haven't had any injuries 
yet, though.” 

There won't be any for a while, either. 
On January 9, the Rep suspended 
production because of financial 
problems, indefinitely postponing a 
production of A Doll’s House that was to 
open January 20. 

After studying at Boston University’s 
School of Fine Arts, Knowles came to 
Worcester and founded the Rep in 1973.

Lacking a permanent theater, the 
company rehearsed in Knowles’s 
apartment and performed in parks and 
back yards. Transportation was made 
easier by building sets that would fit in 
the back of a Paleolithic Chrysler. 

In 1976, Knowles and his company

; a there’s the one about the mouse. 
The mouse in the stewed tomatoes, of 
course.

Indeed, when a dead mouse showed up in 
a can purchased by Mrs. Simpson at her 
local Toledo, Ohio, market in 1975, more 
than fur began to fly. 

In a lawsuit filed in federal district 
court the following February, Mr. 
Simpson represented to the court “that 
Lucille Simpson was a good wife who 
greeted this plaintiff at the door with 
kisses as he would come home from 
work; who prepared his meals on time, 
drew his bath water every night, and who 
joined with him in the act of sexual 


intercourse from two to three times each 
night for four to six nights a week and 
sometimes seven. Ever since (the 
discovery of the mouse in the stewed 
tomatoes), Lucille Simpson has developed 
an increasingly cold, dispassionate and 
unaffectionate attitude toward (Mr. 
Simpson) sometimes bordering on 
contempt .. >. 

“Plaintiff says ... she cannot tolerate 
plaintiff’s weight on her stomach; that 
she is too sore . . . from the medicines she 
consumes (for nervousness) to reverse 
positions so as to put her on top and this 
plaintiff on the bottom, and that on at 
least two occasions the reasons given by 
Lucille for rebelling against (Mr. 
Simpson’s) advances have been that she 
associates the prospect of his lying on her 


stomach making love to her with the 
mouse in the... tomato can.. . being in 
her stomach. 

“Plaintiff says that the happiness he 
once knew and derived from his marriage 
has all been destroyed and is gone 
forever.” 

In their request for relief, the Simpsons 
calculated that the California-based 
subsidiary of Carnation might just be 
able to compensate them for the demise of 
their exceptional sex life — just maybe, 
mind you — for a tidy $979,000. 

So Dewey waited patiently (as 
patiently as any sexually active 42-year- 
old male could), sleeping on a cot at’ the 
foot of Lucille’s bed — once their happy 
love nest, now the scene of stormier 
passions — for the wheels of justice to 
grind slow and fine. 

When attorneys for Contadina and the 
firm’s insurance company got wind of 
what was happening, they countered 
with an offer of their own, an out-of- 
court settlement of $6000. The Simpsons, 
at that point estranged (and growing 
stranger), took the’ money and ran.

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bought the old Friends’ Meeting House, 
which, like most of Worcester’s Crown 
Hill neighborhood at the time, had been 
done over in Postwar Dresden. For a year, 
the members of the Rep rebuilt the place 
into a 99-seat theater. All the maple 
floors, walls, and ceilings were 


completely stripped, resealed and waxed; 
ornate glasswork was replaced. The 
company has been performing there since 
September of 1977. 

Since the Rep’s time is taken up not 
only with theatrical work but with the 
maintenance of its building as well, it 


hasn't been able to solicit community 
support. ‘If a woman comes to me and 
says, ‘I'll furnish your lounge if you beg 
properly,’ I feel justified in saying no,” 
Knowles says. 

From the start, the group’s productions 
have been aggressively non-commercial. 
“We could do some things,’’ says 
Knowles, ‘‘but we discuss the plays and 
everybody gets sick to their stomachs. 
There’s a lot of decadent stuff around 
that would fill the house. But that doesn’t 
seem to be the point.”’ 

Consequently the Rep, with its 
determination to remain artistically 
honest with itself and its apparent 
estrangement from the wealthy 
dilettantes who would provide large-scale 
support, found itself in the financial 
trouble that led to the suspension of 
production. Neither public donations nor 
grants from arts organizations were seen 
as sufficient to meet the company’s 
deficits. 

Before resuming production, the 
company is trying to develop a full-time 
business staff and to build a solid 
foundation of financial support within 
the community. “I haven't defined for 
myself yet what would make me give 
up,’ says Knowles. ‘There are certain 
compromises that we would have to 
make. Like, for example, if we could 
arrange for a board of trustees who 
wouldn’t try to cut our throat.” 

After Buffalo, the troupe followed up 
with an equally well-received production 
of Moliere’s School For Wives. 

“One thing that’s great about 
Worcester is that the audience is not 
prejudiced about the play you're doing,”’ 
he says. ‘‘There’s less of that mundane, 
academic view of things that you get in 
Boston. We can have Oedipus limp — like 
anyone would with a deformed foot — 
and the audience can decide for itself 
whether he’s heroic.” 

Bill McCann, an actor at the Rep, says 
that ‘‘because people here are not 
professional theatergoers, an actor can 


work a subtler and wider range of 
emotion.” In his portrayal of Donny. in 
Buffalo, McCann drew on his experience 
in working with retarded people and 
played the role with a slight speech 
impediment. It lessened the character’s 
machismo and created a great deal of 
sympathy for him. 

“Oh, you could.con them,” says 
Knowles. “You could probably get away 
with about anything here. When we did 
Happy Days by Beckett, a lot of people 
came in looking for the Fonz. But they 
stayed. And they enjoyed it. That’s what 
we want.” 

But the Rep’s problems go beyond 
Worcester. In a letter meant to explain the 
low amount of money given to the 
troupe, the Massachusetts Council on the 
Arts and Humanities told Knowles that 
his company was “‘self-indulgent, 
unrestrained” and that the director ‘‘had 
no distance from his work.”’ 

‘That's a pile of politically motivated 
crap,’ answers Knowles. ‘‘That’s no 
more an arts organization than the Syrian 
bakery at the top of the hill. In fact, I’d 
rather have my tax dollars go there, to 
preserve ethnic cooking.”’ 

With all his problems, Knowles and his 
company have a growing reputation for 
intelligent theater. American Buffalo was 
a small smash, and School For Wives was 
also well received. 

‘A lot of theaters think you have to 
wean people to the classics,”’ says 
Knowles. ‘So you do poisonous stuff 
until you think the audience is ‘ready.’ 
Then you do a bad King Lear. The 
weaning never happens. The audience 
gets bored. 

‘Worcester is great because it’s a 
microcosm. You've got the occasional 
dilettantes. You've got the audience-at- 
whatever-costs types. And then you've 
got us, the little monastic sect up on the 
hill that everyone gets pissed at because 
they won’t make a big blunder and go 
away.”

HIT 


I here is, to be sure, a great deal of 


responsibility. Happily, the pressure 
doesn’t bother Milton Okun a bit. ‘There 
was a great deal of criticism over the 
‘60s,’ he said. ‘‘But I stick to my first 
criterion: what can people play on the 
piano for the next 10 or 15 years without 
losing interest?” 

Okun has spent a large part of the last 
10 years assembling song books, two 
volumes of Great Songs of the ‘60s and 
now Great Songs of the ‘70s. Not just any 
great songs, mind you, but the official 
New York Times great songs. All the 
chords fit to strum, pluck or hum. 

A successful producer and arranger for 
20 years, Okun more or less stumbled 
into his role as historical arbiter for the 
world’s most famous newspaper. ‘A 
friend of mine was running the Times's 
book company and he asked me to try 
and put the project together,’’ Okun said. 
“At first it was a hornet’s nest of worry, 
obtaining rights from different 
publishers and so on, but once I got into 
doing it I enjoyed myself.” Evidently so, 
for Great Songs of the ‘60s has spawned 
many sequels, not all of which were by 
Okun. “The Times,” he confided, ‘has 
published some 20 other music books 
since my first, by people other than 
myself. Most of them were dreadful and 
unsuccessful. The most interesting was a 
collection of advertising jingles.”’ 

Okun’s roots are4in folk music: he was 
musical director for the Chad Mitchell 


Trio and Peter, Paul and Mary. Judging - 


from his song book and his comments, 
however, his true tastes are eclectic, 
perhaps somewhat traditional. Like any 
good arranger, he loves songwriters: 
‘Many times, if you strip a great record 
of instrumental tracks, it will emerge ~ 
naked. I ask if a song will work as a piece 
of music, if it will work on the piano. 
‘Dancing Queen’ (a selection for the ‘70s) 
is not a great record, but as a song it’s a 
winner.” 


Okun believes the songs he’s chosen 
‘do reflect their historical period very 
well. Look at Paul Simon. From the ‘60s | 
picked ‘Bridge Over Troubled Waters.’ 
For the ‘70s it’s ‘50 Ways to Leave Your 
Lover.’ 

More indicative of the change in 
decades, perhaps, is Okun’s assessment 
of the major talents of each era. ‘In the 
‘60s I feel there were four major 
composers: Lennon and McCartney, Bob 
Dylan, Paul Simon, and Bacharach and 
David. Each of them had four songs in 
my first songbook. In this.one,’’ Okun 
said, indicating the ‘70s anthology, “‘it’s 
the Bee Gees and John Denver, who have 
five songs each.” 

The cynical might question the Denver 
selections, since Okun has produced all 
of his records. Asked if he found this 
awkward when assessing Denver's songs 
for the book, Okun replied, ‘‘not in the 
slightest. When people look back on this 
time he will be looked at as a major 
American creator. I got a different 
perspective, seeing how Denver is 
listened to in London when I was there. 
He is the quintessential American 
performer, connectéd with the 
mountains; the people, the animals. If I 
couldn’t include his songs I couldn’t have 
done the book.”’ 

Despite the plethora of Bee Gees 
numbers, disco, the major innovation of 
this decade’s music, is comparatively 
under-represented. Asked about this, 
Okun again pleaded a songwriter’s 
defense: “I'd have to say your implied 
criticism of the lack of disco is valid, but 
sometimes my arrangements of songs just 
don’t work out. Like ‘Stayin’ Alive’ 
(conspicuous by its absence in Songs of 
the ‘70s). I just didn’t care for the 
arrangement. I’m thinking of the piano. 
It’s my hope that teachers will pick some 
of these out for thé kids to practice, so it’s 
not all_drill. That’s why sometimes I pick 
songs that aren't big hits — they're just 
great songs.” 

Okun feels so strongly about his 
selections that he doesn’t care if some 
pick hits of the ‘70s were written in the 
‘60s. ‘’ ‘Seasons in the Sun’ (copyright 
1961) I included because I feel Brel 
belongs to both the ‘60s and the '70s,”’ 
Okun said. ‘’] put it here because it was a 
hit in America in the ‘70s. Frankly, I 
don’t think Rod McKuen did as good a 
job with the lyrics as the original French 
version. That tears people apart. It’s a 
letter from a young Frenchman dying in 


Algeria, and it’s extraordinary.” 

Besides Denver’s work, Okun’s 
favorites in his new volume are 
“Vincent,” by Don McLean, and ‘‘Send 
in the Cléwns.” He loves all his 
selections, however, and one senses he’s 
looking forward to 1981, when, he 
predicts, ‘They'll come to me and say it’s 
time for Volume II.”’ 

Until then, Okun will pursue his great 
ambition. ‘I want to be the first producer

to have the number-one record on both 
the pop and classical charts,’’ he said. 
“Once I went to RCA and asked, as their 
most successful producer, to be allowed 
to produce a classical album. A few weeks 
later they called and asked if I would like 
to do Peter and the Wolf with the 
Philadelphia Orchestra and-John Denver. 
I said ‘of course,’ and as soon as we could 
arrange it I’d get John together with the 
orchestra. They told me, ‘Oh, you won't 
have to do that; we already have them in 
the can. All we need is John’s 
narration.” 

Finishing the story, Okun burst into | 
laughter and shook his head. How, after 
all, can executives be expected to 
understand the creative drive?

One 
often hears of the “denied-boarding 
compensation system’ for those pedple 
bumped off an airlines flight because of 
overbooking and the like. In fact, the 
Civil Aeronautics Board does allow air- 
lines to overbook but requires them to 
compensate those bumped passengers. 
This sounds wonderful, and the air 
traveler is apparently protected against 
airline greed, loss-prevention tactics, or 
whatever justification they use for sell- 
ing more seats than they have. However, 
this protection is not always available. 
Some airlines, e.g., Air Caribbean 
Airlines, are not governed by the CAB in 
this regard, even though they have US 
offices, are flying in US territories, are 
being paid by American airlines, and 
though the flight was booked by and 
arranged for by an American airline. 
From experience, I can only warn Carib- 
bean travelers: don’t expect to be 
protected by the CAB’s system in all 
cases, even though you thought you were 
flying an American airkge..

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The Senate chamber: a new beginning. 
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Atkins comes of age 


The Senate’s newest power has come a long way from a college arrest

I. 1967, as a 17-year-old student at 
progressive Antioch College, Chester G. 
Atkins managed to get himself arrested. 
A college friend who was ordered up for 
induction in the Army decided, Hell no, 
he wouldn't go. And a couple of dozen 
mates, including Atkins, staged a 
demonstration. They were;hauled away 
by,the police and spent two deliciously 
unpleasant nights in a Cincinnati jail — 
on principle. 

Five years later, as a freshman state 
representative from Concord, Atkins told 
the story to the Boston Globe and 
explained how the experience opened his 
eyes, how he became sensitized to the 
plight of prisoners, how he became a 
prison-reform activist. 

‘There were lice and bedbugs and the 
people were shouting about the rats,”’ he 
said. ‘‘There were alcoholics, clearly sick 
people who were on their 15th or 16th 
trips. 

‘The inmates are the consumers of the 
penal system,” he argued. ‘“They should 
be seriously listened to.” It was vintage 
Atkins. As the youngest (at the time) 
state legislator in Massachusetts history, 
the cherubic man-child had already 
created a reputation for bold positions on 
liberal issues. Besides prison reform, he 
associated himself with the 
environmental movement and consumer, 
privacy and social-reform matters. Active 
in the 1968 presidential campaign of 
Eugene McCarthy, Atkins was a most 
visible practitioner of the ‘‘New Politics” 
and became a darling of the media he 
courted. Their adoration he thoroughly 
enjoyed. 

“I drifted and flowed and tried to stay 
ahead of the latest liberal fad,” he said 
many years later of his early legislative 
career. “I came in as a wild guy, 
convinced I had the key to true 
understanding.” And he was anything 
but shy. In his first and only House term, 
Atkins joined a debate on the Vietnam 
War with a detailed, public recounting of 
his brief incarceration. 

Two weeks ago, at the ripe old age of 
30 (proverbial threshold of 
trustworthiness), the erstwhile peacenik 
and conscientious objector to the 
entrenched Beacon Hill political 
establishment became a boss of the self-

same world. In a move that surprised 
most observers; his close friend, Senate 
President William M. Bulger, picked 
Atkins to be chairman of the Senate 
Ways and Means Committee, and in so 
doing gave him power and influence over 
the government and its $5 billion-plus 
budget that is exceeded by fewer than 
half a dozen politicians in Massachusetts. 

Less surprising, and of less import, 
were Bulger’s choices for the other 
leadership posts. Daniel Foley of 
Worcester, a former insurance man who 
acted as an agent for the industry during 
his tenure as chairman 
of the Insurance Committee, was named 
majority leader; he is one of Bulger’s 
closest friends in the Senate. Mary 
Fonseca of Fall River was retained as 
assistant majority leader (or whip), and 
Walter Boverini of Lynn was added as a 
second assistant party leader. 

Taken together, this group represents 
ethnic, geographic and sex balance, but 
these appointees are little more than 
extensions of Bulger’s will. The Atkins 
appointment — to the Senate’s only true 
“‘skill’’ position — was something else 
altogether. 

Coming on the heels of his election in 
1977 as chairman of the Democratic State 
Committee, his Ways and Means 
Committee appointment establishes 
Atkins as a man to be reckoned with for 
years to come. But the calculating figure 
who now presides over Senate affairs 
with Bulger is hardly the free-spirited 
spirit of yesteryear. Sitting with Atkins in 
his State House office last Tuesday in an 
effort to explore his swift’ rise and 
transformation from Mr. Outside to Mr. 
Inside, all in the space of nine years, I 
asked him about his Cincinnati arrest. 
The question made Atkins 
uncomfortable. Measuring his words, he 
said, ‘I'd rather not talk about it. ‘I gave 
the Globe the interview when I was... 
perhaps .,. more candid.”

=. should come as no surprise, for 
rapid change often defines one’s third 
decade. And it was (as is difficult to keep 
in mind when thinking of one so

precocious) during his formative 20s, 
when adolescence gives way to maturity, 
that Atkins made his moves. 

Blessed with family wealth to go along 
with a burning political ambition, Atkins 
had the rare opportunity to throw himself 
into the wars with complete abandon. 
Free from the need to build a nest egg, he 
was able to commit himself full-time to 
the political arena, where his probing 
mind and deft instincts gave his career an 
acutely upward curve. 

Events conspired to his benefit. When 
Republican John A.S. McGlennon gave 
up the Concord seat in the state House of 
Representatives in 1970 to run for 
Congress, in stepped the youthful 
Antioch graduate to claim the prize, and 
for the first time ever, a Democrat was 
elected from the wealthy suburban 


district. Two years later, when long-time - 


incumbent Republican Senator James 
DeNormandie called it a career, there 
again stood Atkins. Running for the 
second time without an incumbent 
opponent, he spent his way into the 
Senate with a campaign that reportedly 
cost him between $70,000 and $100,000, 
more than double the norm. 

Much the budding political scientist 
and teacher (as well as politician), Atkins 
thereafter authored an insightful primer, 
Getting Elected, on how to conduct and 
organize a successful campaign (though 
he neglected to mention*that the ability to 
raise and spend shrewdly a lot of money 
may — as he demonstrated — be the most 
important requirement for a fledgling 
pol). 

Once out of the House, where the only 
alternative to control by the Speaker is 
chaos and where only the loudest voices 
are heard, Atkins found he needed 
different skills, and in the Senate he 
proved eminently adaptable. In his first 
term, while he continued to champion the 
issues he pushed in the House, he worked 
through the committee system, struck 
alliances and made powerful friends. One 
was President Kevin B. Harrington. 
Another was Bulger, then the majority 
whip, third on the totem pole. 

Nonetheless, in 1974, he was among 
the minority of senators who worked 
actively for Michael Dukakis in his 
primary tussle with the candidate of the 
Democratic regulars, Attorney General 
Robert H. Quinn. Atkins was also one of 
the first political leaders to break with 
Dukakis over social-service budget cuts 
that were made during the fiscal crisis of 
1975. 

His frustration and anger at Dukakis’s 
handling of the problem were made all 
the greater by his belief that the banking 
and financial community precipitated the 
crisis and then blackmailed Dukakis into 
accepting their terms for a bail-out. ‘‘It 
was,’ says a one-time liberal lobbyist and 
admirer of Atkins, ‘‘a first-rate radical- 
liberal analysis.”

In 1976 came the first hints of a 
cataclysm in the Senate leadership: the 
MBM scandal, and with it, other changes 
for Atkins. With the indictment in 
August of then-Senate Majority Leader 
Joseph DiCarlo of Revere and Assistant 
Minority Leader Ronald MacKenzie of 
Burlington, the possibility arose that 
Bulger would ascend to the presidency far 
sooner than expected. 

Atkins knew his star would ascend 
with that development, for by this time 
his relationship with Bulger had been 
secured. But events propelled Atkins into 
prominence faster than he could have 
anticipated. 

Not that he spent the time waiting for 
good things to happen. With the 
enthusiastic support of Democratic 
regulars — Harrington, Bulger and others 
— Atkins won easy election to head the 
Democratic State Committee. He also let 
it be known that he was planning to run

for state treasurer against every regular’s 
friend, long-time incumbent Robert Q. 
Crane. He dropped these plans, though, 
and worked hard to persuade challenger 
Lawrence DiCara (of the Boston City 
Council) to leave the field — a move that 
further ingratiated Atkins with the 
Democratic establishment.

I. February of 1977, a federal jury 
convicted DiCarlo and MacKenzie of 
extortion. MacKenzie resigned from the 
Senate, yet DiCarlo hung on, paralyzing 
the body. Harrington moved to create an 
Ethics Committee to cope with the 
problem and}with the reputation of the 
upper chamber at a new low ebb, selected 
Atkins — who had impeccable liberal and 
good-government credentials — to head 
the panel. Atkins led the successful floor

fight to oust DiCarlo. And in January of 
1978, he led an investigation into charges 
by the Boston Globe that two Senate 
employees — former Senator Robert 
Cawley and Saul “Bucky” Walter — were 
operating a private-security-guard 
business on government time from 
government offices. The probe 
corroborated the charges and Atkins’s 
committee forced suspensions and fines 
on the culprits. 


Atkins was emerging as the conscience 
of the Senate. But hard on the heels of 
these events came a new and even more 
difficult matter for Atkins. In seeking a 
new trial, DiCarlo and MacKenzie forced 
the federal court to reveal information (in 
previously suppressed FBI reports) that 
Senate Ways and Means Committee 
Chairman James A. Kelly and Harrington 
also had allegedly received illegal cash 
from MBM -(the New York consulting 
firm of McKee, Berger, Mansueto Inc.). 


What should the Ethics Committee do 
about this? Over the objections of the 
staff, some committee members and non- 
members, Atkins successfully argued that 
since no charges were brought against 
them and since the alleged payments were 
made before the Ethics Committee was 
created, the panel had no standing to act. 


The refusal of the Senate Ethics 
Committee to come to grips with the 
problem caused two House members to 
file a bill creating a special Blue Ribbon 
Commission to conduct a comprehensive 
probe. Only after much public pressure 
did it clear the House. Its arrival in the 
Senate brought that body to near-total 
paralysis. Harrington halted normal 
business. A stalemate ensued for more 
than a week. 

During this period, while Atkins, as 
Ethics Committee chairman, was under 
intense pressure to act, I asked him why 
he hadn’t convened his panel to consider 
the problem. He said he thought the Blue 
Ribbon Commission was the appropriate 
vehicle. Why then didn’t he move to 
bring the Blue Ribbon bill to a vote? He 
said he preferred to work behind the 
scenes instead of from the floor. From the 
one-time maverick who took pleasure in 
chiding the system to action, the answer 
was telling: the last vestiges of the vocal 
protester of injustice and hypocrisy were 
gone. Henceforth, Atkins would make his 
mark from the inside. 

The decision preserved for Atkins the 
opportunity to rise higher in the Senate 
hierarchy, for though he had taken on 
DiCarlo, Cawley and Walter in moves 
that were all but unavoidable, he had 
shrunk from challenging the Senate - 
leadership itself. In so doing, he 
deomonstrated’a willingness to take the 


heat for the system. It was a les¥on‘fot °

Guptill’s complaint 


The former secretary of elder affairs tells his side

A. Steve Guptill tells it, he got a 


phone call last Monday from Fred Cusick 
Jr., a reporter at the Daily Hampshire 
Gazette in Northampton, who began 
asking him pointed and impertinent 
questions about his background. “‘I 
stalled him,’’ admitted Guptill, who — 
despite such stalling — was to last for less 
than two weeks as Gov. Ed King’s 
secretary of elder affairs. The next day, 
Guptill arrived at the Gazette newsroom 
accompanied by Dr. Richard LeBlanc, a 
psychologist in the field of aging. They 
were not there to deny Cusick’s 
embarrassing discovery that Guptill, a 
one-time Channel 7 elder affairs reporter, 
had falsified his resume by boasting 
nonexistent degrees from the University 
of Heidelberg (in Germany) and 
Cambridge University (in England).. 
Rather, they hoped to persuade him not 
to use the story by arguing that, despite 
Guptill’s little white lies (which he fully 
admitted), the greater good was to be 
servedeby killing the story. "Targued that 
if you run with the story, who does it 
serve?” Guptill later told the Phoenix, “It 
destroys me. It destroys my family, 
endangers my wife’s health (Guptill’s 
wife suffers from a nervous disorder), 
and what does it do to the elderly? It 
doesn’t help them. I asked him to 
consider my constituency.” 

Cusick then asked Guptill — who 
himself had, after all, been a member in 
good standing of the feared and loathed 
Fourth Estate until. very recently — what 
he would have done. “I told him that 
every reporter has run across a story like 
this at some time or another. I have. And 
I would try to take a broader look at the 
community situation. Does it affect the 
man’s performance in the job? Is he 
qualified for the job? What would 
happen if I wrote the story, and what- 
would happen if I didn’t write the story?”’ 
Cusick told Guptill he would mull it over, 
discuss it with his editor, ang give him a 
decision the next day. 

The next day, as Guptill tells it, Cusick 


called him and said his paper was going to — 


run the story. ‘‘Could you tell me why?” 
Guptill asked. 

“It'll look good on my resume,” Cusick 
is said to have responded. 

If Guptill’s account of these 
happenings is accurate (has he ever lied 
to us before?), this last caustic comment 
by Cusick — who is, by the way, now off 
to fame and fortune at the Philadelphia 
Inquirer — can best-be termed a cheap 
shot. Still, the matter does raise 
interesting, and perhaps disturbing, 
questions about the proper role and 
conduct of the press. _ 


B ased on his energetic, crusading, and 
imaginative work on behalf of the elderly 
(one of our society’s most neglected 

minority groups, it can be argued), both 
at Channel 7 and previously as publisher, 


managing editor, distributor and sole 
guiding force behind the Older American, 
a monthly, Springfield-based 
publication, Guptill most certainly was 
qualified for the job in the King cabinet 
he filled so briefly. And yes, it might have 
been nice if the media outlets covering the 
Guptill disaster (like, for example, 
Channel 7, where his work was best- 
known, and to which he brought 
considerable honor in the form of a New 
England Emmy award last year) had 
included in the reports of Guptill’s 
downfall a word or two of praise for his 
past performance. t 

And of course, it might also have been 


‘nice, as they say, if that pack of press 


vultures (to quote the Phoenix’s own 
Richard Gaines; see the accompanying 
story) that gathered to gloat over 
Guptill’s troubles last Wednesday had 
taken a few lessons in humane conduct 
from the likes of, say, Steve Guptill. “I 
went out to face that crowd and I simply 
didn’t expect what I got hit with,” he said 
of his first frightening experience as the 
object of media wrath. ‘I looked into a 
few hundred faces that I had long 
counted as friends. I saw faces that I had 
worked side-by-side with, guys that I had 
drank with and kidded with, ate with 
and, during the blizzard, slept with. And 
I was hit with the most vicious attack I’ve 
ever seen in my life. They just went 
straight for my throat, and they ripped 
me to pieces.” 

Indeed, when I spoke with Guptill 
Thursday night, he seemed still to be in‘a 
state of shock. ‘’I guess I had expected 
somebody to say something like ‘What 
does this do to your career?’ or ‘How do 
you feel?’ or ‘What about your family?’ 
or ‘What do you think the elderly will 
think?’ Nobody asked a fucking question 
about the elderly. It was murder. What 
kept crossing my mind was that this just 
isn’t worth it. The price is too great. 
Nothing is worth this.’’ The unsettling 
experience, then (combined, perhaps, 
with a wee bit of pressure from King 
administration honchos, pressure 
resulting from Guptill’s continued lack of 
total candor at that very press 
conference), led Guptill to abandon his 
initial resolve to stay. He headed into the 
governor's office and wrote out a letter of 
resignation. 

“It’s as if my nine years in elder affairs 
was nothing,”’ Guptill said, “as if it 
disappeared. The people I got into 
housing, the people I got into home-care 
programs, the people I served. All those 
phone calls, all those letters. It’s all been 
for nothing. It sounds maudlin. It sounds 
very dramatic. But this is a very dramatic 
moment in my life. My life is being 
destroyed; it has been destroyed. I’m 
totally wiped out.’’ He's also about as 
bitter a fellow right now as I’ve ever 


encountered, even if understandably so, . 


and is perhaps feeling overly sorry for 
himself. 


His efforts for the elderly, after all, 
were hardly for nothing. They just might 
have done a wee bit of good for those 
people he got into home-care programs 
and housing. And no one can say for 
certain how many aging Bostonians are 
alive today as the result of the constant 
advice and information tirelessly 
broadcast over Channel 7 by Guptill 
during last February’s blizzard, after he 
had walked in from his Framingham 
home to the station’s downtown Boston 
studios. If much of the fickle media had 
forgotten all that in the wake of the news 
of Guptill’s falsified resume, the so-called 
constituents of this 34-year-old zealot, 
Boston’s youngest old person, most 
certainly hadn't. 


Robin Reibel, spokeswoman for 
Channel 7, reported on Thursday that the 
station had been absolutely besieged with 
phone calls from viewers, mostly elderly, 
and that the comments were running 
better than two-to-one in Guptill’s favor. 
Typical of the remarks, she said, was, ‘‘It 
doesn’t matter what he did 14 years ago’”’; 
those who thought Guptill had indeed 
erred grievously offered opinions such as, 
‘‘Why should someone who lied be given 
a job when there are so many honest 
people?” 

“Well, if he thinks he has a degree 
from Heidelberg, then he has one, as far 
as I’m concerned,” offered one of 
Guptill’s staunchest supporters among 
the elderly. - 

By the way, the fellow is not entirely 
unemployed these days. In fact, he never 
actually left the Channel 7 payroll:. his 
Sunday morning elderly-affairs program, 
segments of which he had taped over a 
month in advance, is still being aired. 
And in the midst of his crisis last week, 
the New York headquarters of RKO 
General — Channel 7’s lame-duck owner 
— was quick to assure Guptill that 
employment there is still his if he wants 
it, though not as a reporter. Up in the air 
for the moment, however, is the 
syndicated show on national elderly 
affairs that RKO was planning to air soon 
on all its sister stations with Guptill as 
producer/host. This program was 
planned even as it was assumed that 
Guptill would be a public employee for 
the next four years, which, I suppose, 
would have meant that the same 
Washington bureaucrats that Secretary of 
Elder Affairs Guptill would -have been 
pestering for federal funds might have 
been feeling pressure for not providing 
such funds from TV star Guptill. I might, 
at some point, have been raising 
questions in this column about the 
propriety of such. a dual role; for now, 
I’m more than willing to overlook it. The 
guy’s got troubles enough. 

The saddest thing, really, is that at the 
moment Guptill feels most alienated from 
the communications business he once 
loved, to the point of telling interviewers 


that he was “the luckiest man in the 
world’ because he was having fun 
working in an exciting medium, helping 
people every day of his life. 

‘I’m being judged,” he continued to 
complain, ‘‘by media that ignore a whole 
segment of our society. Unless you're 
between 18 and 49, forget it. If you're 
over 49 you don’t exist. That’s why I got 
hostile at the press conference. It 
bothered me that I had to answer all those 
questions from people who have ignored 
my constituency.”

W.... Reminds Me: the most 


obnoxious, but unfortunately 
unavoidable, news is that WBOS-FM, a 
once obscure radio outlet, has jumped 
from nowhere to a tie for 10th in Boston 
listeners with WITS (the station on which 
we used to tune in Red Sox games, before 


. its new owners stupidly fired Ned Martin 


and Jim Woods), solely on the Basis of 
WBOS’s decision to leap unashamedly 
aboard the disco bandwagon. The big 
news out of the recently released fall 
Arbitron radio listenership figures, 
however, is that the four stations which 
have, in their own ways, been going after 
that notorious young and affluent 
“target’’ audience suddenly find 
themselves within striking distance of 
one another. 

That is, WRKO and WVBF, thought to 
be masters of what we used to call the 
teeny-bopper set, find themselves rated 
fifth and sixth in Boston’s top 10, while 
WCOZ and WBCN, thought to be the 
stations with which we aging flower 
children find ourselves most comfortable, 
ended up right behind them, in seventh 
and eighth place respectively. This 
intriguing lineup comes about as a result 
of WRKO’s having suffered a sudden 
drop in listenership, from eight points in 
the spring rating book to 6.8 points in the 
fall, leaving that AM rocker less than a 
full point ahead of WVBF (where, of 
course, daffy Dale Dorman, who had’ 
been unceremoniously dumped by ‘RKO, 
is now happily ensconced in the FM 
band). At the same time, WCOZ was 
suffering a slight dip in its- audience 
(settling in at 4.8 points, down from 5.5) 
even as WBCN’s ratings experienced a 
sharp rise to an overall 4.1 points, up 
from that ‘60s survivor’s humiliating 2.2 
low point last spring.

showing in the spring); and WBZ, where

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Press corpse: The 
media’s killer instinct

‘Be press must report the successes and failures of our Santis figures. It must 
investigate hints of impropriety, corruption and deception. It must analyze-and 
inform. But to glory in the humiliation of a human being, to to take pleasure i in 
personal, embarrassment, is pathetic. 

~ That is what occurred last Wednesday, when Stephen Guptill, elder sdtnics. 
secretary to Gov. Edward J. King, was undone. And I do not mean to exempt myself 
from this indictment;-I was part of the pack. 

Tt is no secret that most of us reporters opposed King in last year’s election. We 
Sieaiteta with his program and opposed his prescription for what ails the state. The 
public disagreed with us, and we were stuck with him. 

Then the Daily Hampshire Gazette of Northampton broke the story that Guptill 
had falsified his academic credentials by claiming to have bachelor’s and master’s 
degrees from prominent European universities; in fact, he had left high school 
before graduation to join the service. When that story reached King Wednesday 
afternoon we swooped into his office like a pack of ravenous vultures. - 

The story obviously was of major importance. What would King do? Fire 
Guptill? Keep him on? How was Guptill, a television-news advocate for the elderly 
before his cabinet appointment, able to deceive King’s security checkers? Why did 
he do it? There were plenty of reasonable questions to be answered. 

But not all the members of the State House press corps were there to write the 
story, or even to observe for future reference how the new governor handled his 
first crisis. Hell, the entire Globe bureau ‘was-present. 


No, we — at least many of us — were there for the sheer pleasure of watching our © 


new adversary, the man we thought shouldn't be governor, grapple with his first 
dilemma. We were there for a humbling. 

And we enjoyed it — for a while: 

When Ron Brinn, King’s press secretary, issued the first formal statement on she 
matter at about 2:15 p.m., someone asked if Guptill would be available for 
interrogation. Brinn said, “Later. He's tied up in the cabinet meeting now.” 

“Literally or figuratively?’’ I wisecracked. Everyone laughed. It was, in fact, 
difficult to suppress the pleasure in the real-life drama that was unfolding, 

Here was the superman-governor getting his first comeuppance — and only a 
week into his term. The glee was not limited to the press; there were smirks and 
smiles all around. Some King functionaries, including one prominent member of 
the administration, laughed uncontrollably. 


g ee initial resolution of the matter couldn't have been better. Guptill, combative 
and defensive, would stay on. “My confidence in him is based on his past 
performance” and not on his education, Kirig said in a statement Brinn read to the 
press. “Nothing in this matter alters my confidence in his talent and energies and 
capacity to do‘his job.” 

















This decision, which altered nothing, would allow the press to stay after King, to 
remind him of his claims to have assembled the ‘greatest cabinet in Massachusetts 


history.” Guptill was a stationary target and would, as an extension of the governor 


the press didn’t like, be made-to pay the price for his arrogance and duplicity. It was 
a fair exchange: King keeps Guptill, the press keeps hammering at King in the 
person of Guptill. 

- Only didn’ t work out that way. For in his news conference, Guptill lied 
again, Asked to explain how the false information got to King and into the 
Magni: that was distributed on the occasion of his appointment, Guptill made 
up a cock-and-bull story. He said a 14-year-old resume he had falsified had been 
used by a secretary to-produce a new biography which, without his knowledge had 
been sent off to King. - 

Members of King’s staff knew this to be untrue. They also must have known” 
that the press soon would discover the attempt at covering up. 

Later in the afternoon, Guptill (this time with his wife) returned to the State 
House, conferred with King, and was gone. Resigned. In disgrace. In tears. After a 
week, his career was over. Ruined. 


It is disarming to see a grown man cry, to see him cry before a band of reporters. 


As Guptill cried, I was ashamed at the pleasure I had taken in the embarrassment he 
had caused King. 

I donot excuse or even minimize Guptill’s ‘irc to public integrity. What he 
had done initially (not to mention his effort to deceive us-further) is grounds for 
dismissal from any professional organization, public or private. 

But whatever he had done, he was — at least to his elderly constituents — an 
effective advocate for their cause. -do not know Stephen Guptill. Intense 
investigation might reveal him to be inept as well as untruthful.-All we know now's 
that he is not ruined because he is inept. He is ruined because he lied, and lied again. 
That by itself does*not negate his apparent dedication to the elderly. People who 
have contributed far less and done far worse have suffered better fates, 

But he got caught, and caught again. 

If he had lied but once, he'd have survived and the press could have enjoyed 
taking its pound of flesh. And we-all would have. pemaenbeered, vi with perverse 
Peet he s first big blunder.

I he ad in Juris Doctor, a respected 


journal for young lawyers, could have 
been placed by any government agency. 
It sought ‘‘people-oriented individuals 
with drive, enthusiasm and motivation 
for public service.’ The employer put a 
premium on foreign-language training 
and an understanding of international 
affairs. 

There was one caveat. Potential 
applicants were advised, ‘‘Duties require 
living abroad and working in a foreign 
environment, at times under hardship 
conditions.”” And it was clear that more 
than amoebic dysentery was at stake. The 
advertiser was the Central Intelligence 
Agency. 

The public search for new officers 
represents a significant departure for an 
agency that has traditionally done its 
recruiting with considerably more 
discretion. But the ad does not indicate 
that the CIA is at a loss for good 
applicants: indeed, in the economic hard 
times of late, the agency has been able to 
pick and choose from among highly 
qualified and committed prospective 
employees, a spokesman told the 
Phoenix. And CIA press chief Herbert 
Hetu said at a recent luncheon in Boston, 
“In the last year we had 30,000 serious 
applications for 11,000 jobs.” 

No, the understated ad was simply an 
example of the new way of doing 
business at the ‘‘born-again’’ Central 
Intelligence Agency. Its new director, 
Admiral Stansfield Turner, has been in 
power for 20 months, and the changes he 
has wrought have been both dramatic and 
intensely controversial within the 
“intelligence community.”’ If only the 
outlines of those changes are clearly 
visible to the public, it is nonetheless 
obvious that the CIA under Turner’s 
direction is a very different agency from 
the one previous spymasters ran. 

One such change was implicit before 
Turner’s name was painted on the office 


door. The new director was hired with a 
new title — not merely Director of the 
Central Intelligence Agency but Director 
of Central Intelligence, honcho of all of 
the spy agencies, including the FBI, the 
National Security Agency, the individual 
military services’ intelligence outfits and 
the State Department's Bureau of 
Intelligence and Research. For the first 
time in a generation, the US has a 
spymaster in the true sense of the term. 
Below the president, where intelligence 
matters are concerned, the buck stops at 
Stansfield Turner's desk. 


I he last individual to hold an 


analogous position was also the first to do 
so, Allen Dulles. In the period 
immediately after the passage by 
Congress of an “Intelligence Charter” in 
the early ‘50s, Dulles coordinated the 
work of all existing intelligence-gathering 
agencies, then separate groups. Indeed, 
between the Dulles brothers — Allen and 
Secretary of State John Foster — the 
entire conduct of American foreign 
policy, open and covert, was the province 
of one family in the post-war years. 

That control, and the tight ship run by 
Allen Dulles, so infuriated the chiefs of 
the other intelligence units that Dulles’s 
successor, General Walter Bedell Smith, 
was chosen from among the dissaffected; 
at the same time, his position was 
redefined to take control over other 
agencies from him and his successors. 
Until now. 

In a recent Phoenix interview, Turner 
diplomatically played down the idea that 
he controls other agency chiefs. ‘I’m 
really just the first among equals,” he 
said, using the words he has repeated in 
virtually every interview over, the 
previous 20 months. It’s one of the 
admiral’s favorite stock phrases; another 
is his description of the new, streamlined 
covert-operations division as “an

essential arrow in our quiver.” 

But there are only a handful of canned 
phrases in statements by this refreshingly 
candid public speaker. His volubility — 
indeed, his very presence on the lecture 
circuit — is an astonishing change. 
Richard Helms and William Colby, his 
predecessors, were given to public 
statements that were clipped, oblique and 
few: mostly, one imagines them in 
conspiratorial gatherings of four or five 
insiders. Turner is out there taking the 
shots as they come, from audiences fair 
and foul (by his lights). And while he 
may be only the first among equals, he is 
definitely the only one of the equals who 
has taken to the public podium. He is, in 
effect, the government's “point man“ on 
all intelligence matters. 

While he was in Boston, he taped a 
Good Day! show, held private meetings 
with the editorial boards at the Globe and 
Monitor, spoke before a World Affairs 
Council luncheon (read fair), addressed a 
forum at Harvard’s Kennedy School 


“(read potentially foul), met privately with 


graduate students at the JFK School and 
ate dinner with their dean, Graham 
Allison — and started early enough the 
next morning to have breakfast with 
Harvard President Derek Bok before 


returning to Washington. Moreover, 
Turner made room for additional 
discussion with other journalists, 
including this reporter. 

Although Turner extemporized at each 
public gathering and fielded a wide range 
of questions, there was a single theme 
that ran through all of his public 
utterances in Boston. There has been ‘too 
much secrecy in the past’; on the other 
hand, there is an irreducible quotient of 
“security” that the agency (and 
government in general) must maintain in 
order to work effectively. His most novel 
argument draws an analogy between the 
CIA’s role in the government's ITT 
bribery-and-perjury case and that of New 
York Times reporter Myron Farber in the 
recently concluded New Jersey murder 
trial of ‘Doctor X.’’ It is an interesting 
and provocative analogy, logical and 
tightly reasoned. If you agree with the 
premises, the argument is irrefutable; . if 
you disagree, it falls flat. 


Public appearances aside, what is the 
shape of Turner’s born-again CIA? 

To begin with, it’s a lot leaner. 
Turner’s major activity has been 
described officially as ‘necessary 
personnel readjustments.’’ To those 
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readjusted, the process amounted to a 
purge, one which was particularly 
effective at rooting out the old boy’s 
network in covert operations that had 
dominated the dark side of the agency for 
the last 25 years. Judging from the names 
of those officers forced into retirement 
when Turner started making the cuts, 
covert operations was the preserve of 
those whose careers stretched back to the 
wartime Office of Strategic Services (the 
“honorable men” of William Colby’s 
recent best-seller). What's more, Turner 
is correct in his contention that these 
men’s dominance of covert operations 
created a unit mentality, encouraging 
undercover operations even when they 
were unnecessary. (This is also the 
outline of his argument against taking 
covert operations away from the CIA and 
vesting, that responsibility in another 
agency — that doing so would create in 
the new unit a predisposition toward 
secret operations to safeguard the 
agency's appropriations and raison 
d‘étre.) 

At the same time, Turner very clearly 
states in public that covert operations are 
not part-of the CIA’s intelligence- 
gathering function: “It is an attempt to 
influence the political climate in another 
country, without the source of that 
influence becoming known.”’ That we 
have a right (indeed, a duty) to do so at 
times is one of those first premises the 
admiral relies upon when building his. 
case. 

It is not known exactly how many 


former spooks were given their walking 
papers upon Turner's accession, but the 
number is conservatively estimated tobe 
in the range of 300 to 500, many of them 
on the covert side. Significant 
‘‘adjustments’’ were also made in the 
counterintelligence branch, the unit that 
spies on spies. Cuts and personnel shifts 
in counterintelligence are regarded as 
particularly important because of the 
controversy that has grown up in the last 
few years around the branch’s long-time 
head, James Angleton, who was fired by 
Turner's predecessor, William Colby. 
Angleton contended (openly and through 
a myriad of leaks to the press) that the US 
government had been penetrated by the 
Soviets at-a very high level. He also said 
that the identity of the KGB ‘‘mole’”’ 
would have been discovered if he had not 
been fired. According to recent reports, 
Colby himself has taken to saying, with 
no intent to be funny, ‘’] am not a mole.”’ 

Turner decided not to rehire Angleton, 
who had been compromised by the public 
debate. But the new director did move a 
man he calls ‘‘one of my oldest and most 
trusted aides,” Tom Williams, into the 
counterintelligence slot. Do the reports of 
a mole give him pause? Turner said he’s 
“convinced” the stories are false, but 
feels that the public debate they've 
caused justifies an increasingly important 
and visible role for-counterintelligence. 
There will be, he made clear, no let-up in 
spying on the spies.

Turner must have known he would be 


facing a decidedly mixed reception at the 
Kennedy School. His open feud with 
Harvard President Bok over the 
university's guidelines for faculty 
contracts with the CIA virtually 
guaranteed him some hostile questions. 
(In the event, several observers noted, 
there were fewer than expected.) 

The argument between Turner and 
Harvard is simple. The university 
requires that any faculty member who 
engages to do work for the agency report 
this fact to the dean of his or her faculty 
(public disclosure is not an issue, only 
notification with the Harvard 
community). Turner contends that this 
rule is clearly discriminatory, since. it 
applies to no other agency, and refuses 
either to ratify the guideline or to enforce 
it from his end. “If a Harvard professor 
chooses to keep his CIA contract secret 
fromthe university, we will not require 
him or her to abide by the guideline as a 
prerequisite for doing the job contracted 
for,’ he told the Kennedy School 
audience. In answer to a related question, 
he replied testily, ‘‘We have our rules and 
you have yours; you wouldn’t want — 


believe me — to be bound by ours, and we - 


refuse similarly to be bound by yours.” 
Although this was evidently the matter 
under discussion at the Bok-Turner 
breakfast, neither side was issuing any 
communiques, and it is reasonable to 
assume that no agreement was reached. It 
is clear, however, that Turner's real 
objection is not to the guidelines as they 
stand but to possible later versions that 


would force the university to publicize 
the faculty-CIA work. 

This sort of trouble with one academic 
community is, of course, not to be 
compared with the storm of criticism 
faced by Turner's predecessors. That's 
what being born again is all about. In the 
time since Turner was chosen to head the 
CIA, we can point to no new scandal, no 
new abuse of power like the ones revealed 
by Sen. Frank Church's Select Committee 
on Intelligence. Which does not mean 
that none has occurred, just that none has 
come to light. 


I urner, for one, refuses to state 


categorically that no covert operations 
have been conducted recently. He would 
say that the relevant committees of 
Congress would have been notified, in 
accordance with the proposed (but not 
yet passed) legislative charters for 
intelligence agencies, if any had been 
undertaken. 

Turner may be the most open and 
“‘accessible’’ Director of Central 
Intelligence in more than a generation, 
but openness is not enough to prove that 
the bad old days are gone. This is the 
fundamental question that comes out of 
any assessment of Stansfield Turner's 
first 20 months: given the CIA’s history, 
why should we believe what we are being 
told, no matter how candid it seems? It 
will take more than good faith and public 
lectures to persuade America that the CIA 
has truly been born again. ©

Changing spots: Of dominoes and 


simple views of a complex world

Be dominoes are falling in Southeast 
Asia — snap, snap, snap — bringing 
echoes of the ‘60s. Who doesn’t 
remember the bad old days of the domino 
theory? A hawkish newsman once said to 
me, with religious fervor, “Vietnam is our 
perimeter.’’ First it would be Vietnam, 
next Cambodia, and then it was just one 
long slide — snap-snap-snap-snap-snap- 
snap — to the collectivization 

of San Diego. 


Headlines out of Cambodia seem to 
indicate that the dominoes are indeed 
dropping, but there is a good bit of 
confusion about their direction; 
dominoes are supposed to line up neatly, 
no ambiguity involved. The good guys 
and the bad guys supposedly stand out in 
relief. Yet here we are, defending our old 
buddy Red China, standing by the nice 
fellas in Cambodia who marched 
everybody out into the countryside to 
pick rice. 

These are the same guys we were 
bombing a few years back, but what the 
hell, that’s just water over the dam, or 
napalm out the bomb bay, or something 
like that. The dominoes may be falling, 
but which way? And whose are they? 
Norodom Sihanouk, the former 
Cambodian ruler, came up with his own 
domino theory in Peking the other day. 
Keep an eye on the Vietnamese, he said, 
because they are hungry. First it would be 
Cambodia, then Thailand, then Malaysia 
and Singapore. He sounded just like one 
of those Pentagon generals with the 
scrambled eggs all over his hat. Whose 
dominoes? 

One thing does seem clear in all this. 
San Diego is in as much peril from falling 
dominoes as it is from Lex Luthor’s 
scheme to nuke the San Andreas fault 


and let the West Coast slip into the sea (as 
in Superman, the movie). This is a shame, 
really. A forced march into the 
countryside might be the saving of 
California. Boot the movie moguls out of 
Laurel Canyon, gather the zonked-out 
kids from the Strip, herd them into trucks 
with Reaganites, Howard Jarvis and some 
grape pickers, and double-time them off 
to grow rice in the San Fernando valley. 
You might come up with the Great 
Society. 

Fantasies aside, however, the events in 
Southeast Asia underscore the realization 
that our tidy little theories about the 
world and the way it works are going to 
have to be reconsttucted. We need some 
kind of theoretical framework to look at 
geopolitical reality, but every time we 
build one, history knocks it into a cocked 
hat. Things keep changing: enemies 
become friends and vice versa. Tom 
Lehrer made an ironic reference to ‘this in 
a song he wrote in the ‘60s/about the 
Multilateral Nuclear Force. John 
Kennedy was trying to get the European 
allies together on a common nuclear 
deterrent, while Charles de Gaulle wanted 
his bombs stamped with the Cross of 
Lorraine. 

‘The good guys are getting together,”’ 
Lehrer observed, “including our current 
friends, like France, and our traditional 
friends, like Germany: 

Once all the Germans were rotten and 

mean 

But that couldn't happen again 

We taught them a lesson in 1918 

And they've hardly bothered us since 

then.” 

What we really want is a scorecard, 
to help us look at the world, something 
easy and clear; the bad guys in pinstripes 


and the good guys in red sox. Many of us 
grew up with those neat little images 
pinned firmly inside-our heads. I said so 
many prayers for the conversion of 
Russia — along with millions of other 
little Catholic schoolchildren — that I’m 
surprised the Almighty didn’t plunk Joe 
Stalin down in the middle of Kansas, 
simply out of pique at the din we raised. 
The ‘‘Us and Them” theme has been a 
consistent thread running through our 
view of the world — whether we're on the 
right or the left. In the late 60s I was at a 
New Left gathering where the talk 
revolved around the ultimate triumph of 
worldwide socialism. When I ventured to 
suggest, sotto voce, that there might not 
be a triumph of worldwide anything, that 
we might have to live with a hodgepodge 
of systems and philosophies, I was 
treated to the sort of hostile glances that 
would have come my way if I'd just 
announced to the College of Cardinals 
that God was dead. 


;* problem today, of course, is who is 
Us and who is Them? What does one 
make of a world where Chinese 
bureaucrats in Mao jackets do the Hustle 
in honor of their American friends? Is 


Begin the good guy, or is it Anwar Sadat? . 


Will the real Rhodesian patriots please 
stand up? How long will it be before we 
recognize Cuba, thus getting Cuban 
cigars, outfielders and Fidel waltzing in 
the East room in his fatigues? John Foster 
Dulles, you saw everything so clearly. 
Where are you now that we need you? 

How do we even begin sorting out 
Goodies and Baddies? Political 
philosophy used to be thg criterion. If 
you ‘were a Capitalist, and thus a member 
of the Free World, you were okay. But 
that made South Africa a good guy. We 
have progressed from the idea that Red Is 
Bad to the notion that only somé red is 
bad while some other red is okay. How 
does one tell the difference? 

The old simple-minded standards for 
friends and enemies obviously don’t 
wash anymore.-Once we thought we 
could export democracy and capitalism 
like Coca-Cola and Technicolor movies; 
we thought that the battle was for the 


hearts and minds of men.’” We found 
ourselves floundering in alien cultures, 
misunderstanding local history, mores 
and loyalties. The Pax Americana 
crumbled in a few short years, a victim of 
the rising tide of national ambitions. The 
Vietnam nightmare was born partly of 
good intentions; missionary zeal 
combined with Cold War paranoia. It led 
to such absurdities as that classic 
utterance of an American officer about 
destroying the village in order to save it. 

But while we have learned that the 
export of America as a way of life doesn’t 
work, does this mean we should abandon 
all philosophical considerations when 
sorting out allies? Is realpolitik the only 
answer, a cold-eyed look at our own self- 
interest, which leads us to embrace 
dictator and democrat alike? The shah is 
our man in Iran, the oil spigot we sorely 
need. 

Does it matter that freedom of the 
press is a memory, dissent a forbidden 
luxury, torture an integral part of the 
system? How do we reconcile the noble 
words carved on our public buildings 
about freedom and dignity with the need 
to survive — and to find sources of energy 
— in a very divided world? 

These are very tough questions, and 


“I’m notsure who has the answers. Maybe 


we have to find an answer to each 
question, each issue that touches our 
national interest, carefully balancing 
economics and philosophy, human rights 
and military 4dvantage, energy and 
morality. Our neat theories, our 
intellectual shorthand, will be gone. But 
perhaps they were more of a strait 
jacket than a beacon. The sound of falling 
dominoes will no longer show us the way. 
Not that the dominoes won't be falling — 
and lining up and falling again — but God 
only knows where. Finding new solutions 
will be slow, agonizing, painful — and I 
wonder if we have the patience for it. We 
like something quicker and jazzier, like 
Camp David — summitry, klieg lights 
and hugs all around. Hallelujah, Jimmy, 
that one’s solved. 

Not quite. One day, perhaps, though 
not yet, not now. The world, John 
Kennedy once said, is a difficult and 
dangerous place. The sentiment was 
never truer than it is today. «

RELUCTANT 
SPEECHWRITER 


a Goodwin, confidant of presidents, political theorist, 
professor and author, is probably best known as a speechwriter. It is a 
role he does not enjoy and has filled only three times in the past 10 
years. 

Why then would Goodwin help pen an inaugural address for 
Edward J. King, a man he had never met and did not support? 

‘A speech is not a literary composition; it’s an event,’’ says 
Goodwin. ‘‘It’s an act of government, an instrument designed to move 
certain policies forward. I’m interested in public policy. I’m involved in 
it and this is one way I can contribute to government.” 

Goodwin, who lives in Concord with his wife, author Doris Kearns, 

said King asked him to contribute “ideas and comments” for the 
inaugural speech but would not reveal what portions of the address 
were his. He said he has not seen King since the governor took office 
and does not expect to do anything further for the administration. 
. “I don’t like to write for other people,” said Goodwin, who is at 
work on a novel, his first foray into fiction. ‘I had never written a 
speech before I worked for President Kennedy, and it turned out I was 
fairly good at it. | wrote major speeches for President Johnson, but 60 
to 70 percent of my duties were on substantive policy matters.”’ 

Yet, Goodwin recalls with pride, his ‘‘We Shall Overcome” speech 
for Johnson lent impetus to the passage of the Voting Rights Act, and 
his ghosted words for LBJ’s ‘Alliance for Progress’’ speech “‘led to 
more enlightened attitudes toward Latin America.” 

Since working on Robert F. Kennedy's presidential campaign, 
Goodwin has written one speech for Sen. Edward Kennedy and one for 
Edmund Muskie — the memorable “quiet man’’ speech of 1970 that 
made the Maine senator the front-runner for the 1972 Democratic 
presidential nomination. 

Goodwin also authored Kevin White’s 1968 inaugural speech. ‘ 
was born in Boston, my parents were born in Boston,” ie. 
Goodwin, “and I helped Kevin White because it seemed that someone 
running as an avowed racist, Louise Day Hicks, should be defeated.” 
He later advised White on major policy speeches, but did not write for 
him. 

Although Goodwin has been traditionally associated with politicians 
who are more liberal than Edward King, he says he had no reservations 
about putting his words in the governor’s mouth. ‘You can’t create 
anybody with a speech, you can’t make an image,”’ he says. ‘Maybe 
you can say it better, but in essence, it has tovbe authentic. The 
bureaucratic prose coming out of Washington these days reflects the 
bureaucratic mentality — that’s Carter. As for Ed King, I liked him 
when I met him. This was the only speech I will ever have to do with, 
though. 

‘I don’t write speeches,”

E..... with myriad anti-abortion bills in this session of the 
legislature, and confronting an administration elected with the aid of 
the powerful anti-abortion lobbying groups in this state, local pro- 
choice forces will attempt to flex their political muscles with a day of 
“education”. on January 22. 

An alliance of local groups gathered under the name Choice will 
present speeches in the State House’s Doric Hall and then send 
members to thank pro-choice legislators and attempt to convince others 
that no further restrictions should be ee upon a woman’s right to 
control her own body. 

The day’s events are seen, in part, as an “education” for those who 
haven't yet walked the State House’s corridors, said the Planned 
Parenthood League’s Jeanette Atkinson, “but we hope the afternoc” 
will prove still more educational for the legislators.’’ This is particularly 
important because the new, redistricted and slimmed-down legislature 
is seen as being more conservative; pro-choice forces fear this will 
result in favorable action on more than'a dozen bills already filed by 
anti-abortion advocates. ‘‘We have to show them it’s not only the anti- 
choice people who can turn out,” said Atkinson. 

Proposed legislation would prohibit state welfare workers from 
referring women for abortions and make it illegal for the public health 
department to distribute lists of abortion clinics. Other bills would 
require that women be advised of the physical hazards of abortion and 
license free-standing abortion clinics. 

Besides Planned Parenthood, the organizations involved in Choice 
are NOW, the Massachusetts Organization to Reform Abortion Laws 
and the Religious Coalition for Abortion Rights.

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Kennedy and energy: Can 
this be a new populism? _ 


The movement to drill. the oil monopoly

“M 
y father was a populist and a 


preacher,” a distinguished editor, Roy 
Emerson Stryker, once said. ‘‘Late at 
night I could hear him praying, and the 
prayers always ended thus: ‘Lord, please 
damn the railroads, damn Wall Street and 
double-damn the bankers.’ This old 
brand of populism died with Woodrow 
Wilson’s election to the presidency in 
1912. 

But populism is alive and well. If 
preacher Stryker were alive today, he 
would be asking the Lord to damn OPEC 
and double-damn the oil monopoly here 
at home. That’s the new populism — and 
Teddy Kennedy is fast becoming one of 
the best at thumping its bible. 

In a speech last Tuesday before the 
New England Broadcaster’s Association 
* (NEBA), Kennedy called for a program to 
encourage independence from foreign- 

controlled (OPEC) oil, to promote the 
development of alternative energy 
sources and conservation within the US 
and, most important, to legislate the 
‘restoration of competition’’ to the 
domestic energy industry. 

News reports of the senator’s speech 
focused on what he had to say about 
OPEC, which was consistent with a view 
that the US is at the mercy of dastardly oil 
sheiks. In point of fact, the original 
impetus for the establishment of OPEC 
came from Latin America, and half of its 
members are Latin countries, including 
Venezuela, Ecuador and Peru. There are, 
moreover, convincing arguments and a 
great deal of evidence that OPEC was a 
creation of the combined power of the US 
oil and foreign-policy establishments, 
which gambled inflation against Persian 
Gulf “security” in 1973. 

According to Professor Franz 
Schurmann of the University of 
California at Berkeley, an authority on 
the international oil scene, OPEC was 
founded at the behest of the oil 
companies and the Nixon administration. 
The administration was betting that a 
sudden increase in oil prices could be 
offset by the growing Gross National 
Product and that, in any event, the 
benefit to be derived — political stability 
in the Persian Gulf — was worth the risk. 
Besides, ‘‘the Arabs’’ would take the flak 
for the price increases, although the 
Seven Sisters (the major international oil 
companies — Texaco, Gulf, Sunoco, 
Exxon, Amoco, British Petroleum and 
Royal Dutch Shell) all maintained 
extensive ties and production agreements

with the national companies of OPEC 
nations. The Iranian oil giant, Anglo- 
Iranian, is in fact owned in large part (49 
percent) by several of the Sisters, 
including BP and Shell.

4 tradeoff — profits for the oil 
companies, obloquy for the Arabs — 
continues to this day, according to 
Kennedy. The ‘‘oil monopoly,” to which 
he referred many times in his NEBA 
speech, still controls the flow of oil and 
perpetuates what Kennedy described as a 
myth of worldwide oil shortage. And the 
oil giants’ cry for deregulation in the past 
few years, the senator insisted, wag“arcall 
for less rather than more competition in 
the energy business. Kennedy said, 
“There is no competition in the world 
market for oil.” Referring to the sudden 
‘‘glut’’ of natural gas — discovered, oddly 
enough, only after the great debate over 
natural-gas deregulation, Kennedy went 
on, “Before the ink had dried on the 
Natural Gas Act (of 1978), consumers 


were suddenly treated to the news that 
without any additional incentives, the 
United States, and indeed the entire. 
continent, was overflowing with gas.” 
The senator’s judgment, based upon 
this experience and the reports that oil 
fields may have been located in China 
and under the ocean floor, is that we are 
being treated to another round of scare 
stories about the end of the oil. It is not 
about to stop flowing. In fact, he implied, 
once oil-price deregulation was passed 
and signed into law (as could happen this 
year), we would again be treated to stories 
of sudden “‘bonanzas.” This is a 
particularly difficult subject on which to 
contest the word of the American 
Petroleum Institute (the major indusfy 
lobbying group in Washington) because 
the industry jealously guards its technical 
data. It has been said by many observers 


‘that even the CIA’s information on oil 


fields is suspect because of that agency’s 
lack of access to industry files. 

The senator’s answer to the problems 
he enumerated — perhaps the most 
radical solution offered by an 


establishment spokesperson to date — is 
to break up the control influenced over 
US energy policy by the major oil 
companies. First, Kennedy would like to 
see thé oil pipelines turned over to truly 
independent operators. ‘Major oil 
companies use pipelines,” he said, “‘as 
bottlenecks to restrict supplies to 
consumers and to raise prices unfairly.” 

Second, he voiced absolute opposition 
to oil deregulation. ‘There is no reason to 
decontrol the price of oil in the United 
States... . I do not favor controls in a 
free market,’’ he continued, “‘but oil is 
not sold in a free market.” 

Third, he called for an end to the 
“stranglehold” of the oil majors over the 
development of other fuels. “The fact 
that the industry is dominated by giant 
integrated companies makes nonsense 
out of guidelines that apply only on a 
company-wide basis. The guidelines 
should apply to each of the major product 
categories — gasoline, home heating oil, 
residual oil, coal and uranium,” he said. 
And in keeping with what he castigated 
as the failures of President Carter's 
energy program, the senator termed that 
administration effort as one which “has a 
hole beneath its .water line.” 

Finally, the senator called for a major 
congressional effort to underwrite the 
cost of developing alternative energy 
sources, especially in the Northeast. 
‘Even if we were successful in all of these 
(previous) measures, New England would 
still be 80 percent dependent on oil,” 
Kennedy said. According to aides in 
Washington, Kennedy will introduce 
legislation (as soon as Congress 
reconvenes) that would establish a public 
corporation similar to those which have 
served the Northwest and Appalachia. 
Among the major goals of this new 
agency would be the encouragement of 
the use of alternative energy sources in 
the region. ‘‘We could develop wind 
power, ... We could help establish plants 
to convert municipal waste into steam 
and electricity, .. . We could help 
industries turn their excess power into 
electricity for consumers and we could 
provide additional funds for conservation 
in buildings and homes, improved design 
of all of our dwellings and retro-fitting 
our older (housing) stock.”’ 

Sources in Washington said the speech 
represents a major point of departure for 
the senator in this next session of 
Congress. Although aides were hesitant 
to view the anti-monopoly campaign as a 
tactic that places the senator to the left of 
Jimmy Carter in preparation for a 1980 
convertion fight, it was clear from the 
number of changes in the copy of the 
speech passed out. to newsmen that it had 
gone th many revisions. Each word « 
was chosen ‘deliberately and carefully,”’ 
an aide said. And though the speech was 
written for a specific occasion, it is clear 
that its sentiments and perhaps some of 
its key phrases will recur with some 
regularity. Perhaps Edward M. Kennedy 
has found the issue for the 1980s, just as 
Roy Stryker’s father enunciated the issue 
of a century ago.

They the people: The prospect 
for a new, conservative ‘con-con’

I. his interview with David Frost, 
Richard Nixon noted that although he 
was a lawyer and a former president, he 
had not had occasion to study every “jot 
and tittle’ of the Constitution. He was, 
presumably, referring to such dead-letter 
items as Congress's power to grant letters 
of marque and the Bill of Rights’

provision that troops shall not be 
quartered in private homes without the 
owner's permission — the Constitution is 
full of similar, uniquely 18th-century 
clauses. 

But at least one jot or tittle is having 
some life breathed into it by conservative 
groups around the country. A dormant 
provision of Article V, the section which 
describes how the Constitution can be 
amended, has become a strategic tool in 
right-wing efforts to balance the federal 
budget, outlaw abortions and end school 
busing. Liberals in Washington are 
running scared. 


Most survivors of high-school civics 
know that the Constitution has been 
amended since its enactment,in 1789 (26 
times, to be precise). Many will also recall 
that all of these amendments have been 
added in the same way: both houses of 
Congress passed them by majorities of 
two-thirds or better, and at least three- 
fourths of the states then ratified them. 

But Article V provides a second, lesser- 
known amendment process. It mandates 
that ‘‘The Congress ... on the 
Application of the Legislatures of two- 
thirds, of the several States, shall call a 
Convention for proposing 
Amendments.” In other words, the states 
themselves, acting through their” 
legislatures, can start the process. If 
Congress is unwilling to pass 
amendments that two-thirds of them 
want, the states can force Congress to call 
a constitutional convention that will pass, 
or at least consider, those amendments. 
Anything that came out of such a 
convention would also have to be ratified 
by three-fourths of the states. 

At present, 23 state legislatures have 
petitioned Congress to call a convention 
to consider an amendment that would 
require the federal government to operate 
under a balanced budget. That leaves 
advocates of the amendment only 11 


states short of the required 34, or two- 
thirds. Nine legislatures have called for 
an amendment that would ban abortions. 
Others have called for the restoration of 
school prayer, an end to busing to achieve 
school desegregation, and the abolition of 
the income tax. Conservative 
organizations like the National 
Taxpayers Union have made these efforts 
a major goal, joined by new groups such 
as the anti-abortion Americans for a 
Constitutional Convention. 


| a are as alarmed as the 
conservatives are joyous over the 
prospect of a constitutional convention. 
‘Are We 25 Votes Away from Losing the 
Bill of Rights ... And the Rest of the 
Constitution?” screamed a recent 
headline in Ms. magazine. The article 
argued that a ‘‘con-con,” as writer Lisa 
Wohl called it, would be “a lawyer's 
nightmare. No one knows how it would 
work. The Constitution sets up no 
guidelines. How would it be organized? 
Funded? How would its delegates be 
selected? How long would it stay in 
existence? What would be the scope of 
the convention? Under what rules would 
it operate?”’ 

Beneath the hyperbole are some serious 
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Ex-Senator Ervin: half the clout necessary. 


questions, and the Constitution provides 
answers to none of them. Congress, the 
framers seemed to assume, would take 
care of things when the time came. But 
the great fear of people like Kornye 
Horbel, Democratic National 
Committeewoman from Minnesota, is 
that ‘‘a constitutional convention could 
go beyond the intentions of its 
originators.’” Thus, a runaway 
convention that had been convened to 
consider a balanced budget amendment 
might decide to abolish the Bill of Rights. 
Historians point out that the 
Constitutional Convention of 1787, 
originally called to consider amendments 
to the Articles of Confederation, was just 


such a convention. 

Yet liberals in Congress have resisted 
efforts to pass a bill that would set 
ground rules for a constitutional 
convention, rules that presumably would 
keep it from going out of control. Sen. 
Sam Ervin (D-NC) first introduced such 
a bill in 1967; since he retired, in 1975, 
sponsorship of the bill has been assumed 
by Sen. Jesse Helms (R-NC) and Rep. 
Henry Hyde (R-IIl.). 


de Helms bill’s application would 
begin with formal application for a 
convention by a state legislature, 
including a statement of the proposed 


amendments for distribution to every 
member of Congress and other state 
legislatures. This last provision is more 
than a nicety: in 1967, 32 states passed 
convention calls to overturn the Supreme 
Court's reapportionment decisions 
without any awareness that they were 
within two states of an actual convention. 
When the New York Times finally 
printed a story describing what was 
happening, several legislatures scrambled 
to rescind their old calls and no others 
passed new ones. 

If 34 valid resolutions concerning the 
same amendment or amendments 
accumulated, Congress would be required 
to call a convention within one year, 
specifying the time, the place, and the 
issues which could be considered. 
Delegates to the convention would be 
elected by the voters — one from each 
House district and two from each state, 
just as in Congress. When the delegates 
convened, they would elect their own 
officers and set their own procedures. But 
each delegate would vote as an individual, 


not, as in the 1787 convention, as part of - 


a state bloc. 

Once it met, the convention would 
have a year to complete its business. Any 
proposed constitutional amendments it 
passed (by simple majority vote) would 
be sent to Congress. Unless Congress 
decided that an amendment was beyond 
the convention’s jurisdiction, it would 
then forward the amendment to the states 
for ratification, as the Constitution 
requires. 

Ervin’s influence in the Senate was 
enough to get his bill through that body 
in both 1971 and 1973, but many liberal 


senators voted for it only because they 
knew it would not pass the House. Helms 
and Hyde, less influential on Capitol Hill 
than Ervin, have failed to win hearings on 
their bill. 

“I think there are a lot of people 
around here who prefer Article V to be a 
game with no rules, and I’m one of 
them,” says a liberal staffer fur the Senate 
Judiciary Committee. “If there were rules 
for a convention, it might encourage 
more state legislatures to call one. As it is, 
one of our best arguments to the 
legislatures is that when they pass one of 
these convention calls, they are opening 
up a Pandora's box.” 

Carl Anderson, an aide to Helms, 
protests that ‘‘all we are trying to do is 
avoid a situation like the one we ran into 
with the Equal Rights Amendment 
ratification deadline, where Congress had 
to make a constitutional decision in a 
politically charged atmosphere. Let’s set 
these convention rules now so we can set 
them fairly, without regard to the merits 
of any particular issue.”’ 

Helms and Hyde are among the most 
conservative members of Congress. It is 
far from certain that they would be 
pushing for a convention bill if they 
thought it likely that liberals would use it 
to outlaw handguns or offer federally 
funded abortions to poor women. 
Similarly, ‘it makes liberals squirm a bit 
when they find themselves opposing 
apparently democratic reforms — such as 
the national initiative amendment, direct 
election of the president and the Helms- 
Hyde bill — out of fear that conservatives 
will do better with the people than they.

No end to that era: Mobil 
serves up yet more Edwardiana

W.. we were worrying about other 


problems, a potentially dangerous glut 
has developed on the Edwardian- 
nostalgia market. Our TV sets have been 
brimming over with the stuff, and there is 
a growing threat of a major spill. It might 
be wise for Harvard to assemble a panel 
of distinguished English teachers, 
historians and psychologists to develop 
methods for restoring the delicate ecology 
of brains awash in the goo. 

This heartfelt warning is prompted by 
the arrival of Edward the King, a 13-part 
British series beginning on Channel 7 — 
not Channel 2 — on Wednesday, January 
17, at 8 p.m. 

Actually, CBS bought the series from 
Sir Lew Grade’s entertainment factory 
and then, realizing it was not an English 
spinoff of The Incredible Hulk, allowed it 
to languish. Joan Sullivan, producer of 
Masterpiece Theater, lusted after the 
propérty. But Mobil, her corporate 
godfather, decided it was time once again 
to tweak the noses of the commercial 
nets. So the oil company created another 
Mobil Showcase — as it did for Between 
the Wars — and assembled its own 
network of stations, including many CBS 
affiliates. 

That's how Edward got there. Should 
we be happy? Does a child like sugar? 
Does an oil company like money? Happy 
or not, it’s going to be awfully hard to 
kick the habit. We learned to appreciate 
Edwardiana with Upstairs, Downstairs, 
but various Forsytes and Pallisers helped 
with hefty samplings of late Vietoriana. 
The Duchess of Duke Street, still 
running, has been presenting weekly 
slices of Edwardian life (including the 
heroine's affair with the future king). 
And now, in Edward, we get a chance to 
focus on the man himself, Queen 
Victoria's frustrated son, the playboy 
who finally got to sit on the throne as an 
old man. 


Americans have an equivalent period 
of high nostalgia — from the Gilded Age 
through Teddy Roosevelt. It’s all 
Gay ‘90s, Coney Island, Meet Me in St. 
Louis, barbershop quartets and the turn 
of a century. But the British have the 
advantage of royalty to mark their eras. 
The end of Queen Victoria’s eventful 64- 
year reign, in 1901, signaled the end of a 
way of life and was understood as such. 
Edward-VII’s nine years as monarch saw 
the last glow of the gas lamps before the 
cataclysm of the 20th century snuffed 
them out. We have good reason to be 
nostalgic. 


E vrcor the King seems a little coarser 
than the usual British serial fare, not quite 
so literary in texture. It has the feel of 
historical cinema rather than domestic 
drama. But the line is fine. Bravura 
acting, sumptuous costumes and 
locations at Windsor Castle, 
Sandringham and other royal haunts 
create a beckoning world we can hardly 
resist. 

I don’t want to leave the impression 
that Edward the King isn’t about sharply 
drawn characters with whom we can 
identify. The series is a family pageant, 
and does take us backstairs at 
Buckingham Palace, where we encounter 
the familiar range of human travail and 
satisfaction as played out on a grand 
scale. 

In episode one, the future king is born. 
But the story is about his mother and 
father, Victoria and her German consort, 
Albert. The young queen is horrified by 
the demands of motherhood, fascinated 
by public affairs, torn between her 
passion for Albert and her fear that he 
will usurp her primacy at home and at 
“work.” 

This conflict produces some strained 
pseudo-feminist dialogue (‘“You say you 
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Timothy West: the gas lamps glow. 


love me,’’ Victoria shouts. “All you want 
to do is debase me’’). But the issue is real 
enough. We are quickly entranced by the 
dominating characterization of the early 
part of the series: Annette Crosbie as 
Victoria. She’s willful, coquettish, 
shrewd, explosive, immature. At times, 
Crosbie appears to be going out of 
control, but she’s mesmerizing. 

Robert Hardy is convincing as poor 
Albert, trying to find his place. But he’s 
saddled with a comic-opera German 
accent (however accurate it may be) and 
entangled in ludicrous encounters with 
Victoria’s governess. He manages to 
achieve a certain dignity, but it’s not 
much fun to watch. 


i sixth episode, which Channel 7 
also screened to allow critics a look at the 
adult Prince Edward, finds Crosbie as 
remarkable as ever. She’s a powerhouse 
now, a queen with bags under her eyes, 
mourning her dead husband. She’s joined 
by Timothy West as her bearded, bulky 
son. West deftly personifies the innocent 
rake, the man in limbo, the browbeaten 
son of a domineering mother. 

The Prince of Wales manages to get 
himself subpoenaed in an adultery- 
divorce case and has to undergo a grilling 
on the witness stand. This doesn’t 
increase Victoria’s satisfaction with her 
son. It also doesn’t please Edward's wife, 


affectingly by Helen Ryan. 

The episode is saturated with political 
references, and the name-dropping is 
inevitably amusing. Alexandra and her 
Danish relatives are upset at having to 
meet the king of Prussia, who had 
grabbed Schleswig-Holstein. There is 
sympathy for’ poor Maximilian,’ whose 
would-be empire in Mexico collapsed. In 
trying to get Victoria to take a larger 
public role, Gladstone tells her, “ After all, 
the Empress Eugenie of France just won 
the highest acclaim by officially opening 
the Suez Canal.” 

John Gielgud does a turn as the clever 
Disraeli. Michael Hordern plays the © 
plain-spoken Gladstone, concerned about 
a rising republican tide. But for all the 
passing political pageantry, the story 
climaxes with a personal crisis, an illness 
that threatens the royal heir’s life. 

Each of the two chapters I’ve seen was 
more a series of incidents than a cohesive 
story. Still, I look forward to watching 
the boy grow into a man and the playboy 
prince mature into a king. I also want to 
see whether Edward is really concerned 
with the times and how ordinary people 
were affected by their royal leaders. ~ 

Judging from what I’ve seen, Edward 
lacks the fine-spun, nuanced sensitivity 
to the way people of whatever class live 
their daily lives. It’s sweeping in scope, 
pretty broad in style. It crams too many 
historical references into limited space. 
It’s rather like a British version of The 
Adams Chronicles. But instead of being 
respectful and prim in tone, Edward is 
brash and histrionic. The English gift for 
doing theater on stage or on TV wins us 
again. 

So now we have the chance to watch 
the beginning of Edward the King, the 
wind-up of The Duchess of Duke Street 
and the return of Upstairs, Downstairs. 
The latter, including episodes never seen 
before on American TV, has been 
syndicated to commercial stations. 
Channel 7 was supposed to pick it up, 
but management decided it wasn’t willing 
to take the economic risk and clear a time 
slot. Channel 56 stepped in and will air 
Upstairs, beginning on Sunday, January 
14, at 7 p.m. Thus, we have to choose 
between the dubious fascination of our 
own times as rendered by 60 Minutes and 
the comforting remembrance of things 
past. No wonder there’s a.glut. s

Ta announcement that Jim Rice had signed a new contract should 
have been a merry occasion. Everyone present had something to 
celebrate. Rice had become a wealthy man, Haywood Sullivan and 
Buddy LeRoux had signed their star player, and the press had been 
handed a good story on a Monday, the slowest day of the sports week. 
But if there was joy at Fenway Park, it was of a decidedly restrained 
variety. Even Rice’s agent, Tony Pennachia, seemed subdued. 

Perhaps his demeanor could be ascribed to fatigue. After all, 
Pennachia and Sullivan had begun negotiations in November and, 
according to Sullivan, “had worked right through the damned 
holidays’ putting the contract together. But that wasn’t the only 
reason. Pennachia, Sullivan, and practically everyone else present 
seemed ill at ease, as if this brief ceremony were somehow unseemly. 
Oddest of all, Jim Rice, guest of honor and chief beneficiary, acted the 
same way. 

Given the nature of professional sports today, Rice’s attittidé” 
towards money seemed practically Victorian. ‘“That’s my business and 
my family’s business,’’ he said with some heat when asked about the 
contract’s terms. ‘You can have it in the paper that Rice is making X 
amount of dollars, but no one knows.” This reticence is understandable 
and even praiseworthy, but it did seem peculiar that Rice went to some 
pains to play down his contract's importance. 

There are certain questions asked of anyone who comes into money 
suddenly. For example, how are you going to celebrate? “I think,” said 
Rice, ‘‘well, my wife isn’t here, so I’m going home and take a two-hour 
nap. To me it isn’t worth going out to celebrate.’’ Someone asked if he 
was planning to buy a golf course, a lighthearted feference to his 
passion for that game and to I‘affaire Fairbanks. Rice, deadpan, said, “I 
have no plans like that.”” Well, what was he going to do with his 
money? “I save,”’ he said. 

Not discussing money in public may be one of the marks of a 
gentleman, but Rice’s calm was slightly eerie. If it weren’t for the look 
on Sullivan's face, one might have thought Rice wasn’t even getting a 
raise, let alone unspecified millions. Jim Rice is, by all accounts, a low- 
key person, but his singular approach to his new riches might best be 
explained by a remark he made during a general denunciation of free 
agency: “This is a contract Jim Rice is happy with. I can’t worry about 
Pete Rose.”’ 

Rose is thousands of miles away, but at times he seemed the most

For the first time he must have been seeing what he got into when he Entertainment Nightly 
bought the Red Sox. Signing Jim Rice may have been Messrs. Sullivan 
and LeRoux’s greatest victory to date, but it was a defensive action at ° 
best. After all, if they hadn’t signed him, street vendors outside Fenway 

would have switched from peddling pretzels to selling pitchforks and MAKES KOTTER AND HIS SWEATHOGS 
torches. 

As Rice wished, money was not discussed at the meeting. It didn’t 
have to be; Sullivan’s every word made clear how much money was 
involved. As he talked about the negotiations, he sounded dazed by the 
whole process: ‘‘I’ll tell you, we tore all kinds of books apart, the Basic 
Agreement and everything else.’’ When Sullivan said that Rice’s 
contract ‘‘sets one hell of a precedent,’ one reporter added a million 
dollars to his estimate on the spot. 

Unlike some of his fellow moguls, Sullivan isn’t used to spending 
millions at one time, in baseball or anywhere else. To a Carpenter, a 
Busch, an Autry, it’s just another business deal; to Haywood Sullivan, 
as it is to most everyone, spending that much money is cause for 
concern, even alarm. 

The going guess on Rice’s contract is that it adds up to $5 million, 
give or take a few hundred thou. It’s a lot of money, sure, but it’s really 
only the beginning. There are 24 other players on the Red Sox, and 
right now they may all be arming for a revolution of rising 
expectations. Sullivan bravely said, ‘‘I’d rather sign Jim Rice and worry 
about the others later,’ but among those others are some mighty 
valuable ballplayers. ‘‘We are,” he said, “in good shape through the 
198Q;season.’’ Maybe so, but Sullivan admitted that he was hoping to 
start talking with Dennis Eckersley’s agent as soon as possible. 

Worst of all for Sullivan and LeRoux, Rice’s own contract covers 
only seven years. Rice is only 25. As Sullivan said, ‘This gives Jim the 
opportunity to go through this again, which gives him certain 
advantages.” It may be only two or three seasons before they strike up 
the band again; two or three seasons like the last one and a new Rice 
contract might call for the beer vendors to be employed by him instead 
of by H.M. Stevens. 

So Sullivan and LeRoux, even when they had some good news to 
announce for a change, weren't able’ to savor it, really. It’s sad. Here 
they went and bought the best toy a kid could ever have, and they just 
aren't having any fun. 

Oh yes, and on Thursday the Red Sox followed the Rice 
announcement with a press luncheon featuring Commissioner Bowie 
Kuhn. Once again there was a major development: green beans were

appreciation of the next Senate 
president and what he stood for. 
‘Evidence, of an end to busing as 
an urban issue,” Atkins said in 
September of 1977, “is that 
liberals can enthusiastically 
support Bill Bulger for Senate 
president.” 

One could hardly have 
expected such from Atkins two or 
three years earlier, in the halcyon 
days of the anti-busing 
movement, when Bulger, the 
city’s most articulate adversary of 
federal Judge W. Arthur Garrity, 
busing and the Globe, was 
anathema to progressive or liberal 
politicians. However, Atkins had 
belatedly seen the light. Bulger’s 
values, said Atkins at the time, 

“community, family and 
tradition, were out of vogue in the 
‘60s. But they are becoming 
important again. And they are 
values that liberals have 


rediscovered. The Globe has 
made him their number-one 
target. It’s almost irrational. 
They've never taken the measure 
of the man.” 

This attitude was a prime 
prerequisite for his appointment 
to head the Ways and Means 
Committee in the Bulger era. 
There were others, though. 
Atkins, as much as anyone in the 
club-like Senate, is a true student 
of government, and understands 
almost instinctively its inner 
workings, having been propelled 
by circumstances into the very 
heart of the beast. Increasingly in 
recent years, moreover, Atkins 
has turned his attention from the 
headline-grabbing issues with 
Which he had been associated to 
more arcane (though no less 
important) problems like public- 
pension management, bondéd 
indebtedness and capital growth. 
Finally, whatever his proclivities, 
as he puts it, to ‘play the game,”’ 
a Senate colleague noted last week 
that ‘the one thing you know 
about Chet — and it may be the 
only thing I’m certain of about 
him — ‘is that he won’t steal.”

I n the first post-MBM Senate, 
presided over by a senator who 
holds the presidency as a direct 


result of the MBM upheaval in 
the hierarchy, such a trait in the 
successor to Kelly is no small 
matter. 

Indeed, less than 24 shin after 
Bulger shocked the political 
establishment on January 4 by 
announcing that Atkins was his 
choice to run the Ways and 
Means Committee, Atkins moved 
ruthlessly against Kelly's staff. 
They were fired en masse. The 
dismissals held a message: they 
represented a decision by Bulger 
and Atkins to purge the last signs 
of the old, MBM-tainted order. 
Bulger’s personal dislike of Kelly 
is exceeded perhaps only by 
Atkins’s. The knowledge of this 
led one senator to note privately 
that ‘the Friday massacre was to 
Kelly what the de-Stalinization 
program was to Russia.” 

Certainly, given Atkins’s role 
on the Ethics Committee, not to 
mention his reputation for 
integrity, he has provided himself 
with an unequivocal mandate to 
organize, legitimize and 
democratize Senate procedures. 
After all, it was the observation of 
the committee panel in the 
Cawley-Walter matter that “few, 
if any, Senate employees have a 
clear understanding of their 
expected hours and duties .. . 
(or) ... of who their immediate 


superior is.” 

In the wake of the purge, 
Atkins seemed to be moving 
swiftly toward the revamping. In 
one of his first acts as chairman, 
he sought to recruit to head his 
Revenue Section Deborah Ecker, 
a highly respected economist 
from the Federal Reserve Bank of 
Boston. Though Ecker referred 
inquiries to Atkins and Atkins 
declined to discuss the matter in 
detail, other sources report that 
this former associate state tax 
commissioner is an expert in 
municipal finance and taxation 
with a record showing integrity. 

But if Atkins means to bring 
integrity to the budgetary process 
in the Senate, this in itself is no 
reason to believe that the Senate 
Ways and Means Committee will 
continue to be — as it was under 
Kelly — ‘the court of last resort 
for the poor,” as one lobbyist put 
it last week. 

Discerning Atkins’s view of 
issues is more difficult than 
understanding his pelitical modus 
operandi. The latter is that of a 
CPA who keeps tabs on his 
political debits and credits. ‘I 
remember asking him once if he 
could move a bill out of Ways and 
Means for me,” a ranking House 
member recalled last week. ‘He 
told me he wasn’t on too good 
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terms with Kelly and didn’t want 
to spend any of his chits. He was 
always talking about how to 
advance in the Senate.”’ 


* * * 


N ow that he has advanced to 


a post-of major responsibility, the 
question is what he will do with 
it. Here the problem becomes 
difficult, for in discussing social 
philosophy, Atkins becomes 
elusive, speaking in almost 
metaphysical terms. 

“If people think that I am 
going to be the counterbalance to 
(conservative Governor Edward 
J.) King, they are mistaken,”’ 
Atkins said in our interview last 
week. ‘J agree with him on many 
of his programs.”’ This is clear 
enough. But Atkins goes on to 
explain that to him ‘’‘noblesse 
oblige (had) meant the affluent 
taking care of the poor and 
forgetting everybody else. There 
are a lot of people who'd like to 
get government off Aheir backs. 
Government may not have an 
answer to every problem. 
Government has replaced the 
family. The whole social- 
engineering concept is repugnant 
to me. 

‘There is an innate sense of 
ecology in government in the 
same sense that there’s an ecology 
in the biosphere. When we 
tamper with certain balances, it 
may return short-term benefits, 
but it may also create long-term 
problems. You have to be careful 
when you tamper with these 
balances.”’ 

The theory of what Atkins was 
saying was clear enough. How he 
will translate that into this year’s 
budget is something else entirely, 
all the more so when Atkins adds, 
“People have to be responsible for 
their own actions.” 

“It’s a conservative position,” 
said the liberal senator. 

As the interview progressed, it 
seemed that the campus radical’s 
rebelliousness had been replaced 
by a strong strain of Yankee self- 
reliance, which, after all, is his 
heritage. 

As he continued, speaking of a 
tax structure that hampers the 
small businessman, of an over- 
regulated economy that inhibits 
growth, he did indeed — as he had

T his should not surprise. In a 


way, at age 30, with a decade of 
‘remarkably successful political 
experience under his belt, Chet 
Atkins has already reached 
middle age. The fiery idealism no 
longer burns. With the voice of 
experience, he says, “There are no 
permanent enemies. There are no 
permanent allies. Maybe I’m 
cynical or Machiavellian enough 
to believe that there are cycles in 
government. There are times to 
do some things, and times to do 
others.’’ He only alludes to what 
he thinks this time demands. 

It seems a strange thing to say 
of one so young, but already the 
years have taken their toll. 
Though his ability is universally 
acknowledged, and his principles 
rarely questioned, his friendship 
is not often claimed. 

In researching this story, I 
spoke to dozens of Atkins’s past 
and present colleagues, aides, 
lobbyists and associates. From 
their comments come a range of 
adjectives. In rough order of 
frequency, they are as follows: 
ambitious, calculating, brilliant, 
shrewd, opportunistic, hard- 
working, Machiavellian, ruthless, 
honest, egotistical, obnoxious. 

In my own dealings with 
Atkins over the years, I have 
found him to be all of these things 
at various times. As a reporter, | 
can say this for the record.

The Celts extend 





a welcome to LA

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The coach and his adversary: try 


mayhem. 


And play real basketball, 
if only for 45 minutes

I he Boston Celtics have still 


not won a game in 1979, but for 
45 minutes last Wednesday night 
they resembled something like a 
basketball team, playing the 
formidable Los Angeles Lakers to 
a standoff. The Celtics did revert 
to form and were outscored 12-0, 
of course, over the last three 
minutes, and the game and the 
point spread (one and a half) went 
right out the window, but player- 
coach David Cowens was 
nonetheless impressed. The final 
score was 99 to 89. 

“Oh hell yes, | was encouraged 
by a lot of things we did tonight,’’ 
Cowens said afterward. ‘‘We 
haven't played that well together 
for a while now. I guess,” he said 
with a rueful shrug and 
something that approached a 
trace of a smile, “the coach kinda 
let us down again.” 

Three straight times. during 
that critical stretch at the end of 
the game, Cowens had the ball 
with a shot — once on an abortive 
alley-oop from Don Chaney 
(Yeah, we'd called that one 
during the time-out,”” Cowens 
admitted to people who were 
wondering whose idea it had been 
to try that play against Kareem 
Abdul-Jabbar), again on a jumper 
from the top of the key, and 
finally on a forced layup 


underneath — and came away 
empty all three times. 

It was an odd sort of contest 
throughout, as the total of 26 
personal fouls (against both 
teams; in their previous 37 games, 
the Celtics had averaged that 
many -by themselves) called by 
the Richie Powers-Jim Capers- 
Bernie Fryer triumvirate will 
attest (26 may, in fact, well be a 
new two-team low total for the 
three-official era). Powers, of 
course, has already drawn one 
suspension for announcing his 
intention to ignore illegal zone 
defenses. Wednesday night he 
didn’t announce it but allowed 
Abdul & Co. to play one most of 
the evening anyway. Since, at the 
other end of the court, Cowens 
and Marvin Barnes spent a lot of 
time committing acts on Abdul- 
Jabbar that ranged from vigorous 
double-teaming to out-and-out 
bodily assault, all with equal 
impunity, it pretty much 
balanced out. 

(The NBA covenants hold, 
incidentally, that after two 
infractions of the no-zone rule, 
the coach is supposed to collect a 
technical and get bounced from 
the game. This regulation has 
been amended this season to 
except player-coaches, and in the 
case of the Celtics, Bob 








MacKinnon has been named the 
designated bouncee. Not that the 
Celtics ever use a zone.) 

Actually, it might not have 
been a bad idea to get MacKinnon 
thrown out on Wednesday night, 
since the assistant coach decided 
to call from the bench what 
proved to be a highly ill-advised 
time-out with 3:11 left. The 
Lakers had just tied the game, but 
the score had been tied 20 times 
already and the Celtics were still 
in it, and had, in fact, just enacted 
for about 15 minutes some of the 
most intense basketball they'd 
played all season. After this time- 
out, the Lakers reeled off six 
straight points in barely a minute 
effectively to end the game. The 
final two buckets, were collected 
in garbage time. 


F was, of course, one of those 
games you're never supposed to 
lose at home, but a lot of people 
preferred to remember the first 45 
minutes anyway. ‘If everybody 
plays like that, we can beat 
anybody,’’ modest Marvin Barnes 
said afterward. One suspects that 
Barnes meant everybody playing 
as he did, not as they did. Barnes 
was, for the better- part of the 
evening, awesome, particularly 
on defense, swatting the ball 
away from Abdul twice in crucial 
situations to initiate Boston fast 
breaks, and yet another time 
knocking it out of bounds off the 
big guy but not getting the call. 
(Shit,’’ muttered Barnes 
afterward, ‘‘they just missed that 
one. Everybody saw it but them 
refs.’’) 

‘From their record,” said Lou 
Hudson (20 points, including a 
seven-for-10 second half), ‘‘I 
hadn't expected them to be 
anywhere near as aggressive a 
team as they were. This is the first 
time I’ve seen them play this year, 
but with a record like that, they 
couldn’t have been playing 
against everybody the way they 
did against us tonight. They took 
it right to us.”” Hudson had been 
playing against Celtic teams for a 
dozen years, and his comments 
thus can further be interpreted as 
a fair assessment of where he feels 
the ‘78-79 collection fits into the 
“Celtic tradition.”’ 

Sharing the game’s MVP award 
with Barnes was, once again, 
Cedric. Maxwell, who’s now won 
it or tied for it seven times, and 
whose living room, with the 
accumulation of Panasonic 
trinkets, threatens to look like a 
pawnshop. Playing the full 48 
minutes, Maxwell had 27 points 
and 15 rebounds and led both 
teams — he leads the Celtics in 
scoring and is second in rebounds 
and minutes played. Should 
Dennis Awtrey remain healthy 
and Cowens continue his policy 
of judiciously resting himself at 
propitious times, Maxwell will 
probably pass Cowens in the 
last category during the second 
half of the season. 


The other category.almost 
certain to see a Boston Garden 
record is the January phone bill. 
Red Auerbach has been busy 
talking with nearly everybody in 
the NBA, attempting to appease 
simultaneously the occasionally 
divergent wishes of Cowens and 
owner John Y. Brown, not to 
mention a host of disgruntled 
veteran guards, so far without 
much success. While the New 
Orleans rumors continue to be the 
most promising, there is no 
guarantee that anything the 
Celtics might get from the Jazz 
would do much to improve the 
immediate situation. Indeed, thére 
may be evidence tosthe contrary. 
(Adding a Pete Maravich might 
be a boon for attendance, but 
there is little to suggest that it'd 
make the Celtics a better 
basketball team. And Leonard 
Robinson? Barnes and Maxwell 
appear to be the only two Celtics 
who can play together at a 
position, and one of them — or 
Robinson — would have to sit 
down.) 


Meanwhile, between 
disgruntlement with their 
respective assigned roles and their 
displeasure with the coach’s 
somewhat tactless assessment of 
their respective talents and ° 
attitudes, there is the ever- 
increasing possibility that the 
only way the Jo Jo White-Nate 
Archibald situation will be 
resolved is to deal away both of 
them. This would, if nothing else, 
create a role for Maravich. It gets 
weirder and weirder. If they could 
get somebody like New Orleans 
to take, say, White, Archibald, 
and Curtis Rowe off their hands 
in one fell swoop for Maravich — 
hell, you could do that, pick up all 
of Maravich’s salary and still save 
money — it would serve to clean 
house and leave some room to 
rebuild a basketball team. Rowe’s 
presence on the team this year has 
demonstrated that it is at least 
possible to survive with a 10-man 
roster. Rebuild because, when 
all’s said and done, that’s what 
they're going to have to do 
anyway. 

John Y. Brown might even go 
for it. But.I still doubt if anyone

| somber men in dark suits 
and clerical collars are sitting behind a 
table at one end of a room. The door 
opens and Julie Hallman, candidate for 
the ministry, enters. It is 1970, and the 
Board of Ministry has convened to decide 
whether Hallman should become the first 
female minister in the Southern New 
England Methodist Conference. The 
board’s first question, according to an 
account published in the New York 
Times, is clearly meant to be intimidating. 

“Mrs. Hallman, you do realize there 
are no women on this board?’

iz board’s gravity and Hallman’s 
defiant reply are, in a way, typical of the 
clashes that ensue when the women’s 
movement meets one religious 
establishment or another. In the past 
these confrontations (or ‘‘intense 
dialogues,” as the clergy prefers to call 
them) were innocuous, sometimes even 
silly (the old suffragettes had a maxim 
that went, ‘Pray to God for help. She will 
hear you”’). Today, though, religious 
institutions are often seen as a new 
frontier for the women’s movement: 
religious journals are beginning to feature 
valiant attempts to dispute centuries of 
male-dominated theology; bookstores are 
beginning to stock ‘‘non-sexist’’ prayer 
books. 

If it’s a revolution, as some claim, it is a 
smoldering one, polite but intense. The 
kind of revolution that takes place in 
churches, libraries and divinity schools; 
the kind where both sides often confess 
to a lot of “honest confusion.” In the 
Protestant faith, for example, the women 
ministers are already part of the system 
they contend with; Catholic and Jewish 
women are fighting to win the same 
standing. Honest confusion indeed. 
During the last few weeks, the Phoenix 
has been talking with these women, 
reading their books and articles and

} a is a venerable joke that Suzanne 
Hiatt, one of this country’s first female 
Episcopal ministers, likes to tell. It seems 
an old parishioner is asked by his 
minister, who is attempting to figure out 
the man’s theological feelings, whether he 
believes in infant baptism. The oid man’s 
response is swift and confident. ‘Believe 
in it?’’ he says. ‘Hell, I’ve seen it!’ 
Most Protestants could now say the 
same thing about female ministers. In 
fact, ever since the last hold-out, the 
Episcopal Church, grudgingly admitted 
women to its ministerial ranks, even their 
staunchest opponents have had to adjust 
to female clergy as a fact rather than as a 
possibility. Consequently, theological 
discussions of the issue, which are 
rampant in the Catholic and Jewish 
circles, are kept to a minimum. Instead, 
the emphasis is on making the system 
work as it stands now — with women on 
the inside. This is not to say that the 
whole transition went smoothly (the 
Episcopal Church is still reeling from the 
schismatic effects of women’s 
ordination), but most of the female 
ministers I talked to, like the Rev. Liz 
Rice, a co-pastor at Back Bay’s Church of 
\the Covenant, seem to be confident and 
emotionally secure in their position. 
“Adjusting to my ordination,’”’ Rice 
says, ‘’was very easy, both for me and the 
parishioners. You see, I had worked at 
the Church of the Covenant for quite 
some time before my ordination, so they 
were used to me. It also helped that when 
I started, I began by doing things that 
they expected a woman to do — teach 
Sunday school, that kind of thing. 
Eventually, I started doing outreach, 
visitation, counseling, etc., and by the 
time I was ordained — in December, 1974 
— and I started performing marriages, 
baptisms and the like, I think that the 
congregation almost expected it of me.” 
Rice, who is blonde and was wearing 
an Indian-print skirt, a black sweater and 
clogs on the day I talked with her, 
appears to be very much at ease with the 
“funny, you don’t look like a minister” 
looks she inspires. She actually seems to 
enjoy slipping from the sacred to the 
secular and back again. ‘’I actually do 
wark in both worlds,” she. ex, xplaing.

' omen ministers have always been 


present, if not prominent, in Rice’s 
denomination, the United Church of 
Christ, so that even while she was an 
undergraduate at Wheaton College in the 
late 60s, she always considered the 
ministry ‘‘a possibility.’’ It was no 
surprise, then when (after a year of socia! 
work ) she entered Harvard Divinity 
School in 1971, one of six women in a 
class of 300. At the time, she was active in 
forming both a women’s caucus and an 
Office of Women’s Programs, but today, 
even though her husband (a political- 
science student at MIT) insists that ‘‘she 
is much more radical than she looks,’’ her 
interests range much farther than simply 
looking for new theological feathers for 
the women’s movement's cap. “I think 
the real beneficiary of the trend towards 
women ministers is the Church, not the 
women,” she says. “In my opinion, 
women bring important gifts to the 
Church, gifts that the Church desperately 
needs. I believe that a living church has to 
revitalize its tradition in each generation, 
and the women are doing that today. For 
example, women are generally strong 
supporters of the ministry of the laity, 
which I think is a good thing, and we 
naturally have our own ideas about the 
image of God — i.e., just because Jesus 
called God ‘Father’ doesn’t mean that one 
can’t see God as a friend, or a judge, or a 
healer. Who knows,” she says, raising 
her eyebrows, “people these days may be 
much more compelled by the image of 
God as a midwife.” 

Rice has brought her own ‘‘gifts’’ to 
the ministry. ‘I’ve always had a dual 
interest in theology and psychology,” she 
tells me. ‘‘So I like to work in pastoral 
counseling, visitation and so on. But I 
also direct Sunday-school-teacher 
training, supervise field education, and 
develop community services and special 
events. Sometimes it’s difficult juggling

South End Community Project. But I live 
by my weekly calendar. It’s the map of 
my life.” 

When she opens the dog-eared 
calendar, the dense scribbling on today’s 
date indicates to me that our time is 
probably up, and | start to gather my 
things. I have one more question to ask, 
though: whether all this activity — the 
visitations, the baptisms, the Community 
Project work, the counseling, etc. — 
represent some sort of consistent, 
coherent view of the ministry. But I never 
get to ask it, because when we get to the 
door she gives me a rather strong clue as 
to what her answer would be. ‘Oh 
meant to ask you a favor,” she says. 
‘And that is, if a picture is necessary for 
the story could I request that you don't 
take one of those ethereal, stiff shots of 
me standing in my robes in a pulpit? 
That's so alienating. If it’s possible, I'd 
rather be shown working with people, or 
doing something together with the 
parishioners. That would be much closer 
to the truth.”

= Crist, a chaplin at MIT and an 
intern minister at the University 
Lutheran Church in Cambridge, is 
another woman who sees herself as much 


more than a trailblazer. ‘I do hate 
tokenism, and I do hate lip service,”’ she 
tells me emphatically. ‘But let’s face it — 
it’s better than nothing. I realize that 
sometimes — like recently, when I gave a 
sermon at Philips Andover, the prep 
school — I was in a sense a token 
‘competent religious woman,’ a 
missionary of sorts. But that’s:not all bad; 
it could, for example, mean a lot to 
women who have been turned off to the 
‘sexism’ in organized religion.” 

As it happened, Crist herself was 
turned off by religion in general and 
Lutheranism in particular throughout 
most of her high school years. But it 
wasn’t the advent of women’s ordination 
in the Lutheran Church in 1970 that gave 
rise to her interest in the ministry. It was 
William Sloane Coffin, then the well- 
known chaplain at Yale (where she was 
an undergraduate), who started her 
thinking about this vocation. ‘’Bill Coffin 
advocated a ministry that was a 
combination of intellectual activity and 


social action,”’ she, says, “And at the time

that was very appealing to me.” 
However, despite his influence, she was 
still considering graduate school (in 
English) when, in her senior year, she 
won a one-year scholarship to the 
divinity school of her choice. “The 
scholarship was something of an 
experiment,” she tells me, “aimed at 
getting non-minister types into ministry. 
The idea was that they would award one 
year’s tuition to a student who wouldn't 
normally think of entering the ministry: 
the students who discovered that they 
liked it would have to pay for the next 
two years. Those who didn’t like it, on 
the other hand, could leave without any 
obligations. After a year at Harvard 
Divinity School, I decided that I liked it, 
so I stayed.” 

Crist is the first to admit that she 
would probably have some trouble 
adjusting to a rural parish — and vice 
versa. Her academic background would 
‘hardly help the cause, she says: ‘Most 
Lutheran ministers have graduated from 
small Lutheran colleges in the Midwest,” 
she tells me. ‘‘So they are instantly 
suspicious of anyone — man or woman — 
with a Harvard or Yale degree.”’ 
Consequently, she plans to spend her 
first few years (she graduated last June) 
in Cambridge’s liberal and supportive 
atmosphere. “At this stage I don’t want to 
be a ‘first,’ ’’ she tells me. ‘I don’t want to 
feel as if I always have to justify myself. 
There is time for that later on — if ever. 
As it is, I already find myself constantly 
defining and redefining my position. I 
realize that I’m not a man, and I don’t 
want to be a man, but traditionally the 
ministry is a man’s position and I have to 
make sure that I’m taking it on my own 
terms. I also realize that as a woman, and 
an Eastern-educated woman at that, I’m 
different. But that difference, in my 
opinion, allows me to speak to people 
who are ‘different’ in the same way. I 
don’t like to see that kind of 
communication as a feminist victory; I 
see it, instead, as the fulfillment of the 
minister's role: re-interpreting the 
message of Christianity so that it speaks 
to the people of today.”

- Gottlieb is called “‘rabbi’’ by the 
two congregations of deaf people that she 
serves in New York City, but the title is 
merely an honorific; the Conservative 











movement of the Jewish faith — the 
movement in which she was raised — still 
refuses to ordain women. “‘It’s 
exasperating, of course,” Gottlieb tells 
me. ‘But as a woman I’m virtually 
powerless to change it. In fact, even 
though the term ‘rabbi’ simply means 
‘authoritative teacher’ — and there is no 
reason why a woman couldn't act in that 
role — the Conservative movement 
refuses to change its male-only policy.” 

The only institution that has the power 
to ordain Conservative rabbis is the 
Rabbinical School of the Jewish 
Theological Seminary in New York City, 
and for the six years that Gottlieb has 
been intensely studying Judaism at the 
Hebrew University in Israel, Hebrew 
Union College in New York, and the 
Seminary’s own graduate school — she 
has been informed, plainly, that ‘the 
present policy of the Rabbinical School is 
to admit only male candidates.” 

Why bother trying to get approval 
from an institution that is obviously not 
at all eager to accept her? “Well, in a way, 
becoming a rabbi is a natural outgrowth 
of my religious upbringing,” she says. ‘’I 
don’t see it as a revolutionary act or 
anything like that — it’s just a logical 
development of my interest in the Jewish 
faith.” In fact, as many have noted, 
Gottlieb’s credentials are not only 
acceptable, but clearly superior to any 
male applicants to the Seminary. 
Recently, for example, she created her 
own Jewish liturgical sign language to 
communicate with her deaf 
congregations, and she has founded, and 
continues to dance in, what is probably 
the only Jewish feminist dance group in 
existence, Bat Kol. The Seminary’s 
admission policy has remained firm. 
However, there are signs that, with the 
influence of Gottlieb and others, the 
Seminary may be relenting. After 
repeated pressure from other Jewish 
groups within the Conservative 
movement, the chancellor of the 
Seminary, Dr. Gerson D. Cohen, has 
appointed a ‘‘Commission for the Study 
of Women in the Rabbinate.” And 
although some women within the 
movement feel that the Commission has 
been stacked with traditionalists, Gottlieb 
is hopeful. ‘“The Commission has been 
traveling around the country soliciting 
the opinions of different congregations,” 
she tells me. ‘‘And from what I hear the 


response seems to be favorable.” 

The Commission's findings are 
supposed to be available early this year, 
but even if they uphold the Seminary’s 
current policy, Gottlieb may go ahead 
and seek ordination outside the Seminary 
— a technically legal but controversial 
move. ‘I have been studying privately,” 
she tells me, “‘and there are rabbis who 
feel as strongly about the women-rabbi 
issue as I do. If ordination looks hopeless 
through the normal route, we may go 
ahead without the Seminary’s approval.” 

Whatever happens, Gottlieb still plans 
to continue with her two congregations 
and her dance troupe. “I think it’s 
important to keep both going,” she says. 
“Especially Bat Kol, because Bat Kol 
means ‘the female voice of God.’ 
According to tradition she was inspired, 
but nobody listened to her — I guess you 
can see why I think her message is 
important.”’ 


Dare Prinz was ordained in the 

Reform movement after graduating from 
Hebrew Union College in Cincinnati last 
July; she now serves as an assistant rabbi 
at the Central Synagogue in New York. 
Obviously, she sees the other side of the 
issue. ‘Traditionally, the Reform and the 
Reconstructionist movements. within the 
Jewish faith have been more sensitive to 
the place of women in prayer and practice 
than the Conservative and Orthodox 


movements,” she says. “In fact, women .- 


rabbis have been officially legal in the 
Reform movement since 1920 — although 
the first woman wasn’t ordained until 
seven years ago. In any event, the 
atmosphere was free enough in the 
Reform movement — which I was raised 
in — so that I never felt that this kind of 
involvement was impossible.” 

Has the life of a rabbi turned out as she 
planned? “It’s not too peculiar,”’ she 
replies. ‘‘I feei comfortable, and the 
congregation seems to accept me in this 
role. Of course there are occasional 
problems trying to keep my identity as a 
woman in a man’s role, and a few of the 
men in my congregation always make a 
big show of kissing the rabbi — but other 
than that, it’s pretty normal.” 

There are, however, still some issues 
that Prinz feels have yet to be resolved. 
The problem of rabbi maternity leaves, 


for example, is obviously something that

the hierarchy has yet to deal with,” she 
says. “And another problem is 
placement: it’s becoming apparent that 
many of the new women rabbis are 
simply not getting placed in the better 
congregations. We may need guidelines 
to make sure that the principle of sexual 
equality is also carried out in practice. But 
basically, I’d say that most people have 
discovered that beyond all the 
adjustments, the rabbi’s principal work — 
encouraging people to fulfill themselves 
— is something that can be done just as 
well by a woman. And that’s 
encouraging.”

I. her steel-gray robes and crimson 
stole, Rev. Mildred Palmer cuts an 
imposing figure as she stands before the 
Sunday morning congregation at the First 
Baptist Church in Cambridge. And her 
sermon — relaxed and informal — leaves 
little doubt that she is confident in her 
role. A Baptist minister, a preacher fox 
more than 29 years, and for a long time 
the only female minister in 
Massachusetts, Palmer obviously has a 
great deal of experience in the pulpit. 
From a pew at the back of the church, she 
looks like the pinnacle of female 
ministerial accomplishment. But when I 
talk with her later, even she isn’t overly 
eager to chalk up any significant victories 
for women in the Church. 

‘Naturally, I don’t agree with those 
people who are always quoting Paul — 
‘Let your women keep silence in the 
churches’,” she tells me. ‘’I believe that if 
you want to get your house painted, you 
don’t care whose hand holds the brush — 
you just want to get the job done. 

‘But in any case, I don’t think that the 
Protestants have anything to be 
particularly proud of. Sure we ordain 
women, but in most cases there aren’t 
really any jobs for them once they get out 
of school. In my opinion, we can’t really 
criticize the Catholics for not letting the 
women in. All we do is dress them up 
when they really have no place to go.” 

According to Palmer, the problem with 
women and the ministry is a basic one. 
“There are two kinds of churches,” she 
says, ‘‘the broad-minded and the poor. 
And since there really aren't any broad- 
minded ones around, thank God for the 
poor. Now I've been fortunate, I’ve gone

Pass the jug, part 


Watch on the 
American Rhine 


by Harvey Finkel 


M y colleagues at the Phoenix have 


been trying to get me to do jug wines for a 
long time, so I grabbed a shopping cart 
and here I am. I had to wriggle through a 
bewildering array of wine names and 
bottle sizes, and taste five dozen bottles. 
Here’s a case for spitting’s providing 
salvation, else the world’s biggest (and 
cheapest) hangover. 

Let’s begin by defining our sample. 
The wines are all from California — a 
good bet, for vin ordinaire from overseas 
is often less clean-tasting. Usually 
available in fifths, these wines also come 
in jugs, and that’s another sad story for 
the consumer. Besides the nuisance of 
metric proselytism, it’s costing us! The 
old half-gallon and gallon containers are 
now mostly replaced by one of 1.5 liters 
(about 51 ounces) and three liters (101 
ounces), and, despite lower cost per 
bottle, the price per ounce has risen with 
the acceptance of this new and true faith. 
I’ve stuck to non-vintage wines costing 
about $2 or less per fifth. Prices vary 
some from store to store, but not enough 
to matter. I'll quote the lowest price I 
came across for a fifth, unless the wine is 
available only in a larger size. The prices 
range from $1.15 to $2.29 per fifth, $2.49 
to $3.75 for 1.5 liters, $2.55 to $4.15 for 
the half-gallon, $3.99 to $5.99 for three 
liters, and $4.25 to $6.50 per gallon — 
most being on the low side of each span. 
Put another way, we’re drinking wine at 
3.3 to 8.9 cents an ounce. 

Except for big parties or for mulled or 
punched wine, it probably doesn’t pay to 
buy the big bottles. Though a bit cheaper 
per‘ounce, they are clumsy and heavy, 
and, more important, they don’t keep so 
well. These are wines designed for 
current drinking. They do not improve 
with airing as much as finer wines do. In 
fact within an hour or two of opening, 
sometimes less, many are apt to lose the 
attractive fruitiness that is their chief 
asset. The wines are widely available. 
Unlike many we've tasted, these are 
easier to find in local package stores and 
in the large supermarket-type operations 
than in the fine wine shops. 

The cheap white wines of California 
mostly are called either Rhine wine or 
Chablis, both audacious misnomers. 
These examples of generic naming, that 
is, giving the wine the name of a type of 
wine, may resemble the originals in some 
marketing person’s imagination. 
Unfortunately, at least at that level, the 
resemblance is usually rather fanciful. 
Other kinds of wine names include those 
of places, grape varieties and brands. The 
first two are restricted by place and grape 
to finer wines, though the American 
generic names Chablis and Burgundy are 
actually French place names. We'll 
explore the American Rhine today, plan a 
trip to Chablis-west next month, and a 
tasting of red jug wines after that. 

Before we taste the wines, a further 
word is in order about the genre. Why are 
these wines cheap? Where do they 
originate and from what sort of grapes 
are they made? How do they compare to 
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other wines of the same type and 
purpose? 

Well, it should be no surprise to 
learn that the wines are made from 
inexpensive raw materials in large, 
efficient plants. The Gallo wineries, for 
example, are the largest such edifices the 
world has ever seen, including even their 
own bottle-making facilities. Their 
capacity is in excess of a quarter of a 
billion gallons, which is more than some 
countries produce. Quality control and 
research are not neglected; indeed, a 
number of winemakers at premium 
vineyards have spent part of their 
formative years at large jug wineries like 
Gallo. 

Inexpensive grape varieties and 
hybrids, perhaps supplemented by grape 
concentrates, are blended to achieve what 
the winemaker and merchandiser 
conceive to be the public’s taste in 
drinking — usually neutral-flavored and 
more or less sweet. A major portion of the 
grapes comes from California’s Central 
Valley, productive of huge quantities of 
grapes, some suited better for eating or 
raisining than for winemaking. Certainly 
very little has the fruit concentration or 
acid balance necessary for the making of 
fine wines. 

Out of this comes some surprisingly 
decent wine and a lot of swill. They are 
neither as uniformly good as wine writers 
Bob Thompson (The California Wine 
Book) or Leon Adams (The Wines of 
America) suggest nor as poisonous as 
Robert Finigan venomously states in his 
newsletter, Private Guide to Wines. At 
this price level, one is probably a lot mote 
likely to get a drinkable wine from 
California than from Europe. In the case 
of the California ‘‘Rhine wines,’”’ the 
stylistic aim is soft and sweet German 
brand-name blends, mainly 
Liebfraumilch and the like (you know, 
Blue Nun, Black Cat, Bare Tush, etc.). I 
think the Germans may be, on the whole, 
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a bit better, but they are thrice the price, 
bringing us up to a significantly better 
grade of California wine, exemplified best 
by Chenin Blanc (See the Phoenix, 
August 30, 1977), French Vouvray 


. (November 1, 1977) or less-known but 


finer German vineyards or vineyard 
groups. 


Te to get to the wines. They come 
roughly in order of my preference, 
although yours may be vastly different. 
These ‘Rhine wines” are all rather sweet 
and thus difficult to serve with food. 
Some are sweet enough to be used as 
dessert wines; others may be pleasant for 
casual sipping, say with cookies or fruit. 

M. LaMont Rhine ($1.69) labels itself 
as an emerald riesling blend. This grape 
was created at the University of 
California by Harold Olmo from a 
crossing of white (Johannisberg) riesling 
with muscadelle. The wine is balanced 
and clean, presenting both fruit and a 
hint of muscat spiciness. 

Italian Swiss Colony began in 1880 as a 
utopian cooperative enterprise in Asti, 
Sonoma County. Like most such 
schemes, it didn’t work out. It is now part 
of the United-Heublein conglomerate, 
with an immense main facility at Madera, 
in the San Joaquin Valley. I’ve found that 
ISC wines are generally honest, attractive 
and quite drinkable. Colony Rhine 
($1.39) has nice pear and apricot scents. It 
is not excessively sweet, but clean-tasting 
and pleasant. It is clearly different from 
the other Colony white generic, 
presenting more ripe fruit. 

Paul Masson Rhine Castle ($2.29) is 
really a dessert wine. It is very sweet. 
Initially I couldn’t find the fruit and acid 
to go with the sugar, and there was a little 
bitterness. With some airing, however, it 
comes together to attain a quality level at 
least commensurate with its higher price. 

The next group of wines is a shade less 


good than those we've just tasted. Gallo 
Rhine Garten ($1.59) is also rather sweet 
yet hasn’t the balance and character of 
the Masson. It is not at all bad wine, since 
it does have attractive fruit. 

Incredibly, the Gallo brothers have felt 
the need to market a lower-priced line, so, 
borrowing their cousin’s name, they pour 
for our judgment Carlo Rossi’s Rhine 
($2.55 a half-gallon, the least expensive 
of all of our jug wines). It is bright and 
sweet, with an acid tingle. A bit artificial- 
tasting (grape concentrate?), though 
pleasant. 

Recently purchased by Coca Cola of 
New York, the Franzia family’s winery 
near Ripon is another of the large Central 
Valley Italidn-descent success stories. It 
produces about three dozen different 
vinous products. Franzia Rhine ($1.49) 
smells of raisins and tastes of sweet fruit, 
though it is somewhat short on vinosity. 
Not bad if you like the style. 

The large and well-known Taylor 
Wine Company of New York State, 
sensing the flow of the market, added a 
California division a couple of years ago. 
Evidently the Coca-Cola Company of 
Atlanta had the same idea. It bought 
Taylor in 1977 and added Sterling 
Vineyards and the Monterey Vineyard, 
thus joining its New York brother as one 
of the nation’s wine giants. Taylor 
California Cellars Rhine Wine ($2.19) is a 
competently made, rather neutral and 
commercial-tasting wine. Nothing wrong 
with it, but no individuality. 

The last four wines are, as a group, the 
least-favored of our Rhine journey. They 
all lack definite vinous character. Ernest 
and Julio’s other entry, Gallo Rhine Wine 
($1.65), has less fruit than their Rhine 
Garten. Though it is very sweet and has 
no glaring unpleasantness, -there’s not 
much to it. 

Somehow, I never seem to like Cribari 
wines, and they sure make a lot of them. 
The winery’s history is marked by such 
complicated purchases, transfers, 
takeovers and mergers that it defies 
understanding. It all has something to do 
with the patriarch of the family, 
Benjamin Cribari, acquiring the big old 
Roma winery in Fresno, with a sojourn 
by Schenley Distillers in the wine 
business, and, finally, with the Guild, a 
giant co-op, adding Cribari to its stable 
(which houses Roma, Cresta Blanca, 
Winemasters, Vino da Tavola and 
others). Famiglia Cribari Rhine Wine 
($1.39), however, isn’t at all complicated. 
It’s more like sugar water with a hint of 
vanilla. 

Almaden is another very large 
producer of many types of wines. They 
seem to attempt so much that they wind 
up chronically underachieving. Almaden 
makes everything from gallon jug 
generics to vintage varietals from 
delimited vineyard areas. Can't be done 

. well. Almaden Mountain Rhine 
($1.99) — the designation ‘‘mountain” 
has no redeeming significance — is no 
better than any of the cheaper ones. 
There’s too much sugar and not enough 
wine. 

I’m rather surprised at my last choice, 
Inglenook Navalle Rhine ($1.95), for this 
is usually a superior brand. Inglenook is a 
venerable Napa Valley vineyard that has 
given us in the past some of California’s 
most distinguished wines. Later 
expanding out of Napa to market cheaper 
wines as well, it, like Italian Swiss 
Colony, was bought by United Vintners, 
which in turn became part of the 
Heublein empire in 1968. Unlike the 
corporate conglomerate, the Navalle 
Rhine is very flabby. Unattractive, it just 
lies there. ®

Recipes to help you 
recover from holiday gluttony

N.... trust a cook who is thin, said 


the great and respected chef Fernand 
Point — unless you discover ihat he once 
wasn’t. Monsieur Point would trust me, 
especially at my post-holiday weight. 
Pounds pile on me each December and 
don’t disappear quickly. And my job 
makes it tough: I’m around food all the 
time, and I have no choice but to test 
recipes using some of the more tempting 
items on the grocery shelves. Yet I 
wouldn't want to stay out of the kitchen 
altogether. And I don’t trust diets that 
eliminate all carbohydrates. Although an 
excess of these is one reason for my, 
annual weight gain, I don’t believe in 
complete withdrawal. Also, I refuse to 
spray my frying pan with Pam before 
sautéing a chicken breast with dried 
onion flakes. And artificial sweetener, 
God willing, shall never pass my lips, no 
matter what the successful diet clinics say 
about its versatility. 

This is not to say that I disapprove of 
places like Weight Watchers and Diet 
Workshop. It would be fairly simple to 
take their basic plan and eliminate all the 
artificial stuff in the recipes. Certainly I 
like the idea of eating balanced meals, and 
approve of plans (like theirs) which are 
varied enough to enable someone to go to 
a restaurant while he or she is dieting. 
And we have all heard the countless 
success stories both WW and DW have 
produced over the years: the slow, 
methodical, balanced approach is by far 
the most sensible. 

But those of us who are willing to 
admit it know that preoccupations with 
food on any level are related to far more 
complex issues. In the end, whatever 
method you choose to curb your weight 
— as long as it is basically healthy or, if 
unbalanced, does not last any longer than 
the suggested period — can’t be knocked 
if it works. Let’s just assume you know 
enough to go to a doctor and get off the 
diet when signals like dizziness or 
headaches warn you to do so. 

I do have one bit of advice for the 
people whom I once heard a psychiatrist 
refer to as ‘‘true thins’: have a little 
compassion. No one goes on a diet of any 
sort without wanting to talk about it all 
the time. Be supportive and eat your 
cookies in the closet. 

The recipes that follow are part of my 
own regime. Although both are basically 
sauceless and fatless, there is enough 
variety of texture and artistry to make the 
meal interesting enough to present to a 
“true thin’ companion. 


Chicken with a julienne of vegetables 
cooked in a plastic bag 
Serves two 

My household disapproves of using 
those special plastic roasting bags, telling 
me they contribute to the sort of waste we

deplore. I use them because I don’t have a 
brick casserole, which is based on exactly 
the same concept: locking the moisture 
inside the vessel while it is breathing 
enough to cook as well as brown the 
meat. I reminded my household that the 
appropriate vessels cost upwards of $15, 
while eight small roasting bags can be had 
for much less. Use whatever your 
ecological conscience dictates: if you 
choose to use the bags, though, get the 
ones that are made specially for the 
purpose of oven cooking and follow the 
package’s directions, and mine, exactly. 

1 -10-by-16-inch plastic roasting bag; 

1 tablespoon flour; 

2 small whole chicken breasts or legs 
(to total 1% pounds); 

4 long thin carrots, peeled and trimmed 
at both ends; 

1 large (or 2 small) stalks of celery, 
trimmed; 

1/3 pound fresh green beans, topped 
and tailed; 

2 medium onions; 

1/2 pound mushrooms, trimmed at 
stem end; 

Salt and freshly ground black pepper, 
to taste; 

1 teaspoon dried rosemary. 

Preheat the oven to 350 degrees. Open 
the bag and put in the flour. Hold the end 
closed and shake the flour in the bag so it 
coats the entire inside. Then set the bag in 
a roasting tin large enough to hold it 
comfortably and arrange the bag so it is 
completely opened up at the end but flat 
inside the tin. 

If you’re using chicken breasts, flatten 
them on a board by pressing the 
breastbone once, hard, to break it. The . 
chicken legs can be used as is. 

Quarter the carrots lengthwise, or, if 
they are very thick, cut them lengthwise 
into sixths. Cut across the long pieces at 
two-inch intervals to make julienne 
strips. Put these in a small saucepan with 
enough cold water to cover them and 
bring the water to a boil. Boil them 
steadily for 2 minutes. Drain the carrots, 
rinse them with cold water and set them 
aside. 

Fill the saucepan with water again and 
bring it to a boil. 

Meanwhile, cut the celery lengthwise 
into quarters (for small stalks; sixths, if 
you use a large stalk). Cut across the 
segments to make two-inch sticks. Halve 
the green beans, or cut them into thirds if 
they are very long; you want two-inch 
sticks again.. Drop the beans and celery 
stalks into the boiling water, return the 
water just to the boil and drain the 
vegetables at once; then rinse them with 
cold water until the green beans turn a 
bright color again. Set these ingredients 
aside. 

Cut the onions in half through the root

Another side of the mountains 


Ski Maine: Tear yourself away from New Hampshire and Vermont

dew are those who claim that Maine 
skiing is the best-kept secret in New 
England — and their arguments are pretty 
persuasive. This winter, you might try to 
pull yourself away from Vermont and 
New Hampshire long enough to try the 
slopes of the Pine Tree State. 

It just isn’t in the nature of the Down 
Easters to beat their own drum, even to 
promote what might be a lucrative tourist 
trade. Consequently, Maine ski areas 
haven't made the big media splash. In 
truth, most of them don’t have the extra 
bucks to wage a high-powered (or even 
50-watt) campaign, so they’ve just 
muddled along on their own, losing out to 
the Green,and White Mountain resorts. 
But Maine has some heart-stopping 
skiing, as well as some easy-to-learn-on 
slopes. And they’re just a left turn off I- 
95, (except for Camden Snow Bowl, 
down on the coast). 

Although Maine is the largest of the 
New England states, it has the fewest ski 
areas of the four major ski states. The 
White Book of US Ski Areas lists 39 areas 
each for Vermont and New Hampshire, 
36 for Massachusetts and 25 for Maine. 
And these numbers can be deceiving, for 
you can count Maine’s major ski areas on 
one ski glove: the four S’s — Sugarloaf 
USA, Saddleback, Squaw and Sunday 


River — and Pleasant Mountain. 


W.... skiers talk about Maine, they 


invariably start with Sugarloaf, the huge 
resort in the Carrabassett Valley, halfway 
up the state, about five hours’ drive from 
Boston. Sugarloaf is strictly major league, 
with a vertical drop of 2637 feet, the only 
summit snowfields in the East and a 
system of downhill runs to satisfy any 
skier. Eleven lifts service 44 trails spread 
over the mountain, including the three- 
mile Tote Road for intermediates. 

The upper reaches of Sugarloaf offer 
knee-pounding expert terrain that is 
unquestionably the finest in Maine. And 
halfway down, skiers hit some of the 
longest runouts in the East, wide 
boulevards where the rookies can mix 
with the rockets. Don’t get the idea 
Sugarloaf is only for the hotshots; au 
contraire, mon ami — there are 30 novice 
‘and intermediate trails lacing the 
mountain. And that’s more terrain just 
for easy-rider skiers than some ski resorts 
offer altogether. 

If alpine skiing is not what you’re 
after, the Carrabassett Valley Ski Touring 
Center offers miles of woodland trails for 
cross-country skiers. These trails connect 
with the base area at Sugarloaf and with 
the mountainside condominiums and 
lodges. 

The off-slope activities in the valley 


include more zany events and offbeat 
characters than a Marx Brothers film 
festival. The annual Yellow-Nosed Vole 
Day celebration is past, but just ahead 
(January 27 through February 2) is the 
traditional White, White World Winter 
Carnival, which includes nocturnal 
frivolity and slopeside shenanigans such 
as barrel-stave races, the national body- 
sliding championships, lollipop races for 
kids and a nighttime downhill/cross- 
country race. Later in the season: March 
31, NFL Players’ Association vs. Ski 
School Snow football game; April 1, 
annual world heavyweight ski race; April 
7 to 8, Peugeot Pentathlon (pole, peddle, 
paddle relay race); April 21-22, canoeski 
and Carrabassett downriver race. 
Accommodations range from 


mountainside condos to low-budget spots 
such as the Sugarloafer’s Ski Dorm in 
Kingfield ($11 daily, MAP — includes 
breakfast and dinner). For apres ski, the 
Red Stallion Inn has traditionally been 
the unofficial headquarters and part-time 
Animal House, but Sugarloaf’s base area 
is making inroads into such merriment. 
Valley Crossing, a small shopping/dining 
complex, was divided into seven sections 
and hauled to the base area, where it was 
reassembled a year ago — now there are a 
couple of first-rate restaurants and gin 
mills right at the mountain. In addition, 
the Sugarloaf Inn added two more floors 
of rooms last fall and expanded its dining 
and quaffing facilities. In Kingsfield, 
Winter’s Inn, a Victorian-era country 
guest house, was once the Stanley (as in 


Steamer) brothers’: mansion. And One 
Stanley Avenue is a restaurant in another 
fine Victorian home; the veal is superb. 


i tiscsecs Mountain, in Rangeley, is 
the second-largest ski resort in the state 
and the archetypical Maine ski area; low- 
key, with some terrific trails and lots of 
potential. Recently bought by Boston 
businessman Donald Breen, Saddleback 
is about a 40-minute drive from 
Sugarloaf — and many Saddleback 
visitors make the drive since Rangeley is, 
uh, quiet. It has nearly 20 trails, and since 
it’s located in an open, bowl-like 
ridgeline, it has the potential for about 
two dozen more. Saddleback’s vertical 
drop is 1900 feet; some trails seem like 
two straight miles of moguls, while others 
are the most accommodating, gently 
pitching and bobbing routes you'll find. 

About four years ago, a lift-line trail 
was cut to the true summit of saddleback, 
but the lift itself never went in because of 
the previous owner’s money troubles. 
This winter, Saddleback is providing 
weekend Sno-cat shuttle service to the 
summit for skiers who want to tackle the 
mile-long trail. A new midweek package 
(MAP and offered at four inns) costs 
$105 for five nights and includes lift 
tickets. A weekend package is $48, also 
MAP with lift tickets thrown in. 

The northernmost resort is Squaw, at 
the foot of 40-mile Moosehead Lake. Its 
breathtaking views niay beat those of any 
ski area in New England, if not the entire 
East; the timberlands, mountains and 
white-carpeted lake are a scenic backdrop 
for some excellent, though mostly 
intermediate, skiing. 

Squaw is an intriguing area, a 
mountain with a 1750-foot vertical drop 
but just over a dozen trails cut through 
the woodlands. Formerly owned by Scott 
Paper Company, the area was given to the 
state four years ago, although Scott 
retains logging rights. It’s odd that this 
company, which has clear-cut many 
logging areas, chose not to carve up its ski 
area, but carefully laid out and cut the 
trails. 


io Inn at Squaw Mountain, right at 
the base area, looks down the lake and 
has an indoor pool for refreshing apres- 
ski dips. In “downtown” Greenville, the 
Greenville Inn has scrumptious food and 
comfortable lodging.

But first, some 
earthly advice

§ you had been quick about it, you could have picked 
up a round-trip airline ticket from New York to Los 
Angeles for $99. This Pan American bargain began in 
mid-November and doesn’t end until mid-May, but there 
is a catch: all the seats were sold out by December 9. The 
best offer Pan Am has now for the New York-to-LA run 
is $340, the regular round-trip economy fare, or $272.40 
if you buy your ticket two to three weeks in advance. 

Shopping around a bit more, you'll find that United is 
offering a nighttime ‘‘super-saver’’ round trip between 
Boston and LA during February and March for $236 — 
50 percent of the regular coach fare of $472. There are 
some rules, though: you have to make reservations at 
least 30 days in advance; you can’t depart before 9 p.m., 
or on Friday, Saturday or Sunday; and you have to stay 
on the West Coast at least a week, returning no later than 
the end of March. Other airlines currently have similar 
West Coast deals. 

Another bargain some of the airlines are offering 
during February and March allows one child under 12 to 
travel free with each paying adult on any domestic flight 
except — you guessed it — those to Florida. The charge 
for kids under 12 usually is two-thirds the full fare; 
infants ordinarily go free. 

As you can see, there’s quite a selection of airfare 
bargains available if you can plan well in advance and 
take the time to shop around. As one airport official put 
it, airlines are obligated to advise you of their lowest fare 
between two points, but not to tell you that another guy 
is running a better deal. 

Generally, there isn’t much price competition, and 
fares are consistent among all carriers, on such routine, 
easily filled flights as Boston to Washington, DC. But 
there are low-fare specials popping up all the time. The 
airlines call them ‘‘excursion fares,”’ ‘‘discount fares,” 
“freedom fares’ and ‘‘super-savers,”’ and the savings 
usually range from 20 to 50 percent. 

Airlines offering these deals ordinarily set aside a 
limited number of seats on regular flights — usually 
about 10 percent of the spaces on a plane, which means 
25 on a 250-seat DC-10. These seats have to be 
purchased well ahead of time, sometimes 60 days or more 
in advance, and often sell out quickly, especially around

holidays and school vacations. Also, you are required to 
stay at your destination for a certain length of time and 
return no later than a specified date. Although you have 
to pay for your ticket way ahead of time, you can usually 
get a full refund if you cancel, even at the last minute. (If 
there’s a chance you might have to cancel, of course, you 
should be sure this is the plan you’ve chosen.) 


VU. these plans evolve when one airline 
announces an excursion rate and others follow suit. 
While all will probably charge the same price, it’s a good 
idea to check around to see if someone has come up with 
a new wrinkle. 

Then there are the late-night flights, sometimes called 
‘red-eye specials’’ because the travelers (not the crew, 
one hopes) are weary. These are discount flights, often 
leaving after midnight, usually to popular vacation 
destinations. You save on the fare, and you can save a 
day’s rent at the hotel on the other end, though perhaps 
at the expense of a little sleep. These flights are scheduled 
frequently, because the airlines have to get planes to 
locations where they are needed later that day. They 
figure it’s better to send them loaded with cheapskates 
than to fly them empty. 

Occasionally there are some standby specials, usually 
to Europe, that offer you a low fare but don’t guarantee a 
seat — you hang around the airport waiting for one. An 





extreme example of the dismal side of this offer is what 
happened in Amsterdam last summer: hundreds hung 
around that airport for days, waiting for a return flight to 
Boston in a Pan Am standby deal. Normally, flying 
standby means you decided to travel too late to make a 
reservation. You're a full-fare customer, but you'll get a 
seat only if someone with a reservation doesn’t show. 
The odds are pretty good, though; the airlines figure on a 
no-show rate of nearly 10 percent per plane. 

The airlines are equipped to handle just about any 
arrangements you need — ground transportation at your 
destination, hotel reservations, package tours. But if you 
want to shop around or arrange a complex trip, it’s not a 
bad idea to see what a travei agency has to say. A good 
one will know the latest on air-fare deals, and its services 
won't cost you anything, since agencies’ commissions 
come from the airlines, hotels, etc. 


A word about baggage. You're allowed three pieces of 
luggage free, and you can carry one aboard if it’s small 
enough to fit under the seat. There’s a weight limit of 70 
pounds per bag, and a $12 charge if the bag weighs 
between 70 and 150 pounds. If it’s over 150, you're out 
of luck — it’s got to go air freight. 
If a bag gets lost, the problem is usually that it went on 
to the next stop, and you'll get it back in a day or so.

Good Italian food 


in unusual surroundings

The House Restaurant: 12 Wilton Street, Allston; 783- 
5701; open for dinner every day from 5 p.m. to 11 p.m.; 
three house wines — red, white, and rose — and beer are 
served; all major credit cards are accepted; no 
reservations are taken; there is a short flight of rough, 
wooden stairs at the entrance. 


W.. equal fairness, The House could be written up 


by an architect, an interior designer, a building 
contractor, a laid-back Californian (preferably from Big 
Sur), a feature writer covering the gay scene or a 
restaurant reviewer. Yet even if you are none of the 
above, you are apt to find The House worth a visit just to 
see the unique character which owner Tony Bosco has 
imposed on the neighborhood, the building, the decor 
and the food. A cryptic note on the back of the menu 
gives you a vague idea of the casual and informal nature 
of this operation: ‘Under construction since 1973.” 
Indeed, the place does have a somewhat unfinished air 
about it, and additions and alterations seem to be a part 
of its style. The latest appendage, for example, is an eld 
railroad dining car, moved through Cambridge to the 
premises, in spite of a breakdown and other obstacles en 
route. Tony was planning to have it ready for business 
on New Year’s Eve. 

The food at The House is exclusively Italian, and most 
of the dishes we tried were well-prepared. Antipasto 
($3.95) blended the local standard mixture of iceberg 
lettuce, olives, peppers, other vegetables — fresh and 
pickled — carefully tossed with a good dressing of 
oil, vinegar and herbs. Oregano predominated. A small 
order of pasta, served as a first course ($1.25), consisted 
of properly cooked linguini and a bland tomato sauce 
that desperately needed salt and other seasonings to perk 
it up. 














Only the minestrone (cup $1.25, bowl $2) among our 
openers was beyond remedy. The broth was thin — 
especially for winter — and the soup had been reheated 
too many times. What may have started out as fresh 
vegetables had turned to mush; what were once firm 
legumes had burst their skins, thereby imparting a furry 
texture to the broth. 

As if to-announce a pause between appetizers and 
entrees, a train streaked by (tracks abut the restaurant on 
one side and the Mass. Pike on the other). We used this 
interlude to take stock of our surroundings: not one but 
two floors have been removed above the main dining 
area. In this yawning space, only the joists remain to

The darker, smaller dining area at the ek has a 
sloped ceiling with vaults, red light bulbs, a free-standing 
metal (and working) fireplace, rounded arched windows 
housing a few plants, red-and-white-checked tablecloths, 
and wobbly chairs with cane seats. Given the nostalgia 
evoked by the train and the delectable aroma and warmth 
of the hardwood fire, we were in a mellow mood by the 
time the main courses arrived. Somehow it all makes 
sense, even the Big Sur cool and the laid-back waiters in 
jeans and rumpled shirts who proved to be surprisingly 
efficient as they moved around the spacious interior. The 
ambiance is ski chalet cum Hampshire College — if that’s 
any help. 

Main courses range from cheap to expensive and from 
mundane to excellent. Chicken or veal is available 
parmigiana-style with eggplant, cacciatore, French-style 
or with marsala (all $8.95 with salad and a side order of 
pasta included). We sampled veal marsala — tender 
scallops topped with prosciutto and mushrooms. The 
velvet sauce was marred only by the raw taste of the 
cooking wine; rapid reduction over high heat would have 
solved that problem. Shrimp and clams diavolo with 
linguini ($11.95) came with an enormous heap of al dente 
pasta tossed with a tangy tomato sauce that tasted of red 
pepper and clam juice. The pasta was surrounded by firm 
shrimp with tails intact and clams left in their shells and 
steamed a little too long. 

If you can afford it, have the. veal rollitini ($12.95). 
Good veal, tender and pounded thin, is stacked with 
slices of eggplani, white cheese and prosciutto before it is 
rolled, sprinkled with parmigiana, and baked in a 
delicate, buttery wine sauce. A fine dish, skillfully 
executed. 

An abundance of garlic bread ($1.25) had neither 
turned to stone nor gone limp with grease. Had it arrived 
hot, it would have been outstanding. With salads comes a 
deja vu: minus several ingredients, they are otherwise 
dead ringers for the antipasto. 

You can get decent espresso ($1.50) to accompany or 
to follow the extraordinary pastry ($2.50) made by a 
baker who is as inventive as he is honest. Our meal ended 
with slices of his creation called Anna Laura torte — a 
layer of genoise cake between two layers of chocolate, 
iced with a superb rum and chocolate butter cream. 
Miraculously, it was neither leaden nor too sweet, and it 
gave us the ludicrous impression that we were 
consuming only a few calories. 

I had intended to conclude with a report on the gay bar 
downstairs, but our visit was truncated before we could 
search out the ‘Delivery Entrance,’’.as the lower quarters 
are called: just as we were being inundated with cigarette 
smoke from a nearby table, a denim-clad waiter told a 
member of our group to extinguish his cigar. This 
evidently is a Tony Bosco rule, and you can take it or 
leave it. We left.

far; at one time I was a vice-president of 
the American Baptist Convention. But if 
you're a woman minister you've got to 
out-preach, out-teach and generally out- 
smart all the male ministers just to stay 
even.” ; 

For all her enthusiasm, Palmer did 
admit that she saw the other side of the 
coin. ‘Actually, to tell you the truth, of 
all the women ministers I’ve met — and 
I’ve met many — there are only two 
ordained women that I would want as my 
pastor,” she says. ‘“The problem with 
most of them is that they are just not 
good preachers — their voices are too 
squeaky.” 


* * * 


T.. Catholic tradition is simply not 
reformable,’’ Mary Daly, Boston College 
theology professor and self-proclaimed 
“post-Christian feminist,” tells me. ‘In 
my view it even serves to legitimize 
sexism. A woman trying to reform 
traditional religion is like a black trying to 
reform the Ku Klux Klan. It just won’t 
work.” Mary Daly is a different kind of 
religious woman — one who sends chills 
down the spines of many church elders, 
who see her as a particularly depressing 
symbol of what could happen if the 
demands of religious women are ignored 
for too long. Daly’s views are especially 
distressing because 10 years ago she was 
considered by these same men to be the 
most eloquent advocate for the women’s 
movement within the Catholic Church. 
Her book, The Church and the Second 
Sex, was a campus best-seller; she 
debated William F. Buckley Jr. on 
television, and lectured to academic 
audiences and women’s groups all over 
the country. Then, in the early ‘70s, she 
became frustrated, ‘‘sick and tired,’’ she 
tells me, “of ‘dialoguing’ with mindless 
idealists.’’ All at once, she left the 
Church, declared herself a ‘’ post- 
Christian feminist,’’ and began another 
series of campus tours urging other 
women to follow her lead. The whole 
situation has put the fear of God, so to 
speak, in the Boston College Jesuits. 


Daly’s change of heart became even 
more evident in 1975, when a second 
edition of The Church and the Second 
Sex was published, along with a “’post- 
Christian introduction by the author.” In 
it, Daly rejects all the hope that was held 
out by the earlier volume, and instead 
urges women to break completely with 
the Judeo-Christian tradition. Of her 
earlier days she states simply that she was 
laboring under a ‘‘cloud of optimism... 
unable to perceive that sexism was 
inherent in the symbol system of 
Christianity itself and that a primary 
function of Christianity in Western 
culture has been to legitimize sexism.” 
Today, apparently, she no longer suffers 
from such delusions. ‘“The problem,”’ she 
writes, “‘can be described more directly 
and unequivocally: I would say that 
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sexist conceptualizations, images and 
attitudes concerning God, spawned in a 
patriarchial society, tend to breed more 
sexist ideas and attitudes, and together 
these function to legitimate and 
perpetuate sexist institutions and 
behavior. Briefly, if God is male, then the 
male is God.” 


D alyis clearly speaking against 


Judeo-Christian tradition in general, but 
her frustration is undeniably Catholic in 
origin. For in recent years, it has been the 
Catholic Church that has been the least 
responsive to the demands of its female 
members. For one thing, the pope always 
has the final words and the last three 
popes have come out unequivocally 
against the idea of women priests. For 
another, groups like the Sacred 
Congregation for the Doctrine of Faith 
periodically cite what many theologians 
consider insultingly shaky arguments 
against the ordination of women, the 
latest being that women lack ‘a natural 
resemblance’ to Jesus Christ (which has 
led some feminists to comment that only 
circumcised males and Galilean fishermen 
are now eligible for the priesthood). For 
the most part, though, Catholic women 
continue to struggle for women’s 
ordination within the system — with 
extended and elaborately argued articles 
and letters in Commonweal, the foremost 
Catholic magazine (whenever it prints an 
article even mildly critical of the women’s 
ordination movement, it has to reserve 
three or four pages in the next issue for 
replies), with workshops and classes, and 
with national and international 
conferences, which generally turn out to 
be wildly passionate affairs. At the most 
recent, held in Baltimore, one feminist 
was overheard commenting to a priest, ‘’ 
don’t mind a priest being here. It keeps 
alive my anger at this sexist institution.” 


Claire McGowen, a Dominican nun 
and a faculty member at the Weston 
Theological School in Cambridge, ,is one 
of these Catholic women activists. Not 
surprisingly, she takes a view opposite 
Daly’s. “Il like to see myself as a bridge- 
builder, not a bridge-burner,’’ she says. 
‘And actually, even though the pope has 
come out, once again, against women 
priests, I think that our efforts are 
working, especially since to me this latest 
papal announcement sounded 
suspiciously like a death rattle — as if he 
was trying to stave off the inevitable with 
one last pronouncement. As | said, I see 
hope in all this — if you’re a Catholic you 


learn to rejoice in the smallest victories — 
and though I personally don’t desire to 
become a priest, I think the ordination of 
women would do women — and the 
Church — a great deal of good.” 

Mary Daly, naturally, will have none 
of this. “Change?” she asks. ‘’That’s like 
asking if you can change cancer. It’s up to 
women now to reject the Western 
religious tradition and reclaim their own 
spirituality.”” Needless to say, even the 
instant ordination of women in the 
Catholic Church would not satisfy Daly 
— she feels that would simply be a ‘‘Band- 
Aid way of dealing with the problem.” 
To her, radical surgery is the only 
solution. And if this idea gains 
credibility, it could be a sign to the 
Church that this polite revolution may 
not remain polite too much longer. *

and stem. Set the halves on the board, flat 
side down, and make thin strips by 
cutting them in slices from root to stem. 
Pile the onions in the bottom of the 
plastic bag. 

Cut the mushroom caps into four even 
slices and then cut across the slices to 
make small pieces. Add them to the 
onions. 

Put the blanched carrots, green beans 
and celery on top of the vegetables in the 
bag and sprinkle them with salt and 
pepper. 

Crush the rosemary in the palm of 
your hand and sprinkle half of it on the 
vegetables, and the other half on the 
chicken. Season the chicken with salt and 
pepper and lay it in the bag, skin side up. 
Shut the bag with its special twist-tie and 
make six half-inch slits with the tip of a 
knife in the top of the bag. Set the 
roasting tin in the preheated oven. 

Bake the chicken for 70 minutes, or 
until a skewer inserted through one of the 
slits into the thickest part of the chicken 
is very hot to the tongue when 
withdrawn. 

Lift the plastic bag carefully onto a 
platter. With scissors, cut away the top of 
the bag, lift off the rest and discard it. 
Spoon some of the juices that 
accumulated during cooking onto the 
chicken and serve it at once. You will love 
it, | promise you. 


Scallops with vegetables 
Serves two 
This is the most gorgeous, colorful 


dish: slices of yellow squash, green dots 
of pepper, red slices of tomato (the 
cooking of which, surprisingly, seems to 
improve their texture and flavor), orange 
from the sliced carrots, and studs of white 
scallops. When everything is finished 
baking, transfer the ingredients very 
carefully to two warmed dinner plates; 
dishes such as this that have no sauce but 
some pan juices might cool on the way to 


the table. 


4 long, thin young carrots, peeled and 
trimmed at both ends; 

3 small yellow squash; 

1 green pepper, cored; 

3 large round slices of onion, separated 
into rings; 

1 pound sea or bay scallops; 

3 tablespoons dry vermouth; 

2 medium tomatoes, cored; 

Salt and freshly ground black pepper, 
to taste; 

Pinch each of dried tarragon, chervil 
and basil. 

Preheat the oven to 350 degrees. 


Cut the carrots into thick diagonal 
slices and put them in a saucepan with 
enough water to cover them. Bring the 
water to a boil, lower the heat slightly, 
and boil the carrots steadily for five 
minutes. Drain them at once and rinse 
them with cold water. 

Put the carrots in the bottom of an 12- 
or 13-inch shallow baking dish (do not 
use an aluminum one). Cut the squash 
into half-inch diagonal slices and pile 
them on top of the carrots. 

Cut the cored pepper in half, remove 
any seeds, and cut the flesh lengthwise 
into thick strips; then cut across the 
strips to make three-quarter-inch dice. 
Scatter the peppers on the squash. Place 
the onion rings on the peppers and then 
set the scallops all around the dish. 

Sprinkle everything with the dry 
vermouth. Cut the tomatoes into quarters 
and place them on top of the scallops, cut 
side up. Sprinkle all the ingredients with 
the salt and pepper, and with the dried 
tarragon, chervil and basil. 

Cover the dish with foil; if the 
ingredients are domed in the dish, arrange 
the foil in a higher dome so it does not 
touch anything. 

Place this in the oven and bake it at 350 
degrees for 50 to 55 minutes, or until the 
scallops are white and the squash and 
carrots seem tender when pierced with a 
skewer; the tomatoes should retain their 
shape. 

To transfer the food to individual 
plates: I’ four tomato quarters with two 
spoons and arrange them on the edge of 


one dinner plate, then do the same for the 
other. 

Lift out the seafood and vegetables and 
divide them between the two plates. Coat 
both with the hot liquid from the bottom 
of the baking dish and serve at once.»

In southern Maine, Sunday River in 
Bethel is expanding with a $6.5 million 
program that includes a new base lodge 
and condominium layout, a semi-new lift 
(taken from Killington, its sister 
operation in Vermont), two more trails, 
additional snowmaking and expanded 
parking facilities. The mountain is 
beginning to tap some of its potential, 
and only the lack of housing in the area 
retards it growth. The new condos — 72 
will be built over the next two years — 
will add much-needed bunk space to 
what is, in keeping with the wishes of 
Killington management, an everything- 
for-everyone area with plenty of novice, 
intermediate and expert terrain. 

Close by, Pleasant Mountain in 
Bridgton is the oldest ski area in Maine — 
41 years this season. A stubborn Yankee 
in its refusal to install snowmaking (it 
pays the price for it sometimes, too), 
Pleasant is run by BC graduate Tim Cyr. 
Six lifts serve 20 trails on a vertical drop 
of 1250 feet. With new snow, the skiing 
is dynamite; otherwise, the ‘‘snow 
farmers” groom and regroom the 
mountain to get as much mileage out of 
the snowflakes as possible. Not having 
snowmaking makes Pleasant, more than 
any other major area, a slave to the 
elements. 

Evergreen Valley and Mount Abram 
are pretenders to the ‘big-time’ label. 
EV, on the eastern fringe of the White 
Mountains, has been mired in financial 
problems for several years, although its 
potential is unquestioned; more 
condominiums are being built this winter, 
so perhaps financial stability — and then 
maturity — will settle in at that area. 
Mount Abram has a nice 1000-foot 
vertical drop, but I’ve yet to meet a 
Boston-area skier who's been there. If 
they do head that way, Pleasant 
Mountain or Sunday River usually pick 
them off before they get to Abram. 

If you're after something different, try 
oceanside Camden Snow Bowl, a 
municipally-owned area on the 
Rockport-Camden line. The ocean views 
are striking, especially when you're used

to zipping down a trail and seeing just 
more mountains. Coming up: the annual 
Snow Bowl Winter Carnival (January 14 
through 20). 

So much for some of the biggies in 
Maine. One of the smallest areas — Lost 
Valley, just outside Auburn — is one of 
the most active in the state. Lost Valley 
has only a 249-foot vertical drop, but it’s 
the mouse that roared when it comes to 
ski traffic. The area’s feisty management 
has put together a crackerjack ski- 
instruction program that draws 
newcomers from municipal recreation 
programs as far away as two hours down 
the coast. It picks the pocket of other 
areas by luring skiers with its 
instructional program and its nighttime 
skiing. And the LV lounge rocks with the 
best — yet another enticement. 

If you still want more, there’s Tater 
Mountain in Temple (four slopes and 
trails), White Bunny in Fort Fairfield (one 
trail, 30 acres of slopes) and Lonesome 
Pine in Fort Kent (beginner slope and 
intermediate run). 

One final word: any skier knows that 
midweek is the best time to hit the slopes, 
since the crowds are gone and the prices 
are down. In Maine, midweek prices are 
rock bottom ($4 at Mount Abram, $4.50 
at Evergreen, $5 at Pleasant) and weekend 
rates are economical. (Sugarloaf has the 


top pricé at $12, while*other areas are in 
the $9 to $10 range.) It’s tough to beat 
those prices — and you won’t have many

complaints about the skiing, either. For

Always pack a tag with your 

name and address inside your luggage, 
since outside ones sometimes 

get torn off. The airlines all have 
baggage desks or offices so report 

lost or damaged luggage there promptly. 
The airlines are liable for up to $700 in 
baggage damage per ticket, and you can 
buy additional baggage insurance at the 
airport for as little as 10 cents per $1000. 

A couple of other points: 

— Get to the airport at least half an 
hour (an hour is better) before your 
flight. You've got to check in with the 
airline and go through a security 
screening, and the lines are sometimes 
long. 

— And never buy your ticket from 
someone at the neighborhood deli who 
says he’s changed his plans and is willing 
to let you have it cheap. It’s a common 
flim-flam game, say airport authorities: 
he probably could get a full refund if it

Worlds in collision 


Updike’s Coup: An African safari, an American trip

/ = classmate Michael Arlen describes the 

John Updike of 20 books and a quarter-century ago as 
“thin, storklike, waiting for success to put flesh on his 
bones.’’ John Cheever, a rival in American fiction, 
updates Arlen’s view — at least as far as literary bulk is 
concerned — by calling Updike ‘‘the most brilliant and 
versatile writer of his generation.”” The Coup (Alfred A. 
Knopf, 299 pp., $8.95) affirms both assessments: it 
shows the hand of the master and that of the still 
willing apprentice to his own sorcery. The novel 
succeeds as a rangy satire and sensational mix of fact 
and fantasy. It strikes out to treat issues of politics and 
society as well as familiar Updike themes of belief, 
mortality and what Wallace Stevens called ‘‘the sexual 
myth.” The Coup’s grace and inventiveness also define 
its limits. For, as the novel succumbs to the charms of 
its main character, leaving unsettled the destiny of his 
state, it sets a further task for Updike: to transcend his 
winning innocence and wit and weigh in with 
judgment, to test his gift for vivid imagining and 
human insight in a book whose substance matches the 
grand scale of his fine prose. 

Colonel Hakim Felix Ellellou is the willful leader of 
Updike’s Kush, an imaginary African country, like the 
real Chad, whose northern half is Saharan and southern 
portion forested or meagerly farmed for peanuts. ‘A 
land of delicate, delectable emptiness,’’ Kush gained 
independence in 1960, when, in fact, some 300 million 
Africans in 40 states struck out fo: freedom from 
colonial rule. Ellellou had been the protege of French 
puppet King Edumu IV, Lord of Wanjiji, whom the 
colonel imprisoned after coming to power in 1968. The 
Coup masquerades as Ellellou’s memoirs, a narrative 
which moves smoothly between the “‘selves’”’ of the 
third and first persons: “the one who acts, and the ‘I’ 
who experiences. This latter is passive even in a 
whirlwind of the former’s making, passive and guiltless 
,and astonished.” 

+ The memoirs begin«in 1973. Ellellou chairs ‘the 


Supreme Conseil Revolutionnaire et Militaire pour 
l’Emergence, administers defense and presides over 
Kush. Obsessed with the vengeance visited by Allah on 
his Islamic-Marxist state in the guise of a five-year 
drought, he drives north in his Mercedes-Benz to 
inspect a hidden Soviet missile base and, more 
important, the ways of his people — to discover the 
cause of Kushite suffering. At the border of 
neighboring Sahel, Ellellou finds a pyramid of 
American aid in the form of food. A cheery foreign- 
service type can’t comprehend the colonel’s rejection of 
these ‘‘table scraps of a society both godless and 
oppressive’; unwittingly, he goads Ellellou to rage. The 
furious president, torching the pile of food and the 
hapless American standing atop it, ignites a fuse of plot 
that twists and sometimes sparks until its end. 

While Ellellou wanders, his chief aide and minister of 
the interior, Michaelis Ezana, undermines the 
government. Ezana doesn’t share Ellellou’s “cosmic 
indignation.’ As a compromising conniver, “a man 
who dislikes friction,”” Ezana seeks to steer Kush on a 
middle course between American capitalism and Soviet 
socialism, beneficiary of both. Eventually, he makes 
Kush the “Canada of Africa,’’ after orchestrating 
Ellellou’s ouster and managing, with the colonel’s ex- 
mistress Kutunda, his premature martyrdom. Ellellou is 
secretly pensioned off to France to write his memoirs. 

King Edumu IV, first Ellellou’s mentor, then his 
victim at a public execution that haunts the colonel, 
once advised: ‘Enemies are a spiritual treasure, allies a 
practical burden.”’ Kush, less and less taken with the 
symbolic safeguard of a pristine faith, is easily seduced 
by the temptations of technology and Western ways. 
The novel changes, new characters are introduced: 
cardboard cut-out Americans, Ellellou’s four wives and 


~mistress, Tuareg nomads, Russian ministers of war and 


peace. Within its basic structure, The Coup explores 
obvious and odd corners, yielding bits of truth and 
mirth. 


Most compelling, there is Ellellou. ‘Short, prim, 
black,’’ he is imperial yet roguish, an agile ideologue 
whose sophistication gives way to simple ideas of 
statecraft while his personal beliefs make him 
changeable -- an apt Updike protagonist. Though 
Ellellou clucks at ‘‘an American novel, no doubt 
concerning the grotesque sexual misadventures of a 
Jewish intellectual,’’ his own memoirs meet the 
standard. Ellellou expresses contempt for America 
“that fountainhead of obscenity and glut,” but his 
distaste is infected by nostalgia. It trips reverie on his 
years at McCarthy College, in Franchise, Wisconsin, 
during the ‘50s — “‘when all the fun was, though 
nobody knew it at the time.” The memories prompt 
cautious respect for Americana. The colonel recognizes, 
for example, that the inadequate ‘‘scientific socialism’ 
of the Soviets forces them to enlarge the 
‘‘caputnapped”’ head of King Edumu IV in order to 
install an electronic apparatus for a peculiar tourist 
attraction; “with their superior miniaturization 
techniques,’ he theorizes, “‘the Americans could have 
fitted all this into the skull of a mole.”’ From his college 
days he carries with him the smells and sounds of what 
Africans increasingly call progress — drugstores, 
joyrides, even hair tonic. 


En: is Fictional, of course, not a study in post- 
colonial leadership or a surrogate for Uganda’s Idi 
Amin. Thus, Updike can let him loose to seek 
understanding of questions close to home — questions 
the author has previously pursued in a kind of 
autobiography. The Coup does not illumine its author’s 
trek into the Dark Continent (though Updike made 
one) as do books by Conrad and Hemingway, to name 
but two. Instead, as in Bellow’s Henderson the Rain 
King, Africa and one of its extraordinary creatures 
serve primarily as vehicles for fresh thoughts on

Au someone out to a new Canadian picture, and 
you're likely to be rewarded with a big yawn. To most 
American moviegoers, Canada’s film industry seems 
about as highly developed as its space program, even if 
there is a pleasant ‘surprise’ — like Mon Oncle Antoine 
or Outrageous! — every few years. Although support 
from the National Film Board of Canada has resulted in 
some of the finest documentaries and shorts to be found 
anywhere, Canada’s commercial features are another 
matter. Often, they’re low-budget, amateurish affairs 
with grainy photography, lots of hand-held camera- 
work and actors who seem to have learned English (or 
French) from a Berlitz record. The Rubber Gun and Skip 
Tracer, two new features from Canada, won’t dispel that 
not-ready-for-prime-time image. But coming after a 
Christmas rush of numb love stories, formula comedies 
and thick-skulled action clunkers, these two little movies 


hit me like abreath of fresh air. They’re both edgy, vivid 
and literate, and their willingness to experiment is down- 
right bracing. 

The Rubber Gun, a pleasantly disorganized study of a 
“family’’ of arty, self-adoring Montreal drug-dealers, is 
something of a mess. Promising subplots bob up only to 
submerge again. Characters appear and disappear 
arbitrarily. New themes are announced with a fanfare 
and abandoned with a shrug. Shot in a jerky, semi- 
documentary style and performed by actors whose names 
are the same as those of their characters (and whose 
characters are very like themselves), the film has a hip- 
per-than-thou tone that’s a bit of a pain. Its long-haired, 
drugged-out heroes and its adolescent attempts to shock 
make it seem a relic — circa 1970 to 1972, to be exact. 

That, approximately, was when the counterculture 
crumbled, and its dissolution ina sea of boredom, para- 
noia and blown-out brain cells is the movie's true sub- 
ject. Fortunately the filmmakers, who have also worked 
on Montreal Main and Outrageous!, have been both avid 
participants in and keen observers of Montreal street life. 
Their cutaway view of the kingdom of underground 
heroes is at once intimate, exhilarating and rather un- 
nerving. But what really draws you to the film is its pro- 
tagonist, Steve Lack, a charismatic, gay 27-year-old who 
has let his career as a painter drift while running Mon-

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‘Dossier 51’: The camera almost

DOSSIER 51. Directed by Michel Deville. Written by 
Deville and Gilles Perrault, from the novel by Perrault.

} 51 is a deft and darkly humorous polemic 
about the power of today’s massive surveillance systems 
to cheapen human life. It’s a movie in which recording 
machines (including the camera taking the pictures we're 
watching) are primary, the people recorded strictly 
secondary. This technique makes it very difficult to 
identify with the victims of snooping, and for an osten- 
sible spy thriller the movie lacks suspense. But the direc- 
tor, Michel Deville, has made a fascinating attempt to 
deal with a frightening and important subject, and he’s 


set himself enormous_technical challenges. It's exciting to 


watch him wrestle with them, even if he doesn’t always 
win. f ixan 1 idt sate 

An unidentified intelligence service desperately needs 
an operative inside-a French government agency with ties 
in the Middle East. It selects — almost at random — a ris- 
ing young diplomat (code number 51) to blackmail. But 
51 is “an austere personality,” devoted to his official 
duties, and the usual surveillance procedures turn up no 


evidence of indiscretion. In order to coerce 51 into spy- 
ing for them, the. agents have to learn his guilty, re- 
pressed desires and then trick him into acting on them. 
Every detail of his life has to be ferreted out and sub- 
mitted to the agency's ‘psychological sub-section” for 
analysis. 

As its title suggests, Dossier 51 is the complete record 
of this investigation. A handsome, intricate movie, shot 
entirely in the “first person camera’ technique (we see 
only what the agents see), it’s simply a succession of 
tapes, documents, computer print-outs, photographs and 
interviews collected by the spies. The voices of the un- 
seen supervisors are often heard commenting on the evi- 
dence in dubbed English (although everyone else in the 
movie, including the agency’s legmen, speaks subtitled 
French). Deville’s method implies that even the men in 
charge take a back seat to the surveillance apparatus it- 
self, which could — and nearly does — operate without 
them. The movie’s humor exploits the contrast between 
the spies’ incompetence and the dazzling efficiency of 
their machines. The supervisors trade childish insults 
and assign themselves grandiose code names (a seduc- 
tion is dubbed Project Hymen), and we enjoy laughing at 
them. And yet, as the noose tightens around poor 51, the 
laughter turns sour. It’s the film’s final black joke that 
these comically incompetent spies — their candid movies 


never lies 


a useless blur, their professional seducers flat-footed 
clods — still have all the tools they need to destroy an in- 
nocent life. 

Inevitably, Dossier 51 is somewhat impersonal. 
Neither the primary victim (who is never approached 
directly) nor the investigators emerge as vivid personali- 
ties. But Deville does evoke, often with striking econo- 
my, the personalities of 51’s acquaintances and friends — 
the investigation’s secondary victims — as they are inter- 
viewed and manipulated. Ingratiating minor figures like 
51’s old army buddy, still boyishly obsessed with guns 
and battle, get a chance to shine in remarkable character 
vignettes. And the psychological violence of snooping 
comes through — fleetingly but with real force — when 
both 51’s mother and his former lover are tricked, by 

- agents feigning sympathy or love, into divulging pain- 
ful information. In the most provocative scene, which 
gets at the voyeurism and sheer love of manipulation im- 
plicit in all spying, an agent listens in while 51’s wife 
(dubbed ‘’52’’) and Be Jover (‘'52-B’’) are in bed_ together. 
The lover demands;that 52 phone her husband at work 
and, while still sexiially engaged, question him about the 
way he dresses. Our reactions link the lover’s impulses 
with those of the spies and, of course, with our own; 
we're titillated by the film’s sneaky, distanced eroticism.

MAGIC MOVIES. A program of short animations at Off 
the Wall. 


T. fourth annual “Magic Movies” festival at Off the 
Wall is one of the weakest ever, but it’s a good, quick in- 
dex of some of the current doings in animation. In the 
past, the ‘Magic Movies’ programs have been high- 
lighted by puppet films from the Polish-French great, 
Ladislas Starevitch. This year, his spot has been taken by 
the innovative Czech master, Jiti Trnka. Trnka’s ‘Song 
of the Prairie’ uses graceful, stylized puppets to create a 
sinister-satirical horse opera, complete with a singing 
cowboy, a whiskey-slugging stagecoach driver and an 
“ acrobatic bad guy who resembles one of the devilish rev- 
elers in the banquet ‘Scene of Eisenstein’s Ivan the Ter- 
rible. Shot against lurid, moody backdrops, the film is a 
strange mixture of sunny American optimism and brood- 
ing Slavic Angst. 

Another juxtaposition of America’s brassy images and 
garish colors with subdued European Weltschmerz is 
Zdenko GaSparovic’s “Satiemania.’’ The grand Prize 
winner at last year’s Zagreb Animation Festival, the film 
is a stunning series of portraits done in a wide variety of

The portable

The African adventures 


of Peter Brook

ti empty space is where you find it; apparently, 
even a continent qualifies. In 1973, director Peter Brook, 
still hoping to discover the rough, holy, immediate thea- 
ter that was the subject of his famous book, led a convoy 
of actors, musicians and assorted hangers-on into Africa. 
The journey has resulted in another wry and rather 
remarkable book by John Heilpern. Called Conference of 
the Birds (Bobbs-Merrill; 297 pp; $10.95) after the Sufi 
fable Brook and band were attempting to turn into a 
theater piece, it chronicles the 8500-mile trek by this im- 
possibly heterogeneous troupe through Algeria, Niger, 
Nigeria, Dahomey, Mali and back. The company camped 
in the Sahara and later in the forest; they warred with in- 
sects, disease and their actor-phobic crew of drivers from 
“Minitrek”’; and they performed everywhere from jungle 
hamlets whose elders presented them with live rams and 
chickens to teeming crossroads of desert commerce. Of- 
ten the performance conditions made the malaria look 
like a picnic, as the actors appeared on a tattered carpet, 
armed with nothing but talent, chutzpah and a loaf of 
bread or a pair of boots on which to build a show. Their 
audiences did not speak their languages and were, in 
most cases, utterly unfamiliar with polite conventions of 
the stage; a group of children, for example, sensing that 
they were being condescended to, once set upon Brook’s 
company with sticks. 

There were occasional triumphs; the cultural _ice was 
broken in curious ways, whether by joining a band of 
rowdy Tuaregs in a leaping dance or by doing Groucho 
Marx imitations for the Peulhs, an African cross be- 
tween Grotowski’s mummer-monks and the Theater of 
the Ridiculous. But there were also failures and frustra- 
tions — a thousand actor deaths were died on that un- 
magic carpet, which repeatedly refused to become air- 
borne and whisk its passengers away from the baffled 
gaze of a thousand “‘unbluffable’’ Africans. This was not 
an easy trip — hardly the sort of thing that might be ar- 
ranged for theater students by Crimson Travel. In fact, 
Brook’s road tour of Africa should settle once and for all 
the old question of whether Mrs. Worthington’s 
daughter should take to the stage. After a few chapters of 
Heilpern’s account, the poor girl will be pounding on the 
door of Katie Gibbs and begging for a safe typewriter. 
Heilpern, an English journalist who also writes plays 
and once served as Peter Hall’s assistant at the National 
Theater, is best known for his sharp Observer profiles of 
authors and artists. He met Peter Brook by profiling him 
and was later invited to take part in the African adven-

ture. Far from blind either to Brook’s genius or his mani- 
pulations, Heilpern may nonetheless have been the per- 
fect Homer for this odyssey. He explains simply and 
clearly why Brook went to Africa. Many believed, of 
course, that Brook’s whole career following A Mid- 
summer Night's Dream, his retreat from the glory of the 
Royal Shakespeare Company to a theater research lab in 
Paris and then to a mountain in Persepolis, where his ac- 
tors performed Orghast in an obscure language invented 
by poet Ted Hughes, was part penance and part perver- 
sion: he simply couldn’t stand the notion that anything 
he put on in Europe or America would be met with awe 
and hosannas because he was Peter Brook. Actually, 
Brook went to Africa for much the same reasons Carl 
Jung did: to explore a culture in which myth and magic 
were still vital. The director has a number of bizarre, in- 
triguing theories, one of which Heilpern calls the Rain- 
bow Theory — its essential points are that the germs of all 
cultures, the spirits of all continents, exist in each of us; 
we are none of us all black or all white. Brook hoped that 
his Paris company would develop in Africa a greater 
sense of community, that their work would become 
clearer and simpler, and that they would, perhaps 


actors as guinea pigs, Heilpern 
stresses that, on this trip, the 
director involved everyone in his 
experiment — including himself. 
Brook, who is apparently tone- 
deaf, tried to master the strange 
music of resident composer Eliza- 
beth Swados, who must have 
been about 22 at the time of the 
journey, and even made his act- 
ing debut, in Nigeria, as a flute- 
playing dervish. 

Heilpern. believes in the 
importance of Brook’s work and 
even subjected himself to a sort of 
theatrical baptism of fire, author- 
ing something called The Shoe 
Show, which bombed in Agades 
Niger. But, at the same time, no 
irony or incongruity of Brook’s 
journey slips by him. Heilpern 
makes of the situation — ‘western 
actors, bewildered, tired, com- 
plex, neurotic, searching for 
simplicity and invisible power’ — 
a divine comedy. He begins by as- 
sembling: the unlikely dramatis 
personae at the Algiers airport, 
where they were stuck for eight 
hours. There were Katsuhiro 
Oida, Brook’s leading actor, who 
came to him by way of Noh and 
Zen; Andreas Katsulas, a Greek- 
American giant who had joined 
Brook for a free trip to Paris; 
Natasha Parry, the distinguished 
actress who had played opposite 
Orson Welles and Alec Guinness 
before her marriage to Brook; Bruce Myers, the Royal 
Shakespeare Company’s resident wild and crazy guy, 
who was to inspire the most urgent improvisation ot the 
journey by getting lost in the Sahara; Helen Mirren, the 
RSC’s resident sex symbol; Francois Marthouret, the 
‘‘handsomest actor in France’; Lou Zeldis, a cross be- 
-tween a giraffe and Shakespeare’s Ariel, who came to 
Brook via Haight-Ashbury and New York’s Caffe Cino; 
six-foot, 180-pound Michele Collison, Mama Cass to this 
motley brood; Sylvain Corthay, Brook’s brooding dis- 
ciple; Miriam Goldschmidt, a wild-eyed black actress 
with ample reason to be crazy, as her mother, father, 
adoptive parents and boyfriend were all killed in car 
crashes; Malik Bagayogo, a vain, elegant actor from Mali 
given to voluminous silk shirts; a “crazed spirit of Afri- 
ca’”’ called Ayansola, recruited at the last minute, who 
spoke only Yoruba and played a ‘talking drum’’ when he 
felt like it; and, of course, the intense Liz Swados, yet to 
compose Nightclub Cantata or Runaways, working on 
her wonderful bird music, subsisting on chocolate and 
nervous energy, spending the desert nights baying at the 
moon.

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Improvising on success

ook what we have here,” 


said producer James Lipton, 
squeezing into the “playroom” 
backstage at Broadway's Booth 
Theater. From a cardboard cylin- 
der he produced a mock-up of a 
poster announcing, in big letters 
across the top, ‘Monteith and 
Rand Are: . .”” Underneath ran a 
dozen or so brief blessings from 
the critics — a familiar litany of 
superlatives, impressive none- 
theless. ‘‘Incredibly daring,” said 
the Post's Clive Barnes. ‘‘Devas- 
tating,’ said the Times’s Richard 
Eder. ‘Young, fresh, bright and 
hip,” said TV’s Pia Lindstrom. 
“Wildly inspired,” said the Asso- 
ciated Press. 

“T can’t watch this,” said Suz- 
anne Rand, slipping away to hide 
in her dressing room. Who could blame her? It’s rather 
overwhelming. After all, only a few weeks ago, Rand 
was languishing in Cambridge’s Inman Square, 
with time on her hands and a cast on her leg (she’d 
stepped in a pothole and sprained her foot). Suddenly, 
contracts were signed, the theater was booked, the show 
opened, the first-night reviews were in, and Mork and 
Mindy were coming backstage to say hello. And to top it 
all off with a lovable show-biz cliche, the Booth is one of 
the few Broadway theaters whose marquee actually puts 
the show’s name — in this case, the star's names — in 
lights. 

Monteith and Rand’s meteoric rise to the Great White 
Way makes a good story, though it’s not as sudden or 
unexpected as it may seem. Ever since the two ex-Prop- 
ositioners teamed up three years ago to open a sum- 
mer-long Cape Cod gig for lesbian folk duo Jade and 
Sarsaparilla, they have steadily overcome the various ob-

stacles upcoming comic acts usually encounter. After a 
lengthy stint of local gigs with Jade and Sarsaparilla, 
Monteith and Rand began doing showcases in New York 
— more in cabarets and concert rooms than in estab- 
lished comedy clubs — and eventually progressed from 
opening act to top-billed performers. Then an enterpris- 
ing 19-year-old put up the money for a limited-run en- 
gagement at off-Broadway’s Theater East, which sold 
out, got rave reviews, and attracted heavy media cover- 
age from the likes of Time, Newsweek and People. Final- 
ly, last fall, they realized a comedian’s dream by making 
their TV debut on the Tonight Show. / 


A; this success could be dizzying — after the Car- 
son appearance, Fred Silverman made Monteith and 
Rand a standing offer to “join the NBC family’ — but 
the pair is aware that dangers lurk. Overexposure can 


make this year’s newest star next year’s Hollywood 
Squares panelist; and the first flow of fame can blind one 
to the maneuvers of rip-off artists. As Rand put it, ‘If 
this had happened when we were 20, we would have 
said, ‘Oh yeah, give us our $300 a week and we'll be 
happy.’ ” Older and wiser than that, they’re determined 
to plot their career carefully. Monteith and Rand — both 
“legitimate” actors — decided that, rather than a TV OD, 
the next logical step was a Broadway show. According to 
the SoHo Weekly News, their current contract guar- 
antees a handsome weekly sum plus a percentage of the 
box office, plus a percentage of the profits, plus com- 
plete creative control and final approval on everything 
from ticket prices to Playbill content. Not exactly Mickey 
and Judy in the backyard! 

But getting to Broadway takes more than canny busi- 
ness deals — Monteith and Rand are also very good. 
Their show combines written sketches with improvisa- 
tions based on audience suggestions. Both performers are 
veterans of Boston’s Proposition and Chicago’s Second 
City, and while their improvisational techniques aren't 
much of a novelty to Bostonians who supported Allan 
Albert’s troupe for 10 years, they provide many of the 
show’s highlights. Pretty, girlish, funny-faced Rand is 
the more effusive of the pair — aggressive, energetic, 
hyperverbal — while Monteith is the perfectly suppor- 
tive straight-man. They are, however, smart enough not 
to get stuck playing variations on the same roles, as too 
many coed comedy teams (Burns and Allen, Stiller and 
Meara, Sonny and Cher) have done. 

One of Monteith and Rand’s standard improvisations 
requires them to do a scene during which they are 
stopped periodically and commanded to continue in the 
style of one of the filmmakers, playwrights, or TV shows 
the audience has suggested. It’s a crowd-pleasing se- 
quence that ends the evening happily, but it’s also the 
one with the largest margin for cheating; if they take 
enough suggestions, someone’s bound to holler Shake- 
speare, Bergman and game shows, while tougher prop- 
ositions are studiously ignored. In a more daring scene, 
the audience supplies only a locale and-a first line be- 
forehand, and then, during the scene, determines plot 
turns; the night I saw the show, this was the best im- 
promptu sketch. The setting was Alcatraz, and the first 
line — ‘‘There’s no such thing as a free lunch” — became

Call off the assassination 


How Mozart made music out of miserable plot lines

H.. s this for an opera scene? The 


daughter of a deposed Roman emperor is 
in. love with the usurper’s son, the new 
emperor, but she is not high on his list of 
possible empresses. In a jealous rage, she 
sends her frustrated but obedient lover to 
murder him. She learns, to her horror, 
that she has in fact just been chosen. As 
she tries helplessly to call off the assas- 
sination, her friends, commenting on how 
happy she looks, hasten her to the em- 
peror. What composer but Mozart could 
handle the tragi-comic cross-ironies of 
this situation? Yet the plot doesn’t sound 
at all like the Mozart we know and love — 
the satiric but humane realist of Figaro 
and Cosi Fan Tutte who could also make 
the trendy Turkish absurdities of The 


Abduction From the Seraglio compre- 


hensible and the otherworldliness of Don 
Giovanni and The Magic Flute awesome 
and terrifying. 

Mozart, in fact, set this scene to music 
— brilliantly — in one of the last and least 
known of all his major works, La Cle- 
menza di Tito (K. 621). Philips has just is- 
sued an important recording of it, creat- 
ing new interest in this fascinating, ne- 
glected work. Heroic antiquity was not an 
alien subject for Mozart. At the age of 14 
he composed Mitridate, Re di Ponto (K. 
87), his fifth operatic work, and, at 15, 
the oratorio La Betulia Liberata (K. 118), 
the Judith and Holofernes story with a 
text by the most popular 18th-century 
librettist, Pietro Metastasio. Other works,

including Mozart's first operatic master- 
piece, [domeneo, Re di Creta (K. 366), 
also dealt with classical subjects. 

This tradition of opera seria (‘‘ser- 
ious’ opera, as opposed to opera buffa), 
with its rigid rules, stilted plots and in- 
credible vocal demands, was already dy- 
ing in Mozart's time — if it ever had been 
completely alive. The eight sides of the 
fine new DG recording of Mitridate are 
almost impossible to listen to straight 


. through — not because Mitridate lacks 


beautiful music, but because it’s simply 
one florid aria after another connected by 
recitativo secco (“dry”’ recitative, i.e., ac- 
companied only by continuo). There are 
no duets, trios or quartets, and no chorus, 
only extended arias generally following 








the same formal patterns. (The quartet in 
Idomeneo, one of Mozart's most magni- 
ficent and moving numbers and the first 
real ensemble in the history of opera ser- 
ia, came 10 years later). Opera seria plots 
invariably deal with abstract questions of 
love and honor faced by representative 
types characterized only by their prob- 
lems. For all the great music they con- 
tain, Mozart's ‘serious’ operas have had 
a hard time holding their own on stage in 
this century (especially in this country) — 
and with some justification. 


a. question is why, after 10 years of 
post-Idomeneo, non-opera seria, drama- 
tically convincing masterpieces, should 
Mozart return to such an outdated and 
impossible form with Tito? The standard 
answer has been that he was ill and 
needed money, and this was an impres- 
sive commission — for the coronation of 
King Leopold II of Bohemia. The ap- 
propriate subject — the clemency of a 
wise ruler — was allegedly prescribed and 
the work was rushed (18 days, according 
to Mozart's first biographer, with the 
overture written down the night before 
the first performance and Mozart's pupil 
Sussmayr turning out the secco recita- 
tives). 

But new information seems to refute 
these stories. It now seems that Mozart 
had begun thinking about the possibility 
of Tito as much as two years earlier, and 
to have actually written part of it, in- 
cluding one of the great soprano arias, be- 
fore the commission was received. We 
can no longer dismiss it as hackwork. 
And while the opening night was not a 
success (the new empress apparently re- 
ferred to the opera as “una porcheria 
Tedesca’’ — ‘‘German porkishness’’), it 
soon caught on. It was the first Mozart 
opera to reach London (1806) and, if the 
number of performances and editions of 
vocal scores is an indication, by 1800 it 
was the second most popular Mozart op- 
era in Europe after The Magic Flute; for 
the next 30 years, when other tastes had 
changed, it was second only to Don Gio- 
vanni. Then it disappeared. 

Ten years ago, London Records re- 
leased the first stereo recording, which 
was soon followed by several European 
productions — notably Jean-Pierre Pon- 
elle’s and Anthony Besch’s at Covent 
Garden — which in turn led to the new 
Philips, conducted by Colin Davis. 
(Philips has also given us superb record- 
ings of Betulia Liberata, Idomeneo and La

Delivering 
the song

“W. 
hat do they mean when they 


say you're a singer's singer?’’ I asked Bar- 
bara Lea between sets at Lulu White's, 
where she performed a week ago. ‘I don’t 
know,” she said. “Well, I know what 
Whitney Balliett means. He means he 
wishes other singers sang the way I sang. 
I don’t like to get cute. I don’t like to use a 
lot of schtick. Singers tend to like people 
like Sarah Vaughan, who goes for differ- 
ent kinds of vocal qualities — bending 
notes, imitating the saxophone, and so 
forth — instead of the words, which I 
prefer. I think of myself as more of a 
songwriter’s singer.” 

Barbara Lea is known (if she is known 
at all) as one of the handful of singers de- 
voted to preserving the American popu- 
lar song. These singers are literally a 
dying breed — the last two years have 
taken Teddi King and Irene Kral, and 
Mabel Mercer, the Mother Superior of 
them all, is almost 80. The survivors con- 
tinue to celebrate the words and music of 
great American songwriters, from George 
Gershwin to Stephen Sondheim. 

Unfortunately, singers like Lea, who 
are not Broadway stars and not quite 
trendy enough for Reno Sweeney, don’t 
perform often. As she pointed out, 
“There’s about enough work for half a 
career for one person.’” More lament- 
ably, record companies aren’t much inter- 
ested in capturing them for posterity. Lea 
has only one album out, an excellent 
collection of songs by little-known com- 
poser Willard Robison called The Devil Is 
Afraid of Music on Audiophile -(3008 


Wadsworshadlill Place, Decatur, Ga. 
30032); the fabet will soon release her tri- 
bute to Lee Wiley and perhaps also reis- 
sue an album of her contribution to Alec 
Wilder’s National Public Radio series on 
“The American Popular Song.’’ None- 
theless, Lea — who was born Barbara 
LeCocq 50 years ago in Detroit and who 
started her singing career in crummy bars 
in Boston — doesn’t mind too much that 
music gigs are scarce. She has taught 
speech and acting in New York City, 
where she currently lives, and she recent- 
ly finished writing a textbook on jazz 
singing that will be published next fall. 
Besides; she keeps pretty busy as an ac- 
tress in summer stock, dinner theater and 
the like, working not only in musical 
comedies but also in straight plays — 
everything, she said, from Shakespeare to 
something called Two Plus Two Equals 
Sex. 

Lea must be a good.actress, because 
what carries over to her club perform- 
ance is not showiness or theatrical ges- 
turing but relaxation and restraint — 
much rarer. More than contemporaries 
like Sylvia Syms and Bobby Short, Lea 
adopts an almost classical attitude. She 
sticks to “the old songs,’’ and her ap- 
proach is to ‘sing the song as written” — 
in other words, without imposing an 
“interpretation” or engaging in vocal 
tricks. What results is a stylelessness that 
has a twofold effect. On one hand, it en- 
hances the songs by allowing their 
humor, or craft, or interior drama to 
emerge on their own; and Lea accom- 
plishes this without excessive self- 
consciousness or pedantry. On the other 
hand, her self-effacing delivery can make 
her sound bland, like so many other 
white female jazz singers. During her 
Lulu’s appearance, for example, her 
always well-produced tones seemed 
wasted at times (““The Song is New’), or 
flavorless (‘‘Ain’t Misbehavin’ ’’), or 
pretty but vacant (‘You'd Be so Nice to

Delivering 
the soul

ie Loleatta Holloway says — there’s 
two sides to every story. And her album, 
Queen of the Night (Gold Mind), is no 
exception. Side one opens shrill and ster- 
ile, with a gob of formula disco produced 
(first) and written (second) by someone 
who refers to himself as a machine. And 
judging by his “Gatch Me on the Re- 
bound” or ‘Good, Good Feeling,”’ The 
Harris Machine is an appliance with all 
the versatility of an electric toothbrush. 
Luckily, his role is limited: credit for the 
album’s eight cuts is spread among ‘six 
producers and another half-dozen arrang- 
ers. But the point is you could put on 
this record, hear two minutes of mincing 
strings and walk away; you could dance 
to ‘‘Catch Me on the Rebound” all night 
and never remember the song — worse, 
never remember Holloway’s voice. It’s 
there, somewhere behind the rhythm sec- 
tion, dissolved in the mix like a spoonful 
of flavor extract. And you would be miss- 
ing something, because given a melody 
and a fighting chance against the snare, 
Holloway is a knockout, and the second 
side of Queen of the Night is the most 
perfectly satisfying stretch of, well, soul 
I’ve heard in a year. 

I don’t mean soul as in one of those 


‘60s throwbacks heralded as a light in the - 


wilderness. Queen of the Night offers 
neither Memphis replicas so spare they're 
hardly there, like the one Shirley Brown 
turned in a couple of years ago, nor is it a 
solid but tiresomely law-abiding venture 
like the Staples’ latest, Unlock Your

EF... order of business is 1979's initial 
batch of locally produced singles (all of 
which were released in late ’78). The 
Rentals are a co-ed gang of four visual 
artists (painters, video tapesters, Xerox- 
expressionists) with an ear for un- 
adorned rock ‘n’ roll. ‘“Gertrude Stein,”’ 
the group’s debut single, is a free ‘asso- 
ciative homage to the epigrammatic 
literary lioness/art collector/salon keeper. 

The structure of “Gertrude” suggests a 
punk drone cross between the Strange- 
loves’ ‘‘Night Time’ and ‘Mind Bender’”’ 
by the Peanut Butter Conspiracy. Jeff 
Hudson chants/barks the chorus (‘Rose 
is a/bop-pa-pa/rose is a/City is a/bop- 
pa-pa/city is a’’), his wife Jane severely 
intones the title, then Jeff returns to run 
down a list of his favorite carbonated 
beverages (‘‘Coca Co-LA/bop-pa- 
pa/grape so-DA/bop-pa-pa/un co- 
LA/bop-pa-pa’’). 

It may not quench your thirst but, by 
the same token, it won’t rot your teeth. 
Requisite guitar buzz and Pseudo Carol's 
utilitarian drum-pounding provide the 
push. Have no qualms about the Ren- 
tals’ ‘‘artsy’’ orientation, for as Bene- 
detto Croce observed, “Art is what every- 
body knows it is’’ (bop-pa-pa). 

Co-produced by the Rentals and Oedi- 
pus for Rent Records, “Gertrude Stein” 
(and its undistinguished instrumental 
“B’’ side, ‘‘LoW Rent’’) is available 
through the mail for $2. Send check or 
money order to 34 Farnsworth Street, 
Boston 02110. 

From Count Viglione’s repertory com- 
pany comes a pair of 45s on the Varul- 
ven label. Lord Manuel Smith’s bub- 
bling, whooshing synthesizer is heard to 
good advantage on his sinisterly bouncy 
“Sci-Fi Lover.”” The Neighborhoods are 
his down-to-earth accompanists here (a 
job well done), but the Lord’s vocal was 
mixed too low. La Peste joins Manuel 
(who is a member of the Crash St. Kidds, 
as well as the Count’s ensemble) for the 
lickety-split flip,.‘‘Computer Love,’”’ an 
Invasion of the Body Snatchers sort of 
fantasy, with robots rather than pods as 
the dehumanizing agents.

The Band 
ANTHOLOGY 
(Capitol) 


I. not hard to understand the release of Anthol- 
ogy, the second repackaging of Band material in 
two years. The group made only eight albums (one 
an oldies collection, another a live rehash) and has 
pretty much stopped recording; but Capitol needed 
a new set for the Christmas trade. The group is in- 
volved only because this way, it can insure a little 
quality control. But Anthology has another pur- 
pose. Like Neil Young’s Decade, it is meant to 
sanctify an artist’s sense of self-importance. So was 
Martin Scorsese's film of the final Band concert, The 
Last Waltz; as in the movie, where Robbie Robert- 
son demonstrated that he is one of the few people 
capable of making Bob Dylan seem humble, the ef- 
fect of this conservatively chosen, elegantly (if in- 
consequentially) annotated presentation is to raise 
more questions than it answers. 

There's no denying that much of the rock here is 
as powerful and imaginative as any ever made: ‘The 
Night They Drove Old Dixie Down,” ‘’Chest 
Fever,’ ‘The Weight’ and ‘The Wheel’s on Fire.”’ 
But the rest of the Band’s work has enjoyed a critical 
free ride for most of this decade. The group ac- 
quired its myth as a result of historical association 
(as the Hawks, they backed rockabilly demi-legend 
Ronnie Hawkins as well as the electrified Bob 
Dylan). But only the Band’s first two albums, Music 
From Big Pink and The Band live up to the legend, 
and Anthology is as noteworthy for what it ex- 
cludes as for what it contains. While the Band’s first 
three albums are given two sides of this set, the final 
five are crammed into the second pair. Not that that 
isn’t a fair appraisal of the Band’s accomplishment. 
For instance, there are just two selections from Ca- 
hoots, the band’s fourth and worst record — there 
aren't any others that deserve inclusion. And even 
“Life Is a Carnival’’ and “‘When I Paint my Master- 
piece’ are transparently inferior to the songs on 
Stage Fright, much less The Band. 

A great deal has been claimed for the Band, not 
only by Robertson, Scorsese and Anthology’s an- 
notator, Robert Palmer, but also by such estimable 
critics as Jon Landau and Greil Marcus. Landau 
went so far as to stake the case for rock auteurism on 
Cahoots; Marcus devotes more space and passion to 
the Band in his book, Mystery Train, than to any- 
one save Elvis Presley: Most of the praise rises and 
falls with Robertson, the perfect object of the pop 
intellectual’s star-struck gaze. He is a fastidious mu- 
sician, presumably street-wise, since he began play- 
ing with Hawkins at 15, and he has a certified Out- 
sider’s vision of America. But listening to the Band’s 
history is tantamount to tracking the deterioration 
of these qualities: Robertson’s fastidiousness quick- 
ly became conservatism; how long can you mourn 
shattered tradition? His street wisdom decayed into 
hucksterism; the interviews in The Last Waltz, 
where Robertson interrupts Rick Danko and 
Richard Manuel at almost every turn,.are gross self- 
promotion, which Robertson indulges in with 
aplomb if little subtlety. And as for the Outsider — 
well, turning to The Last Waltz again, we see the 
Outsider as blustering Aristocrat, an impression 
reinforced by the Robertson quotes in Palmer's 
notes. 

But Robertson’s position as a pop aristocrat is an 
anomaly. He has never had a hit single — unless you 
count Joan Baez’s mummified “The Night They 
Drove Old Dixie Down” — and the Band has only a 
little gold, no platinum to show for its albums. Un- 
like rock’s other great cult intellectuals — Young, 
say, or Peter Townshend — Robertson has never had 
a success that matched his reviews: no Harvest, no 
Tommy. He makes up for it with withering ar- 
rogance. And withering is the word. From The Band 
to Northern Lights/Southern Cross, only Robert- 
son’s songs appeared on Band albums, and no one 
has ever claimed this was because Rick Danko and 
Richard Manuel. weren’t writing. (Both had made 
substantial contributions to Music From Big Pink.) If 
the Band was supposed to mean anything in the 
beginning, it was as a collective effort, after all. And 
in any case, Robertson has been the group’s true 
leader only on the page (in the press and on the lead 
sheet). The heart of rock is in the beat, and in the 
Band that’s supplied by Levon Helm — the oldest 
member, the only American (the rest are Canadian), 
the leader after they left Hawkins (when they 
hooked up with Dylan, Helm quit rather than play 
second fiddle to the upstart folksinger). Helm is the 
only man to whom Robertson defers as he does, 
even in the brutal Last Waltz interviews. 

When the Band speaks best, it almost always uses 
Helm’s voice. In ‘“The Weight,’”’ Rick Danko sings 
just one verse and Levon takes that away from him 
with a yowled “Yeah” that’s among the three or four 
greatest interjections in the history of rock (the history 
of interjection, after all). It is Helm’s voice, drip- 
ping with Southern bitterness, that makes ‘The 
Night They Drove Old Dixie Down” truly tragic. It 
could be argued that in Helm, Robertson found his 
perfect vehicle. But perhaps it was Helm who found 
in the more articulate Robertson a marvelous 
mouthpiece: who. whispered the secrets of the 
merican Vision into Robertsén’s young ear as. he”

drifted through the Ozark wilderness but Helm? 
And if he did, whose vision is it? Anthology is not a 
record that matters very much, because it can not 
deliver on its boldest assertions. But buried within is 
the story of what happened to the idealists of the 
‘60s, those who were devoted to collectivism and 
tried to make it work. And how that ideal was be- 


trayed.

IF you listen to anything other than soft rock, you 
observe that the extremes of contemporary music are 
merging. Jazz-rock and other fusion musics are just 
the tip of the iceberg; for composers and per- 
formers involved in new music, the problems of 
finding new sound sources are increasingly similar, 
whatever’ the genre. There are few contemporary 
‘classical’ pieces that I would hesitate to play for 
rock listeners; most are concerned with new ways of 
creating and manipulating sound, which is as rele- 
vant a goal in modern jazz or new wave as it is in 
“classical” concert music. 

Lucia Dlugoszewski, like Harry Partch, con- 
structs her own instruments: over 50 percussion 
instruments, ranging from delicate rattles made of 
paper to bold, African-like drums. And like Edgard 
Varese, with whom she studied, she writes music 
‘‘architectonically”: motifs fill space, but don’t 
move within it. The brass instruments in ‘“Tender 
Theater Flight Nageire,”’ her contribution to Sonor- 
ous Explorations, jut upward like classical columns, 
while the percussion functions as drapery sus- 
pended between them. This piece has a warmth and 
wit missing from Varese; it moves with what Partch 
calls ‘athletic grace.’’ Though her sounds are new to 
contemporary composition, she fulfills Varese’s dic- 
tum: “I do not write experimental music. My experi- 
menting is done before I make the music.” 

Two pieces by C. Curtis-Smith also employ new 
sounds. In ‘‘Ultrasonics”’ he attempts to melt piano 
and saxophone into one hybrid tone; the piano plays 
sustained notes and chords through a complex inter- 
nal bowing system. The sound calls to mind a chorus 
of angels who happen to be humpback whales. In 
‘Music for Handbells,” instead of employing the 
carolling melodies of Salvation Army bell choirs, 
Curtis-Smith masses the bells into dense chords, 
most of which he damps out; thus, only a few very 
simple tones drift out of the thick sonority. Bells 
often sound somewhat unearthly because of their 
enharmonic overtones; ‘‘Music for Handbells” cap- 
tures their most alien ‘character. 

There are only two “instruments” being played 
on Charles Dodge’s Synthesized Voices: two im- 
mense, computer-driven voder/vocoder systems, 
one at Columbia, one at Bell Labs. Built to study the 
phonetic components of speech, these systems can 
also reconstruct and distort spoken texts. Dodge 
uses the precision of the computer to construct 
‘speech songs” in which the timbre of each syllable 
is as musically important as its pitch. Moreover, the 
computer can “‘sing’’ glissandos, phase shifts, multi- 
phonics and superimposed syllables impossible for 
the human voice. Chortling with mechanical agility 
over angular melodies and weird, stuttery repeti- 
tions, the voder is the real-life counterpart to the 
singing computer of 2001.

seasoned American subjects. 

Updike makes this clear when 
he sees Ellellou from wife to wife 
to wife to wife, a frail man in the 
face of modern woman. En route, 
the colonel notes, “It stretched 
my bones, to think how much of 
my life has’ been spent listening to 
naked women talk.’’ Ellellou 
stalks his uncertain sexuality as 
he seeks the soul of his parched 
country. Although in one sense 
the power of the colonel’s women 
pales next to his own, he feels 
otherwise. The rise to authority 
by book’s end of his former waif 
and mistress makes the point an- 
other way. 

Ellellou’s concerns are cosmo- 
politan, those of a student of 
American culture who has taken 
its restlessness to heart. The Mus- 
lim tradition of polygamy does 
nothing to diminish the distance 
between him and his wives. They 
remain unmoved in bed; none 
bears his child. “‘But who, in the 
world, now, does not live be- 
tween two worlds?” he asks. 
Proudly African, he could be an 
American looking for self and 
love. And he is between ages, ad- 
mitting as much with the obser- 
vation and self-criticism that ‘’a 
man, in America, is a failed boy.” 

Thus removed to the realm of 
Western mores, howsoever im- 
ported, The Coup doesn’t at- 
tempt to resolve a wealth of 
serious issues in African politics 
and society. Nor does it pass 
judgment on the cross-cultural 
travails it treats. As farce, of 
course, the novel never promises 
otherwise. Instead, it captures 
and probes incongruous bits of 
plot and character, holding them 
in a glittering web of words. The 
Coup offers rich veins of selected 
knowledge (Updike researched it 
like a reporter) and the author’s 
delight in tongues. It marks a 
considerable step even for Up- 
dike, but it never strays from the 
practiced cadence he artfully con- 
trols and, in his own way, 
questions. e

treal’s most notorious — and glam- 
orous — drug-dealing opera- 
tion.

And since 
Lack also wrote the screenplay, 
the dazzling (albeit somewhat 
overwritten) dialogue that 
splashes out of him seems utterly 
spontaneous. Resourceful, 
chameleon-like, and. a natural- 
born performer, he’s always 
inventing new roles to ease his 
passage through the bizarre life 
he’s built himself. In one blind- 
ing display, he first pretends to be 
Hitler, then a wealthy dowager 
asking Adolf to ‘bring the car 
around,” and finally he segues in- 
to a sincere, rather elegant 
explanation of why he gladly 
spruces himself up every Friday 
night to join his parents for the 
Sabbath dinner. ‘I love the idea 
of your having parents,”” a WASP 
friend remarks. “Do you say pray- 
ers and things?” ‘‘No,” Lack re- 
plies, ‘‘we just eat a couple of ba- 
bies and then have dessert.” 
Lack’s intensity is so disarming he 
can convince us that being a nice 
Jewish boy who goes home to ma- 
ma every week is somehow chic. 
He’s a nonpareil hipster, the kind 
idealized by the beat generation: a 
mesmerizing, high-speed talker 
gifted enough to do.or be any- 
thing, yet so free that he’s per- 
fectly willing to let life and talent 
slip by, unused and unmourned. 
Meanwhile, back at the 
commune, things -are coming 
apart. Lack falls in love with a 
straight young sociology student 
(Allan Moyle, the film’s director 
and a ringer for John Cazale) 
who’s writing a paper on the drug 
scene. Moyle understands Lack’s 
restlessness and ambition in a 
way none of the others can. “‘I 
keep thinking what a decent law- 
yer you would have made,” he 
says. And though Lack snorts his 
disgust, he can’t help noticing 
that the thrill of being a hippie 
crime kingpin is gone. The cat- 
and-mouse game he plays with 
the police is draining him, and the 
only one who still listens to his 
loopy diatribes on kinky sex and 
Conan the Barbarian is Rainbow, 
sag > s three-year-old daugh- 
“Where are the old dayawhen 
ea got wasted and went out and 
did something?’’ he laments. 
‘Now everybody just gets wasted 
to get wasted.” 
Much of what keeps The Rub- 
ber Gun afloat is the flamboy- 


ance and bitchiness of its gay 
characters. Accustomed to rejec- 
tion, they acknowledge their 
frustrations and failures with a 
good-humored ease that’s very 
appealing indeed. Embarrass- 
ment, inhibition and guilt seem 
impossible for them (as do quiet 
conversations and untroubled 
relationships), and whenever 
someone gets morose or soppy, 
there’s always an explosive, 
amusing insult to get things bub- 
bling again. The Rubber Gun 
isn’t as coherent — or as schmalt- 
zy — as Outrageous!, but it bra- 
zens its way past obstacles of 
budget and technique. with the 
same sort of entertaining cocki- 
ness. And Steve Lack is a think- 
ing man’s Craig Russell. He may 
not do a good Mae West, but I'll 
take his suave, ironic disquisi- 
tions on art, life and brain dam- 
age over Russell’s craziness-is- 
cute pontificating any day. 

Impressive, too, is the effort- 
lessness with which the film pulls 
off one of the toughest tricks in 
storytelling: showing how a 
warped character wises up with- 
out sacrificing whatever spirit 
and individuality drew us to him 
in the first place. Even the best 
filmmakers can’t always manage 
this little feat: remember how 
much more fun George Cukor’s 
Born Yesterday was before Wil- 
liam Holden taught Judy Hol- 
liday the difference between right 
politics and wrong? Astonish- 
ingly, Steve Lack remains intri- 
guing from first to last. I wish I 
could say the same about John 
Collins (David Peterson), the icy, 
imperious Vancouver debt col- 
lector who, alas, acquires a smid- 
gen of soul during Zale Dalen’s 
first film, Skip Tracer. 

I wanted to like Skip Tracer, be- 
cause it had the guts to take on a 
film subject never, to my_knowl- 
edge, tackled before. If he’s ef- 
ficient, the debt collector (also 
known as a “‘skip tracer’) be- 
comes simply a thug, a strong- 
arm man for a sinister but per- 
fectly legal mob. Crew-cut, 
sturdily built, the possessor of 
murderous eyes and an insolent- 
ly curling lip, newcomer David 
Peterson plays Collins as a cold- 
blooded corporate samurai, total- 
ly devoted to the nameless fi- 
nance company he works for and 
totally heedless of his methods’ 
moral implications. Collins keeps 
a steady eye on his goal. He wants 
to be the company’s ‘man of the 
year” for the fourth time in a row. 
Why? asks his obsequious side- 
kick, Brent (very badly played by 
John Lazarus). ‘‘You’ve already 
shown them you can do it.” 


“Yeah,” replies Collins. ‘But I 
haven't shown them I can still do 
it.” 


Writer-director Dalen doesn’t 


know quite what to do with this 
material, and at times his bleak, 
relentlessly straightforward nar- 
rative threatens to turn into some- 
thing close to an ordinary — al- 
beit amusing — detective picture, 
with Collins (who rolls quarters 
across his fingers like a gangster- 
movie tough) and the oafish Brent 
staging car chases and quick get- 
aways and, in one very lively 
scene, posing as streetcorner 
Jesus freaks to spy on a high-roll- 
ing debtor across the road. -Else- 
where, however, Dalen draws a 
bead on his subject, and he can be 
strikingly original. Photo- 
graphed in appropriately grainy 
pastels, institutional beiges and 
washed-out greens, his film con- 
jures up a soul-freezing atmo- 
sphere of businesslike amorality 
and squalor. And during the 
film’s first half, Peterson gives a 
snaky performance that’s at once 
hypnotic and repellent. Pound- 
ing a “For Sale’ sign into a 
client’s front yard with a mon- 
key wrench, stripping a middle- 
class home of every stick of furni- 
ture — and the toilet paper as well 
— or attaching a Cadillac to. his 
car's rear bumper and speeding 
away with it, Peterson’s Collins is 
a portrait of grim efficiency laced 
with sadistic glee. He’s a tense, 
explosive actor, and in Skip Tra- 
cer, you can’t take your eyes off 
him. 

Unfortunately, this is a story 
with a moral. Collins is attacked 
by an unknown assailant; his im- 
placable pursuit drives one of his 
victims mad; he flirts with ner- 
vous breakdown. And finally he 
decides that he’s been living an 
evil life. Taking pity on an old 
man, he tells him he'd get a bet- 
ter deal at a bank. He even throws 
down the pocket calculator he’s 
been fondling throughout the 
movie and stomps on it. This is all 
very sweet, but it made me feel 
like stomping on the filmmaker. 
Everything that fascinates us 
about Collins throughout the 
film’s first half — his mystery, his 
fiendish delight in the chase, his 
inventive collection methods, his 
comic-book -infallibility — goes 
out the window in the second. 
There’s nothing duller than 
watching a brilliant villain re- 
formed. In the process, of course, 
Dalen’s message gets a bit 
mangled. He may be plumping 
for morality in business, but he 
makes amorality look a lot more 
interesting. And as Collins pales, 
you begin to notice the film’s 
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other defects. Like the fact that al- 
most all the supporting roles are 
filled by execrable actors (with 
the exception of Collins’s mealy- 
mouthed supervisor, played with 
a wonderfully rancid air by Mike 
Grigg). And the fact that Dalen 
doesn’t know where to put his 
camera most of the time. Why is 
he so afraid to cut away from 
reaction shots so we see what his 
players are reacting to? When 
Collins is stabbed, we're dying to 
know how he’s doing. Instead we 
have to watch poor old Brent 
climb the walls for about five 
minutes. 

Still, Dalen deserves another 
chance, and so do his Canadian 
cohorts. It may be a few years be- 
fore Canada produces an explo- 
sion of world-class features, the 
way Germany and Australia re- 
cently have. But in Skip Tracer 
and The Rubber Gun, you can 
feel the energy rising. *

It’s a lewd joke that’s mostly on 
us. 

Dossier 51 is only the second 
major film shot exclusively “‘in 
the first person” (the other is Rob- 
ert Montgomery’s 1946 “‘thril- 
ler’ The Lady in the Lake, in 
which the camera plays private 
eye Philip Marlowe). 

It’s an incredibly unwieldy 
method, drastically limiting a pic- 
ture’s freedom of movement. But 
Deville has done a lot to mini- 
mize the drawbacks. The camera, 
while always representing the 
intelligence forces, stands in for 
dozens of different agents, so that 
the -point of view is constantly 
shifting. One character is first 
seen looking into the lens — at us 
— and then, after she’s recruited 
as a spy, she becomes the lens. 
And there’s wit in the way the 
camera, representing an opera- 
tive known for womanizing, 
wanders from the face of the per- 
son being interviewed whenever a 
pretty girl passes by. But the 
movie grinds to a dead halt in 
scenes that last’ more than a 
minute or two; the lengthy inter- 
rogation of 51’s mother, while af- 
fecting, feels endless because it’s 
all shot from the same angle. 

The decision to dub the voices 
of the supervisors into English 
has been d@enféf 4° disaster in 
some quarters, but it isn’t very 
difficult to get used to. The En- 
glish-speaking big-wigs never ap- 
pear on camera, and when they’re 
heard conversing with their 
French operatives, it’s in dis- 
tinctly American-accented- 
French. After all, it would have 
been taxing to read subtitles while 
trying to watch the often printed 
or written material being dis- 
cussed. And since the voices are 
faceless, there’s no synchroniza- 
tion problem; the translations can 
be much more exact than in most 
dubbing. (One can’t help wonder- 
ing if Michel Deville, a very sly 
director, intended an extra little 
dig at American audiences when 
he sent us the movie in this form; 
in this version, the “unidenti- 
fied” intelligence service could 
only be the CIA). The language 
mix is a defensible, even clever 
approach. If only the voices had 
been those of real actors, instead 
of these hollow dubbing-actor 
drones who always sound on the 
verge of slipping into a speech 
from some Hercules movie. 

Deville wants us to be as 
curious as the spies about 51's 
guilty secret — to feel complicity 
with the investigation — but the 
“secret’’ is so easy to guess that 
the intended tension never 
develops. When the big brains of 
the psychological subsection go 
into their ‘brilliant analysis’ 
number at the end — smirking 
with satisfaction at their own 
cleverness — you'll be wondering 
what took them so long. Dossier 
51 doesn’t satisfy as a thriller, but 
it takes chances, and at times they 
pay off. No small thing in this age 
of timid, safety-first moviemak-

ber of visual styles and artists, 


_evoking rather than merely copy- 


ing them. The uptempo passages 
are painted in raw, ruddy colors 
reminiscent of Bacon and de Koon- 
ing, while the lyrical sections draw 
from Toulouse-Lautrec and the 
Belle Epoch. Like Satie’s music, 
the mocking, haunting moods are 
everything in this film; fortun- 
ately their beauty makes up for 
the lack of structure. 

The other East European entry 
is Vaclav Bedrich’s ‘‘Deadly 
Odor,” another of his spoofs of 
adventure films. (‘‘Treasures of 
the Pyramid” was in last year’s 
program.) Set in a sort of Garden 
of the Finzi-Continis atmosphere 
bursting with ripe, sensuously 
Italianate landscapes, it is a story 
of confused intrigue and sys- 
tematic murder. 

Unlike the East Europeans, 
American animators use images 
as take-off points, rather than as 
evocative symbols. ‘‘Jimmy the 
C” is a little lullaby in which 
“Georgia on My Mind” is sung by 
a homesick Jimmy as he dims the 
lights in the White House. “Ma- 
genta Grey” and “Air Condi- 
tioned Comfort’ are both eco- 
logical parables. ‘‘Magenta’”’ is the 
psychedelic dream of a biker jour- 
neying through strange waste- 
lands. ‘‘Comfort’’ is a hilarious 
tale of nature’s revenge on a vul- 
gar, rapacious family of cam- 
pers. A John Wayne-voiceds 


Smokey the Bear orders a charge 
of moose, deer, rodents and other 
furry friends on a mobile home, 
and the cleanup of the modern- 
day savages is begun. ‘Melon 
Madness” (by the same UCLA 
group that did “Comfort’’) is a 
whimsical look at home enter- 
tainment — in homes inhabited by 
melons. The city melons are full- 
lipped doo-woppers who stomp to 
a bluesy beat. Their country cous- 
ins have a hoedown in the hay, 
while a fiddler underlines John 
Denver's rendition of ‘Thank 
God I’m a Country Boy.” 

While all these films draw on 
pop icons, David Lebrun has 
made use of literal icons: the Tan- 
ka paintings of Tibetan Bud- 
dhism. His ‘“Tanka”’ sets in vi- 
brant, rhythmic motion the ter- 
rifying beauty of gods and de- 
mons to express ideas from the 
Tibetan Book of the Dead. (On 
second thought, this isn’t any less 
pop than Smokey the Bear these 
days.) 

The most interesting aspect of 
this ‘Magic Movies” program is 
the amazing variety of visual 
styles the animators have chosen 
to consume, evoke, satirize or 
elaborate on. The eclecticism, 
sophistication, and self-assur- 
ance of the animator, even be- 
hind the Iron Curtain, has grown 
since the days of Starevitch and 
Trnka._Why this sophistication’ 
and independence hasn't pro- 
duced very much in the way of 
original art is one of the ques- 
tions raised by this program. I’m 
afraid the old magic has been re- 

plaged by a™fot of new tricks. e

The actors whiled away the 
hours in Algiers playing cards, 
singing George M. Cohan songs, 
perusing their insurance policies. 
The paranoid Brook wandered 
around saying things like: “If 
someone speaks to you in a 
friendly fashion, just be careful, 
because you might end up in pris- 
on.”’ Finally the Land Rovers ar- 
rived; they were commanded by a 
glowering personage known as 
the Leader, whose foolish notion 
it was that he, and not Brook, was 
in charge of the expedition. The 
two wrangled for the full 8500 
miles — like Bogart and Katharine 
Hepburn in The African Queen, 
but without romance or rap- 
prochement. Even before things 
got underway, there was a drama 
played out over the weight of the 
troupe’s baggage — they had 
brought three times what the 
Rovers were meant to carry. 
Everything had to be sorted and 
weighed, which resulted in a 
frenzy of smuggling. Actors 
reported to the weigh-in wearing 
three outfits, their various layers 
stuffed with extra socks and 
moisturized cleansing pads. It 
was an inauspicious beginning to 
a quest, one goal of which was to 
discover “perfect sharing’’ be- 
tween actors and audience. 

It is this sort of ironic detail 
that makes Conference of the 
Birds appealing, whethet ,oy

Brook. At base, it is a first-rate 
travelogue and an adventure 
story for all of us who, while we 
find the call of the wild irresisti- 
bly: romantic, read Jack London 
wondering how the characters 
bathe. Heilpern is no cynic: he re- 
cords with excitement and won- 
der breakthroughs in the work, 
moments when these displaced 
westerners did seem to redis- 
cover innocence — the “free pas- 
sage’’ between reality and 
imagination — or did establish a 
sort of delirious rapport with 
their Tuareg, Hausa or Yoruba 
audiences. But he also makes us 
understand how difficult, how 
painful, and how absurd it can be 
to strip away the layers of one’s 
cultural conditioning, to trust 
one’s instincts, to be called on the 
carpet in a strange place and have. 
it yanked out from under you. 
Heilpern also paints a fas- 
cinating portrait of Peter Brook: 
heir fo a laxative fortune, direc- 
tor of Covent Garden at 26, and, 
at 45, deciding to chuck success 
for The Search. Brook’s busi- 
ness, Heilpern observes, is re- 
search; therefore failure is less 
difficult, less discouraging, for 
him than for his troupe. He is 
capable of watching almost dis- 
passionately as the actors dig 
themselves a hole you can almost 
see in that carpet. And he thinks 
nothing of sending them out there 
with precious little on which to 
survive: a few eerie songs, a 
scenario about shoes, their im- 
provisatory skills, the will. to 
make magic. As an adventurer, 
. Brook is bold and insatiable. As a 





and his anger manifests itself in 
curdling pouts rather than in 
storms. And as an intellectual, he 
seems almost to resent his own 
brilliance — one senses he would 
gladly swap it for the spiritual 
grace of the Yoruba cult dancers 
or the otherworldly song of the 
Peulhs. 

Heilpern relates an interesting 
conversation he had with Brook 
following an early performance of 
“Conference of the Birds,” which 
the journalist felt had utterly 
failed to capture the subtlety of 
the Persian fable — in which a 
group .of birds undertakes a 
journey, through various sym- 
bolic valleys, to find God and 
eventually discover the divinity in 
themselves. Brook responded to 
Heilpern’s misgivings about the 
piece by asking if he’d liked the 
opening. Yes, Heilpern had to ad- 
mit, the opening, in which the 
birds gather for the first time, had 
been ‘‘unique and riveting’ — but 
it lasted only two minutes. ‘I 
know,” Brook replied, as if that 
were of no importance. Heilpern 
reminded him that it had taken a 
year’s work to get those two ter- 
rific minutes, and Brook calmly 
assured him that it was worth it. 
“T think we’ve seen the future,” 
he said. And, gradually, over the 
up-and-down course of the Afri- 
can journey, Heilpern came to un- 
derstand what he meant. It is al- 
most incomprehensible, this no- 
tion of creating something new — 
a necessary theater rather than a 
superfluous art form — out of the 
old and the unknown, but that’s 
what Brook is up to. 


W.... is most heartening 


about Conference of the Birds, 
which appears five years after the 
journey it chronicles, is that 
Brook came back. It is depress- 
ing to read of the “ para-theatri- 
cal’ experiments of Jerzy Gro- 
towski, for example, knowing 
that his attempts to dissolve the 
boundaries between performer 
and spectator did in fact take him 
beyond the performing arts. 
When last heard from, Gro- 
towski was presiding over some- 


thing more akin to encounter 
therapy than theater: modern-day 
bacchants frisking through dales 
and engaging in rituals involving 
troughs of grain. Brook, how- 
ever, returned from his per- 
egrinations through Asia and 
Africa to direct Timon of Athens, 
The Ik (based on Colin Turn- 
bull's, true story of an African 
tribe that chose to starve to death 
rather than adopt a modern way 
of life), and Ubu Roi in Paris. 
This fall, as Conference of the 
Birds appeared in the United 
States, Brook’s ._ production of 
Antony and Cleopatra, starring 
Glenda Jackson, opened at the 
Royal Shakespeare Company. 

In his 20s, Peter Brook wrote of 
himself: “I want to change and 
develop, and dread the thought of 
standing still. I want to be a vam- 
pire of the outside world and give 
back the blood I have drawn out.” 
Well, the Robin Hood of the Un- 
dead walks again in our theat- 
rical midst. Presumably, his work 
is infused now with some of the 


magic, the “blood,” of Africa. e

one of several passwords between a 
prisoner (Monteith) and a visitor 
(Rand) who arrives to help him es- 
cape. “Get me out of here,” he 
said. ‘‘Okay, but there’s one 
problem,” she said. ‘‘What’s the 
problem?” he asked. ‘‘What’s the 
problem?” she asked the audi- 
ence. ‘‘Jane Fonda,’ someone 
yelled out. Without skipping a 
beat, she turned to her partner 
and said, “You have to dress up 
like Jane Fonda!”’ 

The twosome’s set pieces ac- 
count for a couple of dull spots 
during the show — a bit about 
jaded movie critics watching a 
porno flick and another spoofing 
pretentious actors in rehearsal. 
But most strike a delightful bal- 
ance between scriptishness and 
spontaneity. And while: Mon- 
teith and Rand’s humor could 
never be called profound, it 


shrewdly lampoons the behavior 
of a generation torn between the 
counterculture and the Cuisin- 
art. Moreover, when Rand takes 
what amounts to solo turns, her 
scenes — a terrified stewardess 
crash-landing a plane, a woman 
getting stoned and making friends 
with a fly, a drab housewife 
patronizing an X-rated do-it- 
yourself photo machine — won- 
derfully recall Lily Tomlin’s char- 
acter sketches by aiming for 
poignance rather than punch- 
lines. 


B ackstage at Monteith and 
Rand was a continuation of the 
joviality out front. A college 
chum of Rand’s came to visit, and 
she introduced herself to Mon- 
teith. “Oh, I’ve heard:a lot about 
you,” he said. “You have?’ she 
exclaimed. “Well,” he bluffed, 
‘just what I read in the year- 
book.” Bill Russell, the “invis- 
ible announcer’ who has been 
with the act since it started, 
modeled his Monteith and Rand 
windbreaker.

Mind. Rather, like the dress Hol- 
loway’s wearing on the album 
cover — part choir robe, part de- 
signer model — the best of Queen 
of the Night blurs the distinc- 
tions between down home gospel 
and uptown disco chic. Side two 
kicks off, in fact, with one of the 
finest dance songs of the decade 
— a song so maniacally infec- 
tious, so painfully and happily 
non-stop that I had to quit smok- 
ing to survive it. A song whose 
hook (and title) reverberates with 
intimations of immortality — “I 
May Not Be There When You 
Want Me (But I’m Right on 
Time)’ — and whose verses work 
out the thesis with such deliber- 
ate literal-mindedness (a guy 
shouldn't mind if his date keeps 
him waiting while she primps) 
that Holloway’s tongue seems 
about to put a hole in her cheek. 
There are moments when. her 
teasing turns to testifying: 
“Don’t you feel it, don’t you an- 
.hanha anha... .’’ Shades of Otis 
Redding — Holloway shatters the 
line and sends it reeling with a 
graceful shrug. There are mo- 
ments when the state-of-the- 
hustle mix — electronic depths, 
metallic timbres, elaborate defer- 
ence to percussion — drops out in 
favor of orthodox shout-and-re- 
sponse. There are even better mo- 
ments in the song, when disco 
and gospel or R&B formulas play 
off one another, when the chor- 
us’s doo-wop “oohs” are mim- 
icked by chuckling cellos (OK, 
maybe they're snickering string 
basses) brought forward from the 
precision chorus-line of strings. 


| the miniature dialogues 
that dot the album, like Hollo- 
way’s attitude (good tough, not 
surly), “I May Not Be There 


When You Want Me” falls some- 
where between the patent ingen- 
uousness of Archie Bell or the 
Floaters and the desperate sex- 
uality of Millie Jackson or the 
current heavy breathers. Loleatta 
Holloway talks a good line and 
sings an even better one. She may 
be coy when she responds to a 
smarmy patronizing he-male at 
the beginning of ‘Only You,” 
but she and Bunny Sigler sing as 
equals, picking up shadings and 
inflections from each other until 
they sound almost alike. Her 
voice is elastic with irony in ‘“Two 
Sides to Every Story’’ when she 
answers a lover’s smug assump- 
tion that he can make it up to her: 
“The only thing you can make up 
is the bed you been sleeping in.” 
And then, when you expect the 
satisfaction of having had the last 
word would send her rushing into 
the refrain on a wave of adren- 
alin, she fools you by going soft, 
wondering, as vulnerable as an 
apology. The unexpected gentle- 
ness gives the song as much of a 
jolt — more even — than would 
the usual crescendo. Without un- 
dermining the pleasantly vindic- 
tive mood, Holloway suggests 
substrata of pain and regret. 
Holloway has the knack of 
turning a song that seemed hope- 
lessly straight or irredeemably 
corny into a revelation — like Ray 
Charles with “Oh What a Beau- 
tiful Morning” or Aretha Frank- 
lin with ‘I Say a Little Prayer for 
You.” Still, it’s not just Hollo- 
way’s singing that transfigures 
“You Light Up My Life.” The ac- 
companiment sways like a gospel 
procession and choirs stand ready 
to respond. The arrangement 
aims to raise the roof, though, 
heaven knows, she has the voice 
to go right through it. But what 
makes Queen of the Night, or 
rather half of it, classic soul, is 
those effortless plunges of Hol- 
loway’s that make a slight line 
poignant without weighing it 
down, that reach to the heart of a 
song without ever disturbing its 
burnished, artificial, stylized sur- 
face — that change the meaning 
totally without appearing to 
change a thing. *

Finta Giardiniera, a remarkable 
early opera buffa.) The record 
companies must believe someone 
wants to listen. 

The recordings reveal Tito to 
be a wonderful hybrid. Just as 
Mozart gave his comic operas 
depth by incorporating elements 
from opera seria (especially the 
grand arias), so Mozart's opera 
seria began to assimilate opera 


buffa devices (such as en- 
sembles, in which each character 
can express a different attitude). 
As in an opera buffa, Tito has 
only two acts (not the usual 
three), and the first one ends in 
unresolved suspense. 

Mozart refused to set a hand- 
me-down text (as he had done as a 
teenage opera composer). He had 
the court poet of Saxony, Cater- 
ino Mazzola, re-work Metastas- 
io’s well-worn libretto into a 
‘true opera’ (as Mozart called it), 
by adding ensembles and chor- 


uses wherever possible. Mozart 
was getting used to altering tra- 
ditional forms. He called Don 
Giovanni a dramma giocoso, be- 
cause it didn’t fit any pre-estab- 
lished genre, and Tito, without 
completely transforming or trans- 
cending opera seria, was clearly 
on its way to something new. Of 
course, we never got the chance to 
see what Mozart would do next. 

Given the kind of story and 
characters Tito is stuck with (and 
the opera seria pacing, which 


Charles Rosen brilliantly ana- , 
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lyzes in The Classical Style), it 
seems’ unlikely ever to become as 
popular as Mozart’s most famil- 
iar works. The situations contain 
a great deal of irony, but very 
little else to make them interest- 
ing, and perhaps Tito’s most in- 
surmountable shortcoming is that 
we can’t tell exactly how much 
irony was intended. In Cosi, as 
the lovers sing their farewells, 
Don Alfonso, who knows it’s all a 
joke at everyone's expense but his 
own, says so. The quintet is one 
of the most sublimely beautiful in 
all opera, and the very beauty of 
the music warns us that we 
mustn’t laugh too hard, that these 
characters are only human and 
are to be pitied as well as ridi- 
culed. The music focuses the 
irony, and the irony remains con- 
sistent throughout, as it does in 
Figaro and (in a more complex 
way) in Giovanni. But the trio 
from Tito that I referred to at the 
beginning of this article doesn’t 
tell us how seriously to take Vi- 
tellia’s predicament. In fact, we 
are never told how seriously to 
take her. Perhaps this very qual- 
ity may appeal to the contempor- 
ary taste for open-endedness, but 
the lack of a central controlling 
attitude is going to be a serious 
problem in any dramatic work. 

In any event, this trio is one of 
Mozart's most exhilarating pieces 
of music, with its breathless 
rhythms and sudden modula- 
tions, freezing Vitellia’s hope 
with despair while burbling un- 
dercurrents suggest the bland 
misunderstanding of the other 
two characters. There are two 
more trios, including a poignant 
one in the second act, In which 
neither Sesto (Sextus) the would- 
be assassin, nor Tito (Titus) the 
intended victim — formerly close 
friends — knows how to face the 
other. There is a brief friendship 
duet, in the first act, of infinite 
charm and a touchingly tender 
love duet for a secondary pair of 
lovers (both sung by women since 
the obsolescence of castrati). 

Structurally, Tito- seems far 
from a-hasty job. Sesto has a ma- 
jor aria in each act (including the 
famous ‘‘Parto, parto,’’ with its 
brilliant clarinet obbligato) as 
does Vitellia (one bloodthirsty 
and fiendish, the second more 
muted, modulated and made sur- 
prisingly gentle — considering her 
violent temper — by the strange 
obbligato basset horn). Each *6f 
the other major characters has: at 
least one memorable aira. As we 
know from Figaro, Giovanni and 
Cosi, some of Mozart's greatest 
effects are achieved in recitatives 
accompanied by full orchestra. In 
Tito, the moments of the most 
dramatic inner conflicts. (for 
Sesto, Vitellia and Tito) are scored 
in this way. Most extraordinary 
of all is the first act finale, with its 
offstage chorus of lamentation 
and its monumental quintet of be- 
wildered principals, their grand, 
tragic outbursts diminishing to 
hushed suspense as the curtain 
falls. 


W... fortunate that both re- 


cordings are so satisfying — and 
in rather complementary ways. 
On London, the late Istvan Ker- 
tesz conducts an exhilaratingly 
musical performance with the Vi- 
enna State Opera Orchestra and 
Chorus. His soloists, most not- 
ably Teresa Berganza’s Sesto and 
Lucia Popp’s Servilia (she’s on the 
Davis set, too), sing every note. 
They're not very dramatic, but 
since there’s ultimately not much 
drama anyway, there doesn’t 
seem to be anything missing. A 
good three-quarters of Suss- 
mayr’s recitatives are eliminated, 
so the emphasis is almost en- 
tirely on Mozart's music. The en- 
closed libretto contains exten- 
sive, illuminating background in- 
formation. 

The Davis recording has al- 
most all the recitatives (though, 
oddly, he omits an important se- 
quence in which Tito is warned of 


the conspiracy — oné that-is in- . 


cluded by Kertesz). Three 6f- the 


soloists — Janet Baker, Yvonne 
Minton and Robert Lloyd — were 
in the Covent Garden produc- 
tion; so with all the recitative, 
there is the feel of an actual per- 
formance. (In fact, there are times 
when one wishes there were a 
little less emoting.) Davis’s tem- 
pos are more spacious than Ker- 
tesz’s; there’s more room to ab- 
sorb the story — and the music. 
Before Tito’s first scene, there's a 
march and a chorus, repeated in 
full at the end of the scene. 
They’re wonderful, festive pieces. 
Davis includes the repeats; Ker- 
tesz cuts them. I suppose anyone 
who likes them could simply put 
the needle back in the right place, 
but, without them, the sense of 
the largeness, the scale of the con- 
ception is lost. Kertesz gives us 
Mozart in clear focus, but on a 
small screen; Davis gives us La 
Clemenza di. Tito in Cinema- 
scope. In spite of some uneven 
singing (Baker, for example, is 
warmer than London’s Maria 
Casula, but she is no longer at her 
best in coloratura or at the bot- 
tom of her voice), the Davis is the 
one I’d choose — if I had to 
choose. Until someone puts on a 
production here (and we have the 
singers), hearing both recordings 
will be the fullest way to experi- 
ence and puzzle out some of Mo- 
zart’s most inscrutable and in- 
comparable glories. *

Come Home To’’). 

But at other times, Lea trans- 
formed this unbecoming passiv- 
ity into a positive gift for under- 
statement. She has a warm, deep 
voice, an even vibrato and good 
breath control (though not great 
— she sometimes dribbles away 
the end of a phrase); and she 
doesn’t smile constantly, so her 
voice is slightly “‘covered,”’ not 
bright all the time but not overly 
mournful either. This levelness 
heightened the intensity of two 
completely different songs (both 
by Billy Strayhorn). Her ‘‘Some- 
thing to Live For’’ seemed a little 
prim at first, but, at the end, in- 
stead of building to a big out- 
burst, she suddenly chose to pull 
back, as if recounting her dream 
too loudkyweuld make it not 
come true. And her clear, almost 
fatalistic ‘‘Lush Life’’ rendered the 
song’s bitter loneliness — which 
could turn maudlin with one talse 
sob — even more desolate. I kept 
itching for Lea to let loose some- 
how, and she never did — I was 
surprised when she told me she'd 
been ‘‘jazzier’’ at Lulu’s than she 
usually is. The closest she came 
was when she slipped almost 
imperceptibly into swing-time for 
the coda of Jerome Kern's 
“Nobody Else But Me.”’ 

Some of the other songs Lea 
sang were Cole Porter's ‘I 
Concentrate on You,” Rodgers 
and Hart's “‘Isn’t It Romantic,” 
Hoagy Carmichael’s ‘‘Baltimore 
Oriole,” and Alec Wilder and Bill 
Engvick’s ‘While We're Young,” 
which she dedicated to a tableful 
of old friends from her Wellesley 
class (‘51). I asked what was her 
most contemporary material. ‘I 
don’t really do anything contem- 
porary,” she said. “‘I listen to a lot 
of stuff, and I’m interested in 
some of it — the softer stuff, of 
course. I’m interested in some 


‘ things Carly Simon does, and the

The 525th line: Our thanks to Mr. James 
Isaacs and his friend Mr. Stahl for bring- 
ing you Boston's TV news while we were 
off watching holiday programming in 
London. Albion for Christmas. Alas, ru- 
mors (ours) of the Empire's decline ap- 
pear to have some basis in fact, al- 
though the crepehanging may just be 
wishful thinking on the part of thousands 
of passengers stranded at Heathrow Air- 
port over New Year's because of British 
Airway's remarkable inability to regroup 
following six hours of bad weather. We 
survived the London Blizzard of '78 — 
three inches of snow. Speaking of going 
down the tube, you may be under the im- 
pression that British TV is all Upstairs, 
Downstairs and Monty Python. Not true. 
Though the BBC and the independent 
(and commercially sponsored) ITV tele- 
vision networks do manage some excel- 
lent drama and some fine music pro- 
grams, most of the airtime is cluttered 
with outlandish variety shows and low- 
budget sit-coms that make Me and the 
Chimp look good by comparison. Never- 
theless, in the dark December days, Brit- 
ish television seems to be the only thread 
that binds the hope to the glory. The Lon- 
don press, lacking the desire or ability to 
uncover any news, keeps the networks 
and its stars in the headlines. Bookies lay 
odds on which station will win the high- 
est ratings on Christmas Day while the 
Daily Mail debates the handicap on page 
one. (in the end, The Sound of Music 
tipped the scales for BBC 2, drawing the 
biggest audience in the history of British 
broadcasting.) When the BBC went on 
strike the week before Christmas, the 
headlines read “BBC Off: Holiday pro- 
gramming Threatened.” After swift labor 
negotiations, the papers announced 
“Aunty's Back!" with an affection you'd 
think would be reserved for armistices of 
greater consequence. 

What we can reasonably expect to im- 
port in the near future is a dramatic se- 
ries, The Woman He Loved, a retelling of 
the understated Edward VIII's royal soap, 
and a kid's version of The Mili on the 
Floss. All in all, we should be thankful 
Monty. Python got out in time. And, inci- 
dentally,. at least half the things Ameri- 
can audiences find original and off-the- 
wall about that show are, to British view- 
ers, direct and obvious spoofs of their 
daily TV fare

MOVIE OF THE WEEK: Going Places (1975). 
In light of the almost universal praise lav- 
ished on Bertrand Blier’s newest film, Get 
Out Your Handkerchiefs (coming soon 
to the Orson Welles) we're glad to have a 
second chance to see Blier's first, Going 
Places, which was almost universally re- 
viled upon its release. Adapted by Blier 
from his own novel, it's the story of two 
macho oafs (Patrick Dewaere and Ger- 
ard Depardieu, pictured above) and their 
numerous, often brutal sexual con- 
quests. The film has been attacked for 


coldness and insensitivity, but it has also 
won persuasive supporters. Pauline Kael, 
for one, called it, “an explosively funny 
erotic farce with a tone that’s both brutal 
and lyrical... perhaps the first film from 
Europe since Breathless and Weekend 
and Last Tango in Paris to speak to us 
in a new, first-hand way about sex and 
sex fantasies.”

Ingmar Berg- 
man probes the unresolved love/hate rela- 
tionship of a career-centered concert pian- 
ist (Ingrid Bergman) and her emotionally 
crippled daughter (Liv Ullmann), and his 
cause-and-effect account of how the ab- 
sence of love can ruin a life is excitingly 
clear and persuasive. He avoids an Art vs. 
Life polemic, setting the mother’s account 
of the emotional deprivation of a musical 
career against the daughter's frantic ac- 
cusations of neglect and oppression. And 
yet, the only character in the movie with an 
internal source of energy — Ingrid Berg- 
man’s lively, talented pianist — is seen as a 
monster of vitality who crushes the life out of 
the brooding losers around her.

Written and directed by 
playwright Franco Brusati, this gently funny 
film follows the adventures of Nino (the 
marvelous Nino Manfredi), a civilized soul 
imprisoned in a thicket of Italian manner- 
isms.

everything Nino involves himself in is 
doomed, and the movie becomes as con- 
descending toward him as are the Swiss. 
But if Brusati hasn't developed Nino prop- 
erly, he’s done the next best thing: he's 
given us a tender, savagely satirical portrait 
of the Italian abroad in all his manifesta-

*THE BRINK'S 08 (1978). The story of the 
small-time Boston crooks who, in 1950, 
pulled off the biggest robbery the country 
had ever seen, is a sure-fire movie subject.

His rhythms are too slow and his set-ups 
too remote for either thrills or laughs, and
